fippo,-noz Marco Cartaginenſe, that did crucifie his ſonne 
artalon, neither that Phaces king of Parcia, the moſt pers 
nerſt ot all kings, who flew Herodes his old and afflicted 
kather , with thirtie of his bzetheren, and his onely. forme; 
nos any whatſoerer, that hath bene cruell in the Wold, fo 
truel as p knight of the Sunne hath bene vnto Claridiana; 
foꝛ vnto them was ginen the death, and afterward they felt 
— ſo that their erueltie was but in laying * them,

DO all you knights that appertaineth to the king Obe 
rio m father it there be anie in thele ſhippes, doe not ſhelw 
pour ſelues at this pꝛeſont fo contrarie vntu me, hut to fay 
uour and helpe the Greeke Pztnee,foz that many daies paſt 
A haue choſen him ta be my naturati ſpouſe and hut land, 
And doe pou not conſent vnto his death, oz if you dus: doe 
here make a vow vnto God, that at the very infant thaſ he 
chall reteiue his death with this woꝛd J wilt cleaue mine 
vine heart aſunder. At which wo ds Don Silueuoa made na 
account; although it wa grieft n him to vonder ſtand 
che great loue that iche boꝛe vntu Moſicleer, by her ontivard 
ſemblance,yet not withltanding there were in that compante 
Anights bf the king Olinecio that did reioyte to heare thoſe 
woꝛdes, foz to haue the better otraſion to helpe Roſictecr, 
without vie colour to attempt anie thing againſt the king 
their Ad, anongſt whom was thewaliant Zoylo,Bargan- 
dehLyciamandro,and Almades of Cornwaile; all which did 
Searegod: will vnto Roſicleer, and were in the foze part of 
the ſhip readie to giue the firſt aſſault vnto the expecation 
ok the reſt; Atthis time was Don Siluerio with thirtie of 
his knights entering into the ſhip of Roſicleer, who recets 
ued'thent with ſuch moꝛtal blowes, that quicklie they —

But this valiont and woꝛthie Roſicleer ſeeing that they din 
in great halt compaſſe his ſhippe round about foz to enter 
in, with ſo great ſtrength and courage as euer was ſeene in 
night, bes beſturred himleife frour the one part vnto the 
oth nding the enterie af: his onimies with ſuch znoe⸗ 
tall owe, chat hea might account-hiwſeife vnhappie that 
was Within the reach of his, £wozd, was that ot the 
Nucﬀne Iulia, and ſo noble a cutter, and he ſo valiantwhs 
flouriſhed ther with abaut him with lo couragious aftrigths 
as one which nert vnto Mod cheped ta ſet his lyte at uüber⸗ 
tie, koꝛ that hee neuer ſtroke, blowe, hat that either hes ſleiw 


oz ouerthꝛe a knight, ſo that all bis aduerſaries were won⸗ 


derfullic amazed at him, and not one amongſt them all that 

— ſo hardie, that durſd ene nigh the plare whereas hes 
as,. 

| Likewiſe that gerd king on the other fide +didmenuais 

louſlie defend the enterie, and gaue them wei ta un 

by: his terrible biowes, the great god will that he barer unta 


Rolicleer, whodyd not eſtæme to venture his life foz his 


god friend, and did ſo behaue himſelle amongſt his enimies. 
dealing ſuch moꝛtall blowes, that hee Jew and ouerthꝛew a 
great number of them, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that all thoſe which dyd 
beholde him, by reaſon they knew hun nat, were, abe * 
mazed.: - 

At this time the thaw 'wozthie Prinres, with the Ding 
Alamades feeing-that it was high time foꝛ to ſuccour and fas 
uour Roſicleer, with great lightneſſe they leaped into his 
fhip;and returned againſt Don Siluerio with their ſ woꝛzdes 
dꝛabwen in their hands, aud ſayd: Enfoꝛce and courage thy 
ſelfe baliant knight. foz we that be here are thy friendes. 
And all together with a loude voice ſayd, Tartaria, Tartariay 
Hungaria, Hungaria, Bohemia, Bohemia, Cornualia, Cornu- 
alia. 9 when Roſiclcer by the naming-of their Cauntries 
did know them, he receiued great comſoꝛt, and not hauing 
ſpace fox to anſ were them, he did no moꝛe but hiunble hime 


— and foz that his ſherlde at that time was: (hire | 
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imd bzoken all to peces with the mightie blowes he had re⸗ 
teiued, de toke his ſwo2din both his hands, and put himſelf 
amongſt his aduerſuries, and did ſo great meruailes, that ali 
that did beholde him wondered greatlie, and they which did 
not ſer them, afterward did thinke it a thing impollidle, and 
knveclarin of te, verte hard to be belencd, The thee P2in- 
tes with de King Rlamades, all fourei together did defend 
che entrie of the „killing and wounding many of the 
nights of Luſitauia, and likewiſe receiued many blowes on 
tuerie five. The number of their sduer ſaries were ſo ma- 


np, that they were dꝛiuen into a meruailonus exſegent. But 


when that Don Siluerio ſawe that the foute knights were 
— part, he reteiuod great dolour and anguiſh 
$ heart, and with the great deſire that der had to take 
kreuengement bf them all together, he encouraged and enfoꝛ⸗ 
ced his knights all that euer he could foz to enter the ſhip and 
voanjuich them, and by reaſon that there were lo manp, and 
, derle valiant knights, and continuallie entered in a frech, 
that Roſicleer and his friends did incredible won⸗ 

ders, pet in the ſpace of one houre after that the battaile was 
begun, they were put in a great extremitie) fo2 that Don 
Siluerio was beris wiſe, and his knight valiant and erperi- 
mented in the warres and battailes, and did aſſalt their ſhip 
on eueris ſide with great ſtrength, ſo that there was not one 
ſo ſone flaine, but another entered into his rome ſtraight 
waies, in ſuch ſozte, that the other valiant knightes had no 
time fo2 to eaſe themſelnes, which was the ottaſton, that in 


te end ol two houres after that the battaile was begun, all 


the water round about the chippes was dyed red with the 
blond of the dead knights of Luſitania, and the ſtrong armes 

of Roſicleer and his frienbs, (as of moztall men) beganne to 
ware wearie, and their fozce andUrengthdid abate, and they 
could endure no longer, pet their valiannt and couragious 
heartes were pꝛompt and readie foz to receive the death, and 
neuer moued countenance thereat-, but determined there to 
die all together like valiant 4 .— without perlding 02 
3 in anie poly, due ampliſying their kozces — 
| their 
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ö opal — much fork, that 
abverſaries vid not perteiut that anie wearineſſe were 
in them, ſo that the battaile at that inſtant was verie cruell 
and wonderfull, and the noiſe verie great which they made, 
in ſuch koꝛt, that the inhabitants of Cerdenia came foꝛth and 
did beholde that crusll and well foughten batfaile,dzcadful- 
ue behalving the ſea, how it was ſtained with bloud,x could 
not beleue they ſhould be humane knightes that did defend 
themſelues (in their chip alone ) againſt ſa many . At this 
time were the god friends of Roſicleer 'verie wearie with 
the oppꝛeſling of ſo great a multitude of their tontraries, in 
ſeith loꝛt that they could not lift vp their ¶ woꝛds, at which: 
time many knights of the Pzince Don Silueriobegannso ta 
enter their ſhip,of the which Bramidcs was the firſt; with: 
great number of other valiant knights, who with great fu⸗ 
rie and ſhouts began to laie vpon their aduerſaries, and ſay⸗ 
ing, Upon them, vpon them, foꝛ they be ouercome. But whe 
Roſicleer heard thoſe woꝛdes, and ſawe no other thing but 
perdifion,he began greater to lament» death of his friends 
mo2e than his owne, but that which- did grieue him malt 
was, that after ſo many troubles & ſoꝛrolus the which he had 
paſſed foꝛ the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia, and had her in his power, al⸗ 
waies hoping at her hands to receine reward foz the ſame. he 
Could now be conſtrained therefoze to die, and to leaue her 
in the power of another, hauing this in his remembꝛaumce, 
lifting vp his eies bnfb heauen to aſ ke mercie of God foz 
his ſinnes, he ſawe his welbeloued miſtres in a ſound in the 
armes of Fidelia, as ſhe which made no other reckoning but 
to die, the which did tauſe vnto him ſo great dolour 6 griefe; 
that it kindled in him moꝛtall wzath and ire, determine to 
fell his life verie deere vnto them that ſo much deſired his 
death, where with her toke his word in both his — 
and ffroke ſo terrible a blowe at the Capfaine Bramides, vp⸗ 
pon the waſt, that cutting him in two peeces, he ouerthzew 
bim dead to the ground, and there with at other ire blowes 
be ſle w other ſire knightes, behauing himſelſe ſo amongell 
chem that they fled from him as W 1 
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ane that has his deathtertaint without ani cara at his Utes; 
all alone he maintained th battatie againſkthe knighteg at: 
Don Siluerꝭo, ia that his friends conln not poe anie thing in 
his defence they weare ſo wearie. And althounh ibe knights 
of Luſitatia were valiant, and din charge him with many 
heauie blames, that had bene ſufficient to haus claus an ſan⸗ 
field in preces; hab did he defend the entrie al che (ip alangy 
foz the part ot baife an houre age inſt alt the,companie,and 
had about him on cuery ſide a great namber of dead bodies. 
chewing ſo great wonders among his aduerlaries, that it 
was ſcarce credible to the beholders. Wiheregk Don dylue- 
no teteiued great grieſe to ſe ſo man of his kmiahts lain. 
but get he durſt nat come nigh him himſelfe, but foꝛced his 
knights ſazwards: with repꝛoch, that it was aſhame to him, 
that one alone knight ſhonlde make his defence ſo long a⸗ 
gainſt ſo. many. Who hearing thoſe ws2des made no moꝛe 
a doe hut put the ir liues in aduenture foz to accompliſh that 
. which was their deaths, and therewith they leaped into the 
chip ol Roſixleer; and charged him ſa much t with fomany 
terrible and heauie bloldes, that it had not bene poſſible foz 
him to haue indured lang. if that by the wonderfull myzacle 
ol God he had nat hene ſuccoure. 8 
Von hall vnderſrand that foztume did rue him fo wel, 
that the ſhip wherein was that valiant and wozthie knight 
of the Sunne, aud that ſtout Oriſtecdes was ronſtrained by 
the fozce of the Fazme and tempeſt pat, to enter into the 
ang poꝛt of Cerdenia, and entering in thereat, thep firajght 


he tauld not haus vel&ued that any humane W d 
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haue done it. And as he was with great atftortion;beholv# 
ing them with great god will ſoꝛ to aide and helpe chem. 
The knight ol the Sunne did now him by the deuice of his 
armour, although that they were alt to be raied with bloud; 
as alio hy the comelie pꝛopoꝛtion c his bodie ;i$ there with 
vpoꝛ a ſodaine with a londe voice he ſaid: O gad God, it 
ſtemeth vnto me, that ponder knight ſhould he Roſieleer my 
bꝛother, oz els mi ſight Both deceiue me: Ohm god friend} 
now ſhew fo2th your great bountis to ot fend and ſaue the 
life of the perſon of him that Tloue beſt in all the wozine; 
Comtion let vs go, ſapd Oriſtedes ia ait verie gd Iwill 
I wil efermy'ſelfe in que thing that doth appertaine dus 
vou oꝛ to pour bꝛother. And imſaping theſe wo ds theſe two 
god friends did caule their ſhip to de grapled vnto the chip 
of Roſicteerand:with'thcir ſ woꝛdes dzawen in their hands 
they leapt into the ſayd ſhip, and ſayd : Couraga:cotirage, 
god knight, and take a gon heart, hrerr — 
thy bother the knight ol the Sunne. And chere withalt tur⸗ 
med againſt his aduerſaries, and made ſo great a ſlaughter 
uünmongſt them, that in a ſhoꝛt ſpace al the hatches of the ſhip 
taie full of dead bodies, and the knights df Luſitania being 
greatlle amaled at ſuch ſodaine and ſtrange ſurcdur;they fied 
berge them with all the ſperde they could into their un 
Hips, and in making ſuch haſt, manp of them leaped ſhoꝛt E 
fell into the water, ſo that by this meanes their ſhippe was 
quicklie ridde of their enimies , But when that Roſicleer 
heard thoſe comfoztable woꝛds of his wozthie bzother, and 
knew him as well by his wonderfall-blowes ginen, as by 
the deuice of his armour z what toy and pleafure:mightdee 
zqualt vnfo his, I ſaie vnto vou it was muchamoze:thanif 
was, at that time when that he was ſuccoured:by-him in 
the Jland of Canck amarte, foz that his death at that time 
ſhoulde not haue bene ſo grieuous vnto him, as at this pꝛe- 
ent the death of his god and perfect friends, and hauing in 
his power thefayzePzinceſfe Oli. And as one aha h 
the aide ard ſuttour of his Bzother was in god hope tn be 
let tre and at libertie of ſo rigozous: and W 
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with a new and vnloked foz ioye, did ſo hearten and incou⸗ 
rage himſelfe,recouering ſo great fozce and ſtrength, that her 
vegan to make ſo great a deſtruction among his enimies, as 
though the battaile were but as then begun, and comming 
nigh vato the knight of the Sunne, he fayde : Oh my Loꝛde 
and welbeloued bzother, what great benefit is this that God 
hath ſhewed vnto me, that it hath pleaſed him that J am 
ſuccoured by pour great power and ſtrength, and now that 
I findmy lelfe in pour tompanie, it that all the whole woꝛld 
were againſt me,J ſhould not haue anie feare. At this time 
the knight of tht@iunne could not make him anie anſwere, 
fox that he was ſd ocrupied amongſt his enimies, where hee 
did ſo great ſlaughter, that there was none that durſt tarris 
befoze him. Likewiſe the Troian did ſo defend his partie, 
that it was wonderfull to-beholde, at whom Roſicleer was 
greatlieamazed.not knowing who that valiant and wozthie 
knight ſhould be. Then the king Sacridoro and the other 
Pꝛintes when they (awe that ſodain and ſoyeraigne fauour 
which was come vnto them, how that their enimies were 
hꝛought into a greater ſtraight than they were befoze, al⸗

Then the Emperour and the Empꝛeſſe dyd 
render vnto the king Sacridoro great thankes, foz that he 
would come to bzing them ſo iopfull newes, And the Emo 
perour did fkraight waies commaund his nobles and woz⸗ 
thie pzinces © knights that were then pꝛeſent in his court, 
to be in a redineſſe foz to goe and receue them, who in com⸗ 
with them all with great pomp t maieſtie, went foꝛth 

of the Citie with ſo great a troupe, that all thoſe wide and 
bꝛoade fleldes were full of people, foz that when the com⸗ 
_ of thele two n were — t knowen, — 
ers 
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were few oz none that remained, but all went fozth fo2 to 


receue the, The Emperour went in the middeſt of all thoſe 
Painces and knightes, and by him the god King Sacri- 


doro, with ſo graue and ſeuere connfenance , that he dyd 


very well manifeſt his high eſtate. So when that they came 
vnto the ſea pozt,at the ſound of Trumpets + other kinds 
of inffruments , theſe pꝛinces did diſembarke themſelues a 
land;Roſicleer bzought by the hand his welbeloued pꝛinceſſe 
Olivia, who was of ſo great beautie, that all that did behold 
her were greatly amazed, ſo that there grew betwixt diuers 
great contention, whether that the beautie of the Pꝛintes 
Claridiana did exceede the beautie of the pꝛinceſſe Lindabri- 
des, but all in generall ſaid, that Roſicleer had great reaſon tg 
put himſelfe in ſuch perill, foz the loue of ſo faire a ladie. 
Then ſtraight wates came fozth the faire Lindaraza,whoſs 
beautie did wozke no lefſe admiration in the beholders, then 
the pzincelſe , and was lead by that wozthie knight of the 
Sunne her bꝛother, accõpanied with thoſe renowmed pꝛin⸗ 
ces Clauarindo, Bargandel, and Liriamandro, likewiſe with 
the Tartarian Zoylo, and the god Tropan Oriſtedes, and 
the valiant king Alamades of Coꝛznewaile, all the which 
came fo2th ſo ſeemely and richly arped, that it put in great 
admiration all them that did behold them. ; 
So when they all came befoze the Emperour (who re⸗ 
teued great iop and pleaſure fo ſe his two woꝛthie ſonnes Fx 
thoſe two fo excelent P2inceſſes,he went 4 embzaſed them 
with great pleaſure & delight, but in eſpecial, the two faire 
Ladies,ſaping,J am much moze bound vnto God then any 
other man in the wozld,and to giue him greater thanks,foz 
that he hath not alone bꝛought mee to the ſight and knows 
ledging of my two ſo valiant ſonnes , but alſo by them A 
haue recoucred and obtained foz my daughters, two ſo wozs 
thie Pꝛinceſſes, as the like are not to be founde in all the 
woꝛld. How is it that by my deſert Jam woꝛthie to ſe in 
mine Empire of Grecia, ſo high and ſoueraigne beauties, 
as theſe wozthie peeres are. 
Then they did hable thẽſelues vpon their knees befoze the

In this ſhall your highneſle lte, laid Zoylo, ho far your 
a foꝛtune doth extend, t the moꝛe to eſtme the acknow⸗ 
ledging of your lonne, Foꝛtune wold firff pꝛeſent befoze you 
thole ſo ſodaine and heauie newes ol great dolour, that after 
when it ſhould be found vnto the contrarie,fhe toy and plea⸗ 
ſure might be the moze . Then the Emperour did embꝛate 
them all one after another, c recetted ſo great contentment 
to ſee thoſe ſo wozthie knights that bꝛought his ſonnes, that 
he neuer reſfed,noz could not ber ſatiſfied in gining thankes 
vnto almightie God, foz exalting him vnto ſo high eſtate; 
Likewiſe they were no leſſe amazed at the ſurpaſſing and 
gentle diſpoſition ofthe Emperour, and the great maieſtie 
that her dyd repꝛeſent in his perſon , they dyd beholde him 
with great attention, and ſayde within themſelues, that her 
was wozthie to bee Father of thoſe two MWy2rozs of knight» 
Hhode thꝛoughout all the woꝛlde. And the P2incefſes Oliuia 
and Lindaraza reteiued meruailous greate contentment to 
ſee what great loue and humanitie he ſhewed vnfo all peo⸗ 
ple, and what great iope and pleaſure he reteiued ot their 
comming. So after that ther had paſſed much comunication, 
in this their firſt meeting then the other Pꝛinces Rodamar- 
te and Rodofeo, und other noble men that came in the com⸗ 
panie cf d Emperour, went æ welcommed their noble Pꝛin⸗ 
tes, who dyd embꝛate and receiue them with great ioy and 
loue. This being done, the Emperour and all the reſt moun⸗

great maieſtie & pompe, whereas was ſameruailous ſwet - 


noiſe ol all kindes of inſtruments and muſicke, that it was 
thought that the entring of Cæſar into Rome after his great 
victozie) was nat equall vnto this, and paſling thꝛough the 
ſtreetes of the Citie, the windowes were furniſhed with 
Ladies and damſels, who greatlie meruailed at the range 
and excellent beauties of Oliuia and Lindamza, and pꝛaiſed 
God of all partes fo2 ſeeing that daie, in the which the Em⸗ 
perour reteiued his ſo woꝛthie ſonnes, who bꝛought ſo great 
toy, contentment, honour, and pleaſùre vnto that mightie 
Court. So when they came vnto the mightio pallace, Linda- 
raza was alighted from her Palfraie in the armes of the

reaſon is, that they ſhould bꝛing fo2th ſo wozthie ſonnes. So 
after that they had ſpent a god while in theſe their greetings 
r receiuings, they entered into a meruailous faire and great 
quadꝛan, where al theſe knights were vnarmed, had giuen 
vnto them rich e pꝛetious robes to touer them, the which 
being done, with great toy they ſate downe to dinner, wher⸗ 
as they were ſerued with ſo great maieſfie,as did wel agree 
vnto their high eſtates.

And a⸗ 
gaine,fring that the pꝛintes his friends with the king Ala- 
mades,that went in his companie, became his enimies,and 
likewiſe remembꝛing the great furie and outheſſe of them 
with whome he had the battaile,with great complainfs we- 
pings and lamentations, he bewayled his miſ foꝛtune, which 
was vnto him ſo confrarie , and fo fauourable vnto his eni⸗ 
mies. A in the ende of tertaine dates after his departure, he 
ariued in great Bꝛitaine, and gaing a land pe ſent the king 
woꝛd uf his arinall, appareling himſelfe and all ſuch knights 
as tame with him in black and mourning appareil, and ſo 
entered inta the mightie Citie of London, whereas the king 
did retene him, o whome with great ſozow and griefe he 
gaue the Bing to vnderſtande of all that had happened bnto 
him at the ſea ; And. becaiſe at that pꝛeſent the rancour and 
mallics which he had againſt the Emperour Trebatio, was 
great in him, foꝛ the death of pꝛinee Edward his ſonne, he 
was very glad that he had fo god occasion and apoꝛtunitie 
to arme himſelfe againit᷑ him, c therefoze did not onely tom⸗ 
ſoꝛt p pꝛinte Don Siluerio to folom his popſoned enterpꝛiſe, 
- fo fake reuengement againſt hint, vut did rather pꝛoture to 
kindle his wꝛath the moꝛe, in laping, that vnto them both it 
ſhould be a perpetuall dichonour, if they did not pꝛocure the 
reuengement, the tuturie offered was ſo great, aud chat it 
were better f62 them to dye in the quarrel! , then to liue in 
ſo great diſhonour foꝛ euer...

Spaine „ a great number, fo that he that was Kinge of 
Spaing at that pꝛeſent, was a verie great friend vn 
father, and he was verie certaine that he would not denie to 
helpe and ayde him with all the fozce and ſtrength be could 
pollible, 

Ds being willing fo put all things in effect, take his 
leave. of the King and departed ſtraightwaies from great 
Waitaine , and put himlelfe vnto the rough and boyſterous 
Seas, taking his voyage towards Luſitama. Jn the meane 
time King Oliuerio,did oꝛdaine and made in a redineſſe all 
the people that poſſible he could, and Wait his letters vnto 
all kinges that were his triends, as well Chziltiansas Pa⸗ 
gans, geuing them to vnderſfande of the great iniurie and 
w2ong done vnto him, in murthering his onely ſonne and 
heire of his Ringdome, and then his daughter to be foley | 
and caried alvay : requeſting of nnn o 
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of the Dunne, that he ſhoulde not haue anie time noz 
foʒ fo ſerue the Pꝛinteſſe Claridiana , neither fo2 to m

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ſo god as foꝛ to traue reuengement of the Emperour her fa⸗ 


ther, loʒ the iniurie done by the knight of the Sunne, which 
might be the occaſion that he with all his power ſhould paſſe

ding vnto her thought. And as:many times the Emperour 
her father came into her cloſet to viſit ⁊ comfoꝛt her(wheres 
as the confinuallte remained and neuer went abꝛode) vpon 
a daie when that hee was fulleſt of griefe comfo2ting her, 
whole ſoꝛrow picked him to the verie heart, fo2 the greate 
loue hee bare vnto her. The Pzincelle ſhedding many feares 
keom her chꝛiſtaline eies, ſaid, 

It is loft labour, my Loꝛd and Father, foz focomfozt oz 
giue anie conſolation vnto this vnhappie and bnfoztunate 
Damſell pour Daughter, foꝛ that there is nothing that can 
remedie noꝛ helpe mee but onelie the death, the which if the 
high Gods were ſo pleaſed, were ſo nigh meer, that J could 
not make an end of this my ſpeaking, fo2 that death were 
a great deale better vnto mee, than to liue, fo2 to feele and 
ſuffer ſo great an iniurie as that which the Linight ol the 
Sunne hath done againſt you and me,foz if vou my Lo2d. 
would conſider thereof as is right and reaſon, you woulde 
leave off coinſo2ting of your Daughter, and pꝛocure by all 
meanes that this our repꝛoch may be reuenged, herewith 
if pꝛelentlie J ſhould depart out of this woztd, J (ould gee 
with comfoꝛt, but of the immoꝛtall Gods J dee deſire that 
from their high Thꝛone they will veelde ſoꝛ me reinnge⸗ 
ment, ſering that you doe ſo little eſtteme it. Nihat ſgould 
other Damſelles of baſe birth loke foꝛ, when that a Mam⸗ 
fell of ſo high eſtate a8 am, and docth participate with 
the diuine Deitie of the h:ch Gods, and being iniured vy 
one alone Lnight,caungt fiude * that doth recelue grixke 
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of her great w2ong , no2 anie that will take vpon him fo 
aunt᷑ were the quarrell . With great reaſon therefoze from 
this date fozwardes, may your vaſſalles and ſubiectes take 
heart at graſſe, and bee bolde to riſe vp againſt pon, ſ&ing 
that you will put vp ſuch an iniurie and cuilt pꝛoffer, done 
againſt you by one alone Rnight, and an enimie vnto pour 
tawe, and will ſuffer mee that am pour Daughter fo line 
without reuengement. Py Loꝛd and Father, J pꝛaie vou 
beholde and conſider your high eſtate, which is ſuch, that all 
the kinges and Loꝛdes of the Oꝛient are obedient at pour 

tommandement and ſerutce , and doeth honour and reue⸗ 
rence you as a parent and kinſman vnto the immozfall 
Gods, and if now vou doe diſſemble this great iniurie which 
vnto you and me hath beene committed, without making 
trueli reuengement, you ſhall neither be feared no2 eſt&- 
med, but had in leſſe reputation than. heeretofoze yon haue 
bene, and your honour ouerthꝛowne from the thꝛone, which 
pour p2edeceſſours vntill this pꝛeſent daie hath maintai⸗ 
ned and vpholden. And that which ſeemeth to bee wozlt ol 
all, is, that the diuine pꝛouidence will feele and acknow⸗ 
ledge part of this great iniurie, the which J do molt earneſt⸗ 
lie pꝛaie and deſire , that they doe not execute againſt you 


their wꝛath , in that vou haue negleded to take reuenge⸗ 


ment. Fo2 this cauſe onelie hath the diuine Gods giuen vn⸗ 
to you this high eſtate, cralting and placing you abone all 
other that are in the woꝛld, becauſe pou ſhould execute iuſt⸗ 
lie heere vpon the earth, as they haue oꝛdained in their di⸗ 
uine Conſiſtoꝛie. 

This fatre Damſell had not lo ſons concluded theſe her 
\.). wo2des, when that the Emperour her Father vnderſtan⸗ 
ding the effect of her complaint, with great griefe and ſoꝛ⸗ 
g rowe vnto his heart, being full of anger and wzath, aroſe 
vp, and laide his hand vpon his head, as vpon a pzecious re⸗ 
like, and ſaid theſe woꝛdes follo wing. 

Deere A doe I weare vnto thee by this ſacred head, and 
by the diuine Deitie, that J doe participate of the immoz- 


fall Gods, foz to goe with all my power into Grecia, and 
; . in 
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the firſt Booke. A 
in reuengement of this great inturie tome done, J will de⸗ 
ſtroie the Emperour T rebatio, and giue a cruell and diſſjo⸗ 
noured death vnto his wife and childzen,and crowne ther my 
daughter, koꝛ Empꝛeſſe of that Empire. So with this ton⸗ 
cluſton, a without ſpeaking ante moe woꝛds, hee went fo2th - 
of her Cloſet, and calling together certaine of his counſaile, 
he concluded that a Parliament ſhoulde bee pꝛoclaimed 
throughout all his kingdomes and dominions, commann- 
ding all Ringes, Pꝛinces, and Nobles of the ſame, to come 
vnto the ſayd Parliament in paine of death. Lykewiſe her 
did wzite Letters of greate lone vnto other Jlandes that 
were not ſubiec vnto him, which were inhabited with Gp⸗ 
ants and furious people, requeſting them to come vnto his 
Court of Parliament. Among all, hee wꝛote a Letter vn⸗ 
to Bradaman Campeon, who was returned into his Coun⸗ 
trie againe, the effec thereof was as followeth, 


Gen Campion, Lozde of the Dzientall Jlandes that 
are in the Octian Sea, J doe belcene that it is manifeſt 

vnto thee the iniarie done by the Greeke Pꝛince vatd 
our ſacred eſtate, and the great offence that her did vnto the 
immoztall Gods,therefoze now thou ſhalt vnderſtand that 
by the vertue of that part of the dinine deitie that is in vs, 
it is concluded in our diuine Conſiſkozie , that oꝛder ſhoulde 
ber taken in ſuch ſoꝛte, that reuengement map be taken foꝛ 


the ſame, in ſuch ample wiſe, that the whole Empire of 


Grecia may be deſtroyed downe to the around, and not to 
leaue one ſtone vpon another, as a tuff puniſhment foꝛ the 
offendours, and an example fo all others, howe they ſhall 
offende againſt the diuine maieſtie. Foꝛ the which end, to 
the erecuting of the ſame , weer doe deſire that in this en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe thy fauour maye bee the firſt, foꝛ that as the diuine 
Gods haue created the ſo ſtrong and mightie oncr and as 
boue all moꝛtall creatures, ſo lyke wile art thou bound la 


maintaine and defend their diuine honoars, and ta pꝛocure

When that Bradamari had receiued this Letter, in all 
his life he was not ſo glad and toyfall, fo2 that occaſion dyd 


ſo ſerue, that her might execute that great anger and wzath 


that hee had conceiued againſt the knight of the Sunne, be⸗ 
cauſe it was a great ſhame vnto him that hee was overcome 
by him, and hee could not fo2get that great iniurie receiued, 
but had as much deſire to bee reuenged fo2 the ſame. And 
vou ſhall vnderſtand that this Bradaman had at that time a 
ſonne of twent ie ycores olde, the moſt bꝛaueſt and fierceſf 
creature that euer was (ene by men: of whome ſhall bee 
made mo2e mencion in this Yyſfozie . Bradaman had not 
this ſonne bya faire Gentlewoman, but of the cruelleſt and 
furious in condition amongeſt al women, foꝛ that after y by 
the mightie power of his perſon he came to bee Loꝛde ouer 
the Oꝛientall Flands, which was a kinde of people which foz 
their fiercenelle neuer befoze could be bꝛought in ſubiection, 
he determined within himſelfe, fo2 that he would not that 
that Segnioꝛie ſhould be loſt after his death) to pꝛocure to 
haue ſo valiant a ſonne, who foꝛ the woꝛthineſſe of his per⸗ 
ſon ſhould be ſufficient to ſuſtaine that eſtate, as he did get 
it in his life time.

We do not meane here⸗ 
þy to bꝛing vnto your remembꝛance, how oftentimes it hap⸗ 
pened in times paſt in this Countrie, the Emperoꝛs x Cap- 
taines of Rome tame, not onlie to make reuengement of the 
iniuries & offences done vnto themſelues, but alſo foꝛ them 
that were their friends r ſublects vnto p Empire of Rome, 
in exetuting whereof, they did neither reſpec the largeneſſe 
of their-journey,erpenſes of their treaſures, neither the tra⸗ 
uaile of their perſons; fo p their camps x armies were as cõ⸗ 
mon in Aſia, as in Italic oꝛ Rome: ſo that in conſideration, 
if thoſe onelie fo2 the hong2 of their friends did little cams 
their long trauailes into thoſe Countries, wherefoꝛe ſhould 
Ive thinke it much, in reuenging of our owne iniurice, to 
paſſe into Grecia. Wee deſire the high Gods Þ no ſuch cow⸗ 
.ardneſſe may be found in your noble minds, neither ſo many 
\migbtie kings # Pzinces as be here pꝛeſent to conſent ta the 
confrarie,but y this great iniurie ſhould be reuenged. Now 
ſteing that we haue declared vnta von the occaſion of calling 
vqu together vnto this our court of Parliament, we do deſire 
rou to let vs haue your iudgements vᷣpon this that we haue 
pꝛoponed, hoping to haue it in ſo ample ſoꝛt as alwaes wir 
haue receined at your hands. 22 70 8 4 2c: 
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Mhen all thoſe that were pꝛeſent with the Emperonr 
had well heard the wozds that wereſpoken,and that concers 
ning the ſame he had aſked their counſailes, pet his deter⸗ 
mined purpoſe was fo} fo paſſe into Grecia, ſo that ther was 
a:nongft them ſome that were verie glad and toyfull foz the 
ſame,and other ſome that did not like of the iourney, as it is 
a naturall thing amongſt men, in like affaires to be of ton⸗ 
trarte opinions, The Emperour at that time did loke foz 
their and were, but nothing was ſupplicd, til ſuch time as they 
did all together defire the old king of Gedroſia in the name 
bf them all to anſ were vnto the Emperours pꝛopoſition, foꝛ 
that he was eſteemed in all thoſe kingdomes to be wiſe, and 
one that was well ſeenc in the warres, and as it hath bene 
told you in this Yyſfozie, he was well ſcene in Astrologie, 
who being by them verie much impoꝛtuned, aroſe vp and 


The ſpeech which the olde king of Gedroſia made vnto tlie 
Emperor Alicandro before all thoſe high kings & no- 
bles concerning the paſſage of their ar- 
mie into Grecia. 


M Oſt high and mightie Emperour # our L oꝛd, 4 would 
verie faine excuſe my ſelfe to giue my iudgement, con⸗ 

ſidering this grieuous taſe, which vou haue declared 
vnto vs,foz that vou haue it foꝛ cuſtome to aſ ke counſaile of 
your nobles in cauſes of impoꝛtaunte and things requiſite , 


And pet in the end laie they what they can, yelding their 
tudgements accozding vnto reaſon, all things mult be done 


actoꝛding vnto your deſire & will, whether it be god oz bad, 


giuing to bnderffand, that the counſaile which von doe al ke 


of your nobles x ſubiecs, is moze to complie with them, than 
anie god will you haue fo be counſailed. But pet ſoꝛ all this, 
although J doe know, that my indgement in this cafe will 


beer as much as nothing, and will bee conceiued to another 


intent & purpoſe confrarie vnto my meaning, ret will Jd?- 
clare it, fo2 that hereafter vou th at and br Y 
EST time 
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time of the olde king of Gedroſia, in that he did not aduiſe 
vou in time that pou might pꝛoue your foꝛtune. And here 
J pꝛoteſt befoze the immoꝛtall Gods, that this which J doe 
pꝛetend to ſaie vnto vou, is not ſo much foz the feare 4. dꝛead 
the which J haue of the Greekes,as it is foz the great loue x 

god wil which J do beare vnto you and to al our . 
J would note moſt mightie Loꝛd) that you ſhuld put ſo great 
confidence t truſt in this your puiſant æ high sſtate, thinking 
therewith to be verie firme and ſure, voide of the ſublection 
of vncertaine and immutable foꝛtune, and neuer to ſlide 03 
fall from the high thꝛone in which you are exalted, if you dq 
belcene this to be true. There are many things paſt in this 
woꝛld long ſince of mightie Pꝛinces, that if you. will enter 


info iudgement of them rightlie, as you ought fo; to doe, pon 


thall plainlie ſee and perceive that it is all falſe and contra- 
rie, as a ſpectacle of many Cæſars Komanes,in which time 
paſt were Lo2ds and rulers ouer al! the woꝛld, as Iulius Cæ- 
far, Caio, Caligula, Nero, Claudio, Galba, Oton, Vitelio, 
Domiciano, Comodo, Pertinax, Baſiano, Macrino, Helio- 
gabilo, Beluſiano, Valeriano, Galiego, Probo, Iuliano, Ba- 
uio, Conſtantio, Valente, Graciano, Valentiniano, and an 
infinit number moze, which hath beene ouerthꝛowen from 
the imperiall thꝛone in the which Foꝛtune did eralt them, 
and no other occaſion to the ſame, but that all humane 
things hath no ſecuritie noꝛ firmneſſe, and her that is ex⸗ 

ted and ſet in the highelt of the wheele of moueable Foꝛ⸗ 
tune, the ſame is molt apt and readieſt to fall. And in this 
thing you map belteue me, that toke how much the humane 
power doth ſurmount, ſo much is the Empire, oꝛ what eſtate 


ſo tuer it be, ſubiect vnto foꝛtune, and all the great fire laden 


with wad,is charged with the mightie windes in the high⸗ 
eff partes: even fo likewiſe ( molt inightie Emperour) 
this eſtate is not ſo high, but it hath with it great perill, 
ſo that vou nede not to goe and ſecke other daungers in 
ſtrange Countries { farre from this, that when it (hal fall 
gut, all thing ta ſuccerde and bee pꝛoſperous vnto vou, yet 
Mal it bee e ik you dog relurne backe againe 
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is well knowen vato all men, how readie h mightie windes 
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aliue info pour one countrie;how much moꝛe the bictoꝛie 
Aqgainlt the-Greekes ts ſo vncertaine, and as you may make 
iuſt accompt thereof,although you think it to the contrarie; 
without any«conſiderationof peruerſe foztune, which may 
ſo fall out, that they ſhall remaine at libertie, and vou decei⸗ 
ued : although the hoſt of men which you may carie, wil be 
a great multitude, mightie and ſtrong, yet many times it 
falleth out, that the greateſt hoſt is ouercome by the leſſer, 
as it happened vnto Xerxes, and vnto Darius, and a great 
number moꝛe, oho with hoſts of innumerable companie of 
people were deſtroyed and overcome. Likeunſe-befoze that 
this ſhall come in effect, if vou doe well tonſider, and haue 
an eye into the great angers and moleſtacions, pꝛeſumpti⸗ 
ons, alterations, and contrarieties, which doth happen daplie 
in theſe mightie hoſtes. J beleue that pou will think it bet⸗ 
ter to remaine and line at home in your owne countrie, then 
to paſſe into Grecia with ſo mightie an hoſt, foz that there 
is no iniuries noꝛ cruelties that may be compared vntd the 
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condicions of men of warre. And theſe which pon do think 


to be your owne,it map ſo fall out, that foꝛ a little occaſion, 


they will change their copie, and perhaps betrap & ſel them, 
ſo that of knights and ſubiecs , they map become thy eni⸗ 
mies. Behold and conſider of that great and mightie Alex- 
ander, who in his time accompted himſelfe of no leſſe eſtate 
then you doe now at this pꝛeſent, yet that which all his ents 
mies could not conclude and b2ing to paſſe, was finiſhed by 
bis owne knights, in killing him by popſon. Af you wil that 
I ſhall declare vnto you many other examples by Empe⸗ 
rours of Rome: beholde who flew Pertinax , and the two 
Maximos,father and ſonne, Baluino, Maximo, Probo, Graci- 
ano, t Valentiniano the leaſt of all theſe were god t valiant 
men, and pet llaine by the hands of thoſe of their hoſt. L ike⸗ 
wiſe J will declare the great perills and mil toꝛtunes that 
happeneth at the ſea, by d which you muſt of neceflitie paſſe 


this pour great multitude of people, J would it were not 


my faꝛtune to ſ peake, but could extuſe my ſelſe, foꝛ that it 
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are fo augnient perills.the mightie, greate and:vumercifull 
waues, the hidden rockes vnder the water, the continnall 
tempeſts and whirle windes . Uhat is that ſo ſtrong, that 
the power of the heauens and the ſea doe not rent and teare 
al to peetes, and carrie awaie by ſodaine ſtoꝛmes and tem⸗ 
peſts 'of the windes, and therefoze it is ſaid that the going fo 
the ſea is eaſte, but the comming from the ſea is perillous, 
but putting all the perills and daungers a parte, and that 
Fo2tune wil ſhew her ſelfe fauourable vnto you in all the ſe 
affaires, and that with pꝛoſperous windes and times you 
are entered into the Empire of Grecia, pet J would you 
ſhould conſider andknowe, how doubtfull is the viaozie at 
that pꝛeſent, foz that in all thinges hope is doubtfull, and 
much moze in great warres and contentions. Uerie pꝛudent 
and well erperimented in armes was hee that ſaide, that 
there is nothing that hath his ende moze vncertaine than 
the warre, and that it is farre better a certaine and ſure 
peate, than the hoped victoꝛie. One thing all you may be⸗ 
lene of a certaine, that verie few oz none entereth into bat⸗ 
taile without hope of victozie,but yet conſider if it bee not a 
thing that hath often happened, the loſſe of the ouercome to 
be leſſe than of the ouertõmers. How many times doth men 
goe vnto the warres in hope to haue the vidozie, and to the 
tontrarie, remaines ouertome, and that which is woꝛſt, they 
remaine dead in the field, ſo that they returne not backe as 
gaine to their houles ouercome, noꝛ with vidoꝛie. And pet 
will J ſay moꝛe in contradiction of your hope, that if you div 
know ofa verie certaintie and truth, that the vicozie ſhoutd 
be on your parts againſt the Greekes, yet foꝛ all that 3 will 
not let to giue you counſaile foz to remaine in quiet at home 
in pour owne Countrie,foz as the vids2is is alwaies doubt- 
full, euen ſo many times it is ſozrowfull e bloudie, & is not 
got with eaſe, that which is ſought with perill of their lines, 
ederelie (old ij is bought with bloud, moꝛe derer, if it coſt 
their liues. We haue ſcene many times an holt to haue the 
"vicvaie, 4 vet their gener all ũaine in the battaile, t this is 
without all doubt, g dame ſhal be dlaine on your part, e poſſi- 
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ble it map be your lot befoꝛe any other, foꝛ that your enimies 
(as vpon the pꝛintipall ſtaie of your hoft ) will lecke to pꝛo⸗ 
cure pour death. How ſodainlie t vnloked foꝛ may you met 
with the knight of the Sun, he that was here in your court, 
at which time you would willingly giue all that now you do 
poſſeſſe,foz to be as farre diſtant from him as you are at this 
pꝛeſent. Of truth acco2ding vnto his furie great woꝛthi⸗ 
neTe,b2anerie ſtoutneſſe, the which experience hath ſhews 
ed me, by the incredible things done in ſight of al men in this 
court, ſurelie J ſhuld thinke no ſecuritie in my life although 
A were in the middeſt of your great t mighty hoſt, if were 
certaine that he were againſt me in the field. And here J do 
deſire Ep2ate the almightie 4 immoꝛtail Gods, to ſane 4 keep 
the from his furious hands, foꝛ ſurelie my heart voth trem⸗ 
ble to heare you ſaie that vou will goe and ſerke him to con⸗ 
tend with him. Herre is now in pꝛeſence Rodaran king of 
Arabia, and the king of Media, who hath pꝛoued the experi⸗ 
ence ol his mightie blowes . J doe deſire your highneſſe to 
al ke ok them, ik they haue ante god will to returne and pꝛoue 
them againe, as alſo if Rodaran be in the ſame opinion that 
he was befoze he went into Grecia. Therefoze:D High and 
mightie Emperour, conſerue and maintaine this ſoueraigne 
eſtate into the which the high and immoꝛztall Gods hath ers 
alted vou, and leaue off this enterpꝛiſe, foz to goe and ſ@ke 
perilles and daungers in other ſtraunge Countries, foz 
that innumerable be the mil loꝛtunes that wee are dap⸗ 
lie ſubied vnto. And you ſhall not doe little foz to conſerue 
and kepe that which vou doe now poſſeſſe . Wiſe men in 
times paſt dyd not thinke it to bee done with: eaſe (who 
ſayde)that it was great trauaile to ſuffer pꝛoſperitie, and 
that it was neteſſar ie fo learne to ſuffer, hauing Foztune at 
Will, foz that it is moze difficult to gouerne himſelſe theres 
with, than in aduerſitie. £ 

Heere therefoze J thinke not amiſſe fo ſtais my talke, 
fo2 that in this which J haue (ayde pou maye verie well 
vnderſtand my tudgement, not onelie that pou Goutde 
refraine from executing your will, but ald that you ſhould - 
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Teperafe and blot it cleane out of your thought and minde, x 
neuer moze remember it. Foꝛ that if the knight of the Sun 
had done vnto you any iniurie (as hetherto he hath not, foꝛ 
that poſſible:ho would not accept at your handes the thing 
which he thought himſelfe not woꝛthie of) it were much 
better foꝛ vou to pardon the ſame, then to ſceke reuenge- 
ment. F02 an iniurie done vnto ſo mightie a pꝛinte as vou 
are, it is a ſmall ſatiſfaction the death of one knight, e there 
is no foꝛgetfulneſſe ſo generous and noble,as 1 is of him that 
hath offended, 

This olde king of Gedroſia had not as pet fully contluded 
theſe woꝛds (with pꝛetence to goe foꝛwards with his talk) 
whan that, that furious pouth, Bramarant aroſe vp vpon his 
fete, from the place where as he ſafe next vnto Bradaman 
this father,with ſo pꝛeful a ſemblant, which put great won⸗ 
der in all them that dyd behold him, he began to ſaie theſe 
woꝛdes following. 

With great paine and griefe haue J ſuffered the con⸗ 
cluſton of theſe thy wozds , thou light and folith king of 
Gedroſia, doſt than think that in ſuch ſoꝛt ſhould be entrea⸗ 
ted the vie of armes amongſt knights, as vou who doe call 
your ſelues Philoſophers) doth vie them in your ſcoles x 
vniuerſities. Doſt thou think that the varietie in their cau⸗ 
ſes muſt of foꝛce follow one rule, as you doe imagine, oꝛ is 
Pour vnderſtãding fo ſimple to conteue that, the iudgemtts 
:gnd ffrength of men ſhould be equall, and that there ſhould 
not ſome be moꝛe ſtronger and conragions then other. 
Thy counſell were god and p2ofitable foz a king that were 
Faliſh , anda coward, as thou arte, but not foꝛ ſo mightiea 
pꝛince as the Emperour is. What feare 02 inconuentence 
may that be, to be ſufficient to withdꝛaw him from his will, 
although it were fo2 to conquere p:whols waztd, hoi much 
moꝛe foꝛ to deſtroy the Empire of Grexia. By the immaꝛ⸗ 
tali gods J doe ſ weare, that it we doe goe thether, J alone 
due thinke foz to deſtroy all the Greckes, although they ccme 
ſꝛth attoge ther in the feelde to battaile againſt me, neither 
cu à foz all their fozce and ſtrength, ſtep 8 
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This doch p2ocede of couragious hearts, and any thing 
elſe to the cotrarie,is of cowardneſſe, and although J haue 
ſpent my youth in exerciſe of armes, moꝛe then in reading 
of Philoſophte : pet doe J know that he that is fearefull can 
giue no god counſeil fo2 the warres, neither he that is ti⸗ 
merdus doe any god act therein. And J am fully perſ wa⸗ 
ded that Alexander had not bene Loꝛd ouer all the world, 


if ther had ben any ſparke of cowardnefſe within his heart, 
neither ſhould Agamemnon haue deſtroped Trop, noz Ha- 


nibal, Sagunto, noꝛ Cartago, noz Numancia the Affricano, 
if they had followed the counſell that thou haſt now giuen 
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vnto the Smperour.Weleue mee, that as commonly foztuns 


doth ſhew her (elfe fauourable vnto thoſe that be generous 
and valiant of minde, euen ſo vnto cowards t weake peo⸗ 
ple, feare is an ill pꝛognoſtitation, as it was of that Flami- 


neo in 'Trafimeno,and of Craſſo in Cannas, and of Pom- © 


peo in Teſſalia. To conclude, foz that the Emperour our 
Loꝛd doth in theſe actions that which is nedeful and requi⸗ 
ſit, he mult not follow the tudgements of fwles g cowardlis 
Philoſophers, but take the counſell of them that be ffout, 
valiant, and couragious knights, vnto them ſhould be com⸗ 
mitted matters of Juſtice, t vnto vs the ſtate of the wars, 
Fo2 my part, à doe ſap, that if the Emperour will paſſe in⸗ 
to Grecia, J will ſerue him with my owne perſon : # this 
knight of the Sunne (of whome the king of Gedroſia hath 
fo much feare) J witbe bound fo appꝛehend him, x to bꝛing 
him pꝛiſoner befoze his pꝛeſonce, that he may take reuenge⸗ 
met of him at his pleaſure, pea, it he were a ſecond Iupiter, 
yet ſhould he not be fo mightie as to cleare him ſclfe out of 
my hands. N | 

Bo when that Bramarant had concluded theſe woꝛds, he 
fat himſelfe downe againe in his place. There was pꝛeſent 
at that time one Graco, fonne vnto the king of Gedroſia, a 
young knight, very valiant and gallant, and very nigh kin 
vnto many kings that were there in that Court:who ſeing 
with what iniurious wozdes his father the king was in⸗ 
treateb arole vp from his Teate and ſaid, as follaweth. . - 
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Bcamarant, if thou werte fo valiant in thy dedes, as thou 
art diſconrteons in thy woꝛdes, then would not J think 
much bat thoa wouldeſt accopliſh all this which thou haſt 
faid againſt the Greekes :; but 4 hope in the high and im⸗ 
moꝛtal gods, that if we goe thether , thou ſhalt mefe; with 
one alone amongſt all the reſt, that wiil make the&:fs2 to 
know, that thy pꝛide is moꝛe then thy derdes, t wil reuenge 
the iniurie which thy woꝛds hath done vnta my father, 
This valiant Graco had not fully concluded theſe woꝛds, 
when that the fierce Bramarant kindled in w2ath , with a 
diueliſh furie, aroſe vp fromh!s ſeate, and went vnto him, 
elaſping him with one of his handes by the arme, lifting 
him vp in the apꝛe (without hauing any power this young 
knight to withſtand it) he thzew him out of the window 
of that great hall, and laide, herein ſhalt thou ſ& whether 
my deedes be confirmable to my woꝛds 02 not. And foꝛ that 
the windowes were verie high from the ground, this vn- 
foꝛtunate Graco fell with his head downewards, where as 
he was ſlaine, which was ſo great ſozow and griefe vnto 
his father, that he wiſhed the miſ foꝛtune had chaunced vn⸗ 
to him and not vnto his ſonne. This kung was mightie x 
puiſant, and had many kings in that court pꝛeſent, which 
were his kinſemen , who ſeeing that which was done by 
Bramarant, foz that they had no armour, (neither could they 
be ſuffered to enter to that tourt of parliament with anie) 
they altogether aroſe vp and went towards hin, thinking 
to haue thzown him out of the ſame window, that he thzew 
out Graco, but their determination fell out contrarie: fo2 
although that they were moꝛe then twentie, 4 Bramarant 
had neither armour no2 ſ woꝛd, pet with both his hands he 
toke two of the that came firſt vnto him, lifting them vp 
in the avꝛe, he thꝛew them acainff a wall that was ouer 
againſt him, with fo great ſtrength, that their ribbes were 
bꝛoken, and they feil to the ground halfe dead, where as they 
lay a god while and could not ariſe . And not taping with 
this,buf with a diucliſh forte  quicknefic,he thzew other 
two out at the window. Zhen aroie vp his father Brada- 
man 
» 
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Bradaman, with whoſe hclpe , net one 3 was in that great 
hall, which was againſt his fonne,had not remained «line, 
if that the Emperdur in great haſt had not arc'e vy, puts 
ting himſelfe in the middeſt amongſt them, who moꝛe with 

zꝛàpings, deſires, and \weote woꝛdes, then with rigoꝛcus 
tommaundement, did put them in peace, quieting of Bra- 
daman and Bramarant, whoſe eyes were lite {parkes cf ſi⸗ 
er, with great furie and wꝛath they reteued. The peace 
was quickly concladed amongſt them, foꝛ that — Which 
they receiued was ſuch, that cuerp one thought it beit to be 
his friend. 

Do when that the Emperour hadde quieted ell this tu⸗ 
mult, he began to reply a newe, touching tha: which ba⸗ 
foze he had laide: and the furie and foꝛte of Bradaman and 
Bramarant was ſuch, in pꝛoturing that the voiage fo2 Gre⸗ 
cia ſhould be accepted , that ſome foꝛ feare and dꝛeaue that 
they had of them, and other ſome fo2 that they thonght wel 
thercof . In the ende, they did conclude, that the tcurnete 
ſhonid go fo2wards, 

Then affer certaine daies that they remained in that 
Court, all thoſe Rings and mightie Loꝛds depar ted to their 

owne Countries, foꝛ to oꝛdaine and matic in a readinelſe, 
all ſuch people as they would carrie with them, vnto the 
warres. But ſirſt befoꝛe their departure it was concluded 
amongſt them, that at a certaine dap appointed, they ſheuid 
all mee with their people at the poꝛt of Tenedon, wheres 
as the Emperour hadde commaunded foz that time to be 
made in a readinelle,a mightie great and innumerable na⸗ 
ute of Shippes, foꝛ to carrie their intghtte armie info Gres 
cia: and being all occupied in theſe aſtaires, the Hi⸗ 
ſtoꝛie docth leaue them, till tyme ſerue, fox to 
tell you of other things that paſſcd 
in the Court of the Emperour 
1 rebatio. 
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How that there came to the court of the Emperour Treba- 
tio, a ſtrange knight, & did defiejthe knight of the Sunne 
and of the ſtout And well fougliten battaile that was be- 
twixt them, Chap. i. 


the Emperour T rebatio, and the Empzeſſe Bii- 
ana, foz that they had with them their exelent x 
woꝛthie ſonnes, accompanied with thoſe hight 
woꝛthie Bꝛinces, who were no leſſe glad and toyful,foz that 
they were in that Court, as well foz the great friendſhip 
which they had with the Greckes „ as fo2 the affable con⸗ 
uerſation that they had with the god Emperour Trebatio, 
who ſeemed vnto them to be the moſt erelenteſt & nobleſt 
Lozy that ener they had ſene o2 knowen. But yet aboue all 
the reſt, the ioye and pleaſure that thoſe loyall louers Roſi- 
cleer, and Oliuia recctued, did far ſurmount: who being at 
quiet, reſting themſelues, of thoſe great troubles & moꝛtall 
_ angutſhes,the which the one fo the other retceiued, that ves 
relie they did ſerme to retreate theſelues with all ſoueraine 
gloꝛie, and vnſpeakeable ioye, 
The pꝛincelle Oliuia, receiued fo great contentment foz 
that che had with her Roſicleer her lone, and alſo to ſe the 
great maieſtie + highneſſe of the Emperour, with the great 
lone and god will which he bare vnto her, that in a ſhozt 
time ſhe had cleane foꝛgotten great Bꝛitaine, and the tourt 
of the king Oliuerio, her father, and was neuer ſatiſfied in 
giuing thankes vnto almightie God, foz that he had bzought | 
her vnto ſo high eſtate. 

The knight of the Sunne was he alone that lined not 
to his contentment, neither receiucd any iope noꝛ pleaſure, 
in ſeeing himſelfe abſent from his Ladie the Empꝛeſle Cla- 
ridiana, all paſtunes t᷑ pleaſures that were there o2deined, 
were vnto him great anguilh and ariefc, thinking himſelfe - 
to be alwaies in darkneſſe, penſiue, and imagining when 
the daxe ſhould be that he might reiopce and comfozt oo

VVite great content x iope, did this Miſtoꝛie leaue 


the firſt Bote. 
ſelfe with her pꝛetious ſight, but pet calling to remembꝛante 
his diſloialtie paſt, it ſæmed vnto him that hee was voide 
of all deſert, and coulde nol imagine howe her might excuſe 
himſelfe to come into her pꝛeſente. So all the whole Court 
being in their contrarietie of thoughtes and diſpoſitions, 
vpon a daie beeing all together in a faire hall of the migh⸗ 
tie pallace, after that dinner was done, they ſawe entering 
in at the gate a knight all armed with blacke Steele, which 
was of ſo greate fineneſſe, that it ſemed to bee chꝛiſtaline 
glaſſe, he was of a gallant ſtature and well made, and of ſo 
gentle diſpoſition, that it cauſed great admiration in ali them 
that beheld him, his helme was on his head, and the beauer 
down, ſo 5 none could ſee his face, he bꝛought teadingby the 
hand a verie faire Ladie, with a rich crowne vpon her head, 
and after them came other two Damlells, the one of them 
bare the traine of the Ladie, and the other bzought the ſheets 
of the Knight, which was ae wiſe ol blacke tele, all appa⸗ 
railed in blacke, ſeeming to be mourners. Sa when they 
entered into the hall there was great ſilence, then the Ladie 
which had the Crowne vpon her head, without doing ants 
reuerence,latde ; ; 

Who is hee amongelt you that is called the Knight: 
of the Sunne ? Yee being there pꝛelent, aroſe vp and 
faid : Faire Ladie, what is pour demaund? Meere J amhe' 

that you do aſ ke foz. Jn god time, ſapd the Ladie, and J am 
verie gladde that J haue found you here,althougb our com⸗ 
ming can turne no godneſſe vnto thee. Thou ſhalt vnder⸗ 
ſtãnd that J am Media, daughter vnto that Naiartes, whom 
thou traiterouſie and falfelie didſt kill in Babilonia, whoſe 
ffrength as thou doeſt well know, was no leſſe than dinine, 
noꝛ could not be ſlaine by humane hands, except it were by 
great traſon and falſehod. remained a damtell and of ten⸗ 
ver pres at the time of his death, and by reaſon. that my 
beautie was ſuch as thou-voeſt\ce, there dyd not lacke ma⸗ 
ny Princes and Knightes that dyd requeſt mee in marrp⸗ 
age, from whence J did defend and excuſe my ſelfe te that 
ſtraight waies vppon the death of my Father, J made a 
G.iii. un 
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ſolempne oath and vowe, neuer to marrie with anie knight 
but with him that firſt of all ſhal make me reuengement fo: 
the death of my father. And foꝛ that the fame of thy greate 


bountie is ſo blowne thꝛoughout the woꝛld, J haue found 


none 5j is deſirous to marrie with me with ſo great a charge, 
but this alone knight, who by foꝛtune arined at the 3 land of 
Zardo, whereas J am gouerneſſe, who falling in love with 
my great beautie, did binde himſelke to come and make bat⸗ 
taile with thee, and giue mee reuengement foꝛ the death of 
my Father, the which J do ſo much deſire, and J ſeeing with 
my done cies the great bountie and valour of this kniaht, 
ina tertaine contention which her had with certaine knights 

of mine, reteiued great contentment foz to come with him, 
and accozding vnto the great wonders that J haue ſeene 
him doe, J ſuppoſe that there is not a knight in all the wozid 
that is equali vnto him, ſo that the reuengement of the 
death of my Father, haue it fo certaine as though it were 
alreadie done. This is our demaund Knight of the Sunne, 
and the occaſion of our comming hether, and to knowe why 
this my Knight doth not ſpeake vnto you, is foz that he is 
a ſtraunger veric farre from this Countrie, and cannot 
ſpeake no; vnderſtand ante Greeke-And in concluding theſe 
Woꝛdes, the Ladie helde her peace and the ſtraunge knight 
who was verie attentiue vnto that which was ſayde, behol⸗ 
ding the knight of the Sunne, dyd decline his head downe⸗ 
wardes, in ſigne that hee dyd graunt vnto all that which 
the Ladie hab ſaide. So this demaund boring vnderſt ode 
by the knight of the Dunne, witheut anie chaunge of coun⸗ 
tenaunte, but wap a euere ſemdlaunce : aun wered and 


ſapde. 

Ladie Medea, I waulde that your demaund-wers ſome, 
bother than this which@qudoe b2ing, not fo2 that 3 woulde 
ercuſe the battaile that this knight will make with me, ſoz 
as F am cle&re and without fauit of the death of Naartes 
your father (as is wel knowen)ſo do J litle eſteeme the great 
bvuntze of this knight, hauing right and iuſtice on my part, 


Eu I wiſh,iftt were 455 plealure, that pou would cem- 
mand 
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mand me ſome other thing wherein J might do pou ſeruite, 
that ſhoulde moꝛe *impozt the ſatiſtaaion of the auger 
which von haue conceiued againſt me, the which J wotildg 
accompliſh with a better will, than to enter into battaile 
with vour knight, foz ik it could ſo fall out that 3 ſhould get 
the victoꝛie ouer him, pet mult J needes ſerue pon, but ſ&- 
ing it is ſo, that pou doe demand of mer the death of pour 
father, J cannot but muſt needs make my defence, foꝛ that J 
flew him not by freaſon oꝛ falſehode, but as I accuffome ta 
doe, in equall battaile and oꝛdęrlie lawe of knighthod, ther⸗ 
foꝛe from this time J doe accept the nenn anie other 

thing that ſhall be demanded. 
This beeing ſapd, the Ladie aun wered fo2 her knight, 
accepting the fame, then they toke their handes together in 
ſigne of gages fo the battaile, which beeing done, the ffrangs 
knight departed from thence with the Ladie by the hand, gi⸗ 
uing them to vnderftand that hee would abide the knight of 
the Sunne, in the place appointed foꝛ their combat „ who 
ſtraight waies foke his leaue of the Emperour his Father, 
and went vnto his chamber to arme himſelfe. In the meane 
time that the knight of the Sunne was arming himſelfe, 
the Pꝛince Clauerindo did declare vnfo all them that were 
in the great hall, how Raiartes was father vnto Medea, and 
in what ſoꝛt the knight of the Sunne flew him, as one that 
knew the cffcc thereof verie well, for that hee was pꝛeſent 
and dyd ſ& the whole battaile . So when the knight of the 
Sunne was armed with his rich and ſtrong armonr, that 
was ſometimes the Peince Meridians (as this Myſtozie 
hath tolde vou, which dyd not a little tand him in ſed that 
daie, being accompanied with his Bꝛother Noſicleer, and 
all the troupe of thoſe valiant knightes, he deſcended from 
the Pallace, and went whereas the ſtraunge knight Was, 
tarrping his con ming, mounted vppon a mightie courſer, 
with ſo gallant pꝛopoꝛtion and ſemblance, that he ſ&med to 
be one of the beſt knights that euer he had ſeene, and moun⸗ 
ting vpon his mightite goꝛſe Cornerino, who was all traps 
ped with cloth of golde full of precious ſtones, with a 
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- plume of white feathcrs beſpangled with golde vppon his 
helme, which was a gallant ſight to beholde, foꝛ as in this hi⸗ 
ſcoꝛie it hath bene tolde you in many places, that ouer and a⸗ 
boue that this knight was of a high ſtature, he was ther with 
fo well pꝛopoꝛtioned of his bodie, that when her mounted 
vpon his hoꝛſe bieing armed, there was not a thing of moꝛe 
wonder to be ſeene, and all they that did beholde him were 
greatlie amazed, whole pzeſence alonelie did declare that hee 
thould be a knight of great fozce and ſtrength. So after that 
he had moued his tourſer once about the place, the Emperour 
and the Empꝛeſſe, with al the reſt of the Court, being at the 
windowes and battlements of the mightie pallate, and al the 
whole plate ful of people. Then the ſtrange knight began to 
moue his mightie courſer with ſo gallant diſpeſition and fu⸗ 
rie, that all men did iudge him to be a knight of great foꝛce 
and ſtrength, and ſayd that in his ſemblance he did reſemble 
much to Roſicleer, who ſhewed no lefle gallant p2zopoztion 
and grate than the Knight of the Sunne. And the Emperonr 
Trebatio who was beholding him, and pleaſed at his gen⸗ 
tle diſpoſition, ſayde vnto them that were with him: The 
gallant o2der and gentle demeanour of this Knight , doeth 
make mee belcene, that this battaile will be better fought, 
and mo2e doubffull than wer thought foꝛ, and wee ſhall ſer 
great meruailes therein. So it ſcemeth vnto mee, ſayd the 
gd Tropan Oriſtedes, and J doe not loke fo2 an ende of _ * 
this battayle till it bee almoſt night, af ſuch time as the ts 
daie dzaweth to an end, till that time the furie of the knight 
of the Sunne doth not beginne to kindle, The bountie of 
this woꝛthie Pa2ince is ſo ſtraunge, that the moze the bat Þ|— 
taple doth indure, and the ſtronger her is aſſaulted, it ſcemeth 
that his foꝛce and ſtrength doeth the moze increaſe. When 
that Oriſtedes had ended theſe woꝛdes, all the whole plate 
was in quiet and attentiue, waiting foz the rigoꝛous bat⸗ 
taple that ſhoulde bee made befwirt thoſe two Knightcs, 
who firming themſeiues istheir Saddles with their ſpeares 
in their handes, they ffayed the ſound of Trumpets, which 
was ozdained foz their beginning, at the found Wherof they 


ſet 


_ 
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ſet fpurres vnto their courſers, and raune the oneagaphſt+ 
the other with great impetuous foꝛte, the ſwiftneſle of their 
hoꝛſes was ſuch,that quicklie they met together, and made 
ſo ſtrong incounters, that by reaſon their armour was ſo 
excellent, that the ſharpe point of their Speares coulde not 
enter, their ſtaues were ſhieucred all to peces, and they 
palled the one by the other ſo vpꝛight and well ſetteled, as 
though they had not reteiued anie encounter at all, but tur⸗ 
ned their hoꝛſes about in the aire, and came the one againſt 


- the other with their woꝛdes in their handes, and began 


to laie on ſuch vnreaſonable blbwes, that their ſheeldes (al⸗ 
though they were of fine ſterle) were quicklie bꝛoken all 
to peeces, and their guilt mailes were ſcattered vppon the 
ground, and with the furie of their blowes, there pzocceded 
fo many ſparkes of fire, that it ſeemed that they burned, and 
the ſound. ol their armour rang lyke an ercho, thzoughout 
the whole Citie. Bering moꝛe than one whole houre ouer⸗ 
paſſed, that theſe two valiant Knightes beganne their com⸗ 
vat, pet in ſuch ſoꝛt dyd they ſo double their ſtrong blowes, 
as though they dyd but as then begin, and no vantage was 
knowen of either parte, but either of them beganne to ferle 
the great ſtrength of his aduerſarie. And the knight ol the 
Sunne, who was meruailous full of wzath, fo2 that one a- 
lone knight did endure ſo long againſt him in that combat, 
in the pzeſence of his Father and mother and thoſe highe 
Pꝛinces and knightes, ſayde within himſeife,that hee nes 
uer combatted with knight befoꝛe, that dyd ſo ſtronglie ſtrike 
his blowes, and with ſo valiant a courage dyd defend him⸗ 
ſelfe, but onelie Roſicleer his bꝛother, who was her that 
bꝛought him into the greateſt perill and neceſſitie aboue all 

other. Likewiſe the ſtraunge knight dyd not ſo little feele 
the great foꝛce of the knight of the dun, but that he thought 

it impoſſible to cleere himſelfe well of that battaile, but her 

as one that little eſteemed his life, fo2 to reuenge ſome parte! 

of the great anger which he had againſt his aduerſarp, did fo 
infoꝛce and animate himſelfe, that the battaile endured thꝛer 
n betwirt them, without anie knowledge ol — 
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of the one part oꝛ of the other. The blowes which the y 
ſtroke were of ſo great foꝛce and ſtrength, that many times 
it dyd aſtoniſh and amaze them, and bꝛought them ſo farre 
olit of remembꝛaunte, that their hoꝛſes carried them round 
about the place, and all thoſe. that dyd beholde that ſtoute 
and rigoꝛous battaile, were greatlie amazed, and iudged it 
fo be cquall vnto that combat which befoze he had with 
Roſicleer his Bꝛother. Likewiſe the Empercur T rebatio 

and all thoſe high Pꝛinces and knightes that were with 
bum, dyd not a little mexuaile at the greate bountie of that 
ſtraunge knight, ſaping that her ſhewed himlelfe to ber 
one of the valiaunteſt knightes that was to bee found in 
alt the woꝛlde, faz that her had ſo long ſuſtained battayle a⸗ 
gainſt the knight of the Sunne: and Roſicleer who was 
at a windowe nerf vnta the Emperour his Father, with 
the Pꝛinteſſe Oliuia, with greate admiration dyd beholde 
the battaile, (and as one that had well experimented the 
ſtrength and foꝛte of his bꝛother,) dyd greatlie pꝛayſe the 
ſtraunge knight, fo: that he dyd ſo well defende himſelfe as 
gaynſt him, pet hee ſapde, God deliuer mee from the furis 
ok my Bother. It is now foure houres ſince the battaple 
beganne, and now is the time that his wꝛath will gin to 
kindle, then is there no reũiſtance to be made againſt his laſt 
blowes. 21 11 BEST ; 

So when Roſicleer had ſayde . theſe wozdes , it was not 
long after that it fell aut true as he had ſayde , foz being 
moꝛe than foure-houres fince the beginning of the battaile, 
at ſuch time as the Dunne woulde ſette, the knight of the 
Sunne ſeeing that the date woulde paſſe awate, in luch (ozf 

hee beganne to rage and burne with ire, that ſeemed vnto 
his aduerſaric, that his foꝛte dyd renue and augment, and 
that hee beganne the battayle a freſhe, fo2 that his blowes 
were ſach and (6 thicke , that manye times it made him to 
lwſc his rememb2aunce , ſo that at that time the battaile 
was moze terrible and cruell than if was all the daie bes 
foꝛe, vet neucrthelefſe the firaunge knight was ſuch , that 
bee abated not one pointe of his mightie and — 
* | | oꝛce 
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fo2ce, but with renued ffrength he fo charged the knight 
of the Sunne, that many times h& was without all hope o 


the vico21e, | 

In this ſoꝛte the batfayle remained in ballaunce almoſt 
all the daie without knowing anie vauntage betwirt ehem, 
till ſuch time as the Sunne had left his oꝛiſent „ and the 
night beganne to appeare, then the ſtraunge knight began 


to ware wearie, and little and little his ſtrength did abate, 


in ſach ſoꝛt, that it was well ſeene that he had not the cou⸗ 
rage that hee had at the firſt, fo that her lift vppe his armes 
with great paine, and his \wozde turned in his hande ; the 
which was cleane contrarie to the knight of the Sunne, who 
at that pꝛeſent was moze ſtout and couragious than at the 
beginning, and in ſuch ſozte dyd laye vppon his aducrſarie; 
that as one amazed, he chaſed him rounde about the place, 
(but hee ſreing that the vauntage of that combat was on 


his parte, and how the ſtraunge knight was the beit knight 


that euer hee met withall ', next vnto his Bꝛother Roſi- 
clcer) hee withdꝛewe himſelfe and lefte off his ſtriking, in 
luch ſoꝛte, that the ſtraunge knight might. take ayze and 
bꝛeath himſelfe, which was the occalion that after he retur⸗ 
ned vnko the battayle, he ſhewed himſelfe ſo valyaunt and 
ſcrong, that it ſcemed the dape woulde cleane paſſe awaie 
- befoze the battayle woulde ber ended, if they had let them as 

lone: but Medea who was meruailouſlic in loue with the 
fkraunge knight, as ſhee was beholding this bzaue bats 
fayle all daie, thought it impoſſible foꝛ her knight to haue 
there anie victozie, and beeing verie defirons to part them, 

ſhe went vnto the Emperdur, and requeſted. him, foz that 
the night dyd appꝛoch, koꝛ to commannde that the knightes 

ſhoulde ceaſe their battaple, foꝛ that they hadde the next day 

following at their tommandement, foꝛ fo conclude the ſame. 
Then the Emperour who eſtermed much of the ſfraunge 

knight, with great defire that the battaile might not come to 
concluſion, foꝛ feare of euil, wichdꝛew himſelf from the wins 

dow,and deſcended into the great Court, whereas he moun⸗ 
ted vpona mightie ho>le,+ being accompanied with all _—_

£ 
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High ek and knights, he went vnto the place whereas 
thoſe knightes made their combat, and putting himlelfe be⸗ 
tweene them, he ſayd. 
- - Wozthie and valiant knigbtes, J doe moſt heartelie de⸗ 
fire vou, Þ fo2 this time you would teaſe and leaue off your 
battaile, foꝛ that it is now night, and neither of you hath he⸗ 
therto loſt anie point oꝛ iot of your honours. Then came the⸗ 
ther alſo the faire Medea mounted vpon her palfray,and put 
her ſelfe in the middeſt of them, and ſayde: Yere openlie J 
doe pꝛofeſſe and ſaie,that 3 hold my ſelfe verie well conten⸗ 
ted with the pzoweſſe of my knight, and doe ſet him free x 
at libertie of the pꝛomiſe that he made vnto me, in reuenge⸗ 
ing of the death ol Rajartes my Father, t without anie other 
condition, 4 will ſtraight waies receine him foz my huſ- 
band. So whenthe Emperour and Medea had ſayde theſe 
wo2des, the knight of the Hunne did ffraight waies with⸗ 
dꝛawe himſelte (-fo2 that he did verie much eſterme of the 
ſtrange knight), ſaping, that it was great pieaſure vnto him 
to obey their tommandement, and not to contend foz the end 
of that battaile. Then the ſtrange knight when he ſawe the 
Emperour in the midſt betwirt them, t alſo heard the woꝛds 
which Medea had ſpoken, ſcting that it could be no otherwiſe, 
alſo withdzew himſelfe, although it was with great ſozrow, 
anger, æ griefe,fo2 that he had rather haue ben flaine in that 
battaile, than to eſcape with life, So when that their battell 
was ſeparated, the knight of the Dunne went vnto the 
ffrange knight, with determination to be his friend, and to 
knowe him, and being verie nigh vnto him readie fo2 to 
ſpeake,the ſtrange knight withont the hearing of anie other 
_ ſayd : O Traitoꝛ and falſe Pagan, how doth God permit 
that the earth doth ſuſtaine ther? Ser that thou doeſt returne 
hether againe to mozrowe in the moꝛning, foz that here in 
this place 4 will abide thy comming, and will neuer depart 
from! hence till J have bereft thee of thy life, foꝛ that it is a- 
- gainft the diuine pꝛouidence thou ſhouldeſt line ante longer 
to deceiue others. 
Aye ans knight had not well concluded thele woes, 
when 
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whan that i in his ſpech and vfferance of woꝛds, as alſo in 
his pꝛopoꝛcion & gentill demeanoꝛ, ths knight of the Sun 
did know of a very tertaintie, that it ſhould be the ropall 
Pꝛinces Claridiana,foz whome he had-paſſed ſo great ſ6zo0w 
and griefe, then knowing her, and conſider ing of the cruell 
and rigoꝛous battaile that he made with her, and being by 
her knowen and defyed , he receiued fo great ſozow and 
agriefe at his heart, that he fell in a ſonnd, and cleane from 
all remembꝛance, wherewith he fell from his Hoꝛſe fo the 
earth. Then the Emperour and all the pꝛinces & knights 
that were with him, not knowing the occaſton of that ſo» 
daine alteration, but being greatly amazed to ſee that ſodain 
fal, alighted from their hoꝛſes, toke him vp in their armes 
and pulled of his healme that he might receine aire, but if 
did little p2ofif, foꝛ that he was ſo farre gon that he ſemed 
to be dead, and although they thꝛew water in his face, vet 
could they not bꝛing him againe vnto himſelf, foz the which 
the emperqur and all the reſt were verie ſoꝛe troubled, and 


was the occaſion that there aroſe in that plate a great tu⸗ 


mult, ſaying that it could be no other thing but that he was 


dead. And the Empꝛeſſe his mother which was af the win- 


dow beholding all that paſſed, as aſtoniſhed and full of an⸗ 


guiſh and ſozow , withdzew her ſelle into the pallace, and 
fell downe in the armes and lappe of the P2inceffe Oliuia, 
who was by her, wher as ſhe remained a god while as one 
from her ſelfe, till ſuch time as the Emperonr came t com⸗ 
foꝛted her: but pet in all this time the knight of the Sun 
was not come vnto him ſelfe. Then the Emperour com⸗ 
maunded that he ſhould be carried into the pallace,ſo Roſi- 
cleer his bother and thoſe wozthie pꝛinces, did carrie him 
in their armes into his chamber, vnarming him & pulling 
of his apparell, they laide him in his bed, whether came 
ſtraight waies the beſt doctoꝛs in Philicke and Surgerie 
that were in all Conſtantinople, and peruſing him in all 
parts of his bodie, they found that in no part he had recened 
any ſuch blow that might be the ottaſion of ſuch the 


which they made manileſt vnto all that were ther pꝛelent, 


— 


The third part of 
Taving, that it ſhould. p2oceede of ſome other thing i in ſetret, 
and not of the battaile paſſed, fo2 that he hadve receiued no 
ſuch blow that ſhould cauſe him ſo much griefe, requeſting 
to comfo2t themſelnes „ foz that that traunce would {one 
paſſe away,if that they would let him alone and ſuffer him 
to take his reſt. So when the doctoꝛs had ſaid theſe woꝛds, 
the Emperour and all the reſt were very glad, and hauing 
intelligente how that the Empꝛeſſe was verie ill with that 
ſodaine chaunce of her ſonne, they leff the knight of the 
Sunne in his bed, and went vnto her e comloꝛted her ſays 
ing, that the maladie of her ſonne was nothing, x that ſpe⸗ 
dely he ſhould be well againe . By reaſon of all this trou⸗ 
ble with the knight of the Sunne, the Emperour hadde no 
time fo2 to ſpeake vnto p ſtrange knight foꝛ toknow him, 
although he had a great deſire thereto: but reinembzing 
him, he. cõniaunded certaine knights fo2 to go & ſeke him, 
but he could not be found in the pallace, neither in all the 
citie,fo2 that ſtraight waies at ſuch time as they had cari⸗ 
ed the knight ok the Sunne out ok the place into the pallace, 
the ropall Empzeſſe Claridiana, (who was of certaine that 
ſtrange knight) went foꝛth of the citie, in the companie of 
Medea, and her damſels, and although it was night e verie 
dark, pet did they not let to trauaile thꝛee miles from Con- 
ſtantmople, t in a faire greene fozreſt they paſſed away the 
reſt of the night that remained, whereas ſhe was required 
of laue, by Medea, fo that ſhe loued her meruailouſip wel, 
thinking z ſhe had bene a knight. Foꝛ as the Biſtoꝛie faith, 
that as the Empꝛeſſe Claridiana remained in Lrapiſonda, 
verie doloꝛous and heauie, fo2 the newes that her damſell 
Arcania had bꝛought her, che did ſomewhat quiet her ſelfe 
{ti ſuch. time as ſhe might heare of the comingof. the knight 
of the Dunne into Grecia, fo2 that then (by reaſon of the 
great anger che had reteiued againſt him) the would with 
her owne yon take reuengement, of the faith which hs 
thought he had . — e loue was not ſo great which 
befozelhe bare vnto him, but now the * will and hate 
pid farre ſurmount the lame. 


And 
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And dohen the vnderſtod that he was rome into Greciazths- 
armed her ſelfe with blacke armour, and alone with the com⸗ 
panie of thoſe tiwo Damſells ſhe departed out of the mightie 
Citie sf -1 Tapiſonda,and beeing at Sea, her foztune-catried- 
her vnto the kingdome of the Sardos, whereas was this 
Medea, taughter vnto Raiartes , who had a mightie ſtrong 
Caſtle whereon the ſea dyd beate, hard vnto the poꝛt wheres 
as her moſt abiding was, and had continuallte in her come 
panie one hundꝛeth knights, who at her commandement did 
areſt all that came vnto that port, and carried thein pꝛiſoners 
beloꝛe her, whom ſhe made to l weare fo aide © helpe her foz 
to make reuengement vpon the knight of the Sunne koꝛ the 
death of her father, with all their fozccs and powers poſſible, 
and if they did denie, refuſing to make that oath, he cauſed 
them to ber put pꝛiſoners into a deepe dungeon, till ſuch time 
as they ſhould by foꝛce doe that which ſhe commanded, o 
likewiſe ſhe made a vowe, neuer to marrie till ſuch time as 
ſhe were reuenged on the knight of the Sunne. So as ſone 
as the Einpꝛelle was entered into the port, ſtraight wayes 
her ſhip was boꝛded on either ſide with two mightie great. 
chips full of knightes, and willed her to'yeeld her ſcifepaiſos 
ner, with whome thee had a rigoꝛous battaile in the defence 
thereof wherein ſhe lew many of thoſe knights, the conten⸗ 
tion went foꝛwards and ſhe meruailoullp defended her ſelfe, 
at which time Medea was at a window of the Caſtle, + dyd 
behold all that did palle, the ſtrange knight did content her 
verie much, and ſhe greatly mernailed at his tnightie boun⸗ 
tie and wozthineſſe,and fearing the great laughter v might 
happen, ſhe called vnto her knights with a loude voice, com⸗ 
manding them to withdꝛawe themſelues, and to leaue their 
battaile with the knight. Who when they heard her, they 
ſtraight waies retired and left him. Then Medea ſpake vn⸗ 
to the Empꝛeſſe, requeſting her to goe a land, and to come be⸗ 
foꝛe her, fo2 that ſhe hoped to conclude with her with re⸗ 
queſts, that which her knightes could not by fo:ce, ſo as it 
. ſeemed vnto her in perfozming her requeſt, coulde not pꝛo⸗ 
c@de nothing but god „ th& wont a lande, and entered

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into the caltell where as Medea was, who recetned her ve> 
rie courteoufly, and ſhewed her the occaſion wherefoze her 

knights laboured ſo much foz to take her pꝛiſoner. Then ſhe 
who at that pꝛeſent deſired no other thing but to be reue- 
ged on the knight of the Sunne, ſtraight waies ſayde , that 
if ſhe hadde knowen thereof befoꝛe, ſhe would neuer haue 
maintained that contencion againſt her knightes, fo2 that 
the likewiſe came fo2th of her countrie to lecke the knight 
of the Sunne, with the like demaund foz a certaine anger 
and griefe conceiued againſt him. But when that Medea 
heard that, with ſo great toye and pleaſure as euer ſhe re- 
ceined in all her life, ſhe embzaced the Empꝛeſle and reque⸗ 
ſted him to pull of his helme, who at the great requeſt and 
impoꝛtaunce of her, did pull it of . And foz that ſhe had her 
rubicond haire knit vp in a call of golde, Medea did beleue 
verely that the was a knight, c was with the ſodaine ſight 
of her fo ſtroke with loue t pꝛiſoner thereto, that ſhe could 
not refraine buf muff nevdes diſcouer the ſame vnto her, E 
pꝛomiſed to marrie with him, if he made reuengement on 
the knight of the dunne: the which ſeemed vnto the Em⸗ 
ꝑꝛeſſe to be a god occafion and toulour foz her to enter into 
Greria, and to deſie the knight of the Sunne, che would not 
diſconer her ſelfe vnto Medea, but did diſſemble with her, 
Taping, that the did her great pleaſure therein, and would 
ſtraight wates depart foz Gretia. But Medea, who was 
meruatlouſly in lone with her, and {oth fo leaue der, ſayd, 
that che would beare her companie, fo2: that che would be 
pꝛeſent to ſi her make the battaile with the knight of the 
Sunne. The Empꝛeſle was verie glad thereol, and bet wirt 
them was appointed the time of their departure. So after 
that ſhe had remained ther two daies, they went to ſea and 
ariued in Grecia, and came vnto the cit ie of Conſtantino - 
ple, in the oꝛder as you heard befoze. In the meane time 
that they were in the fozreſt, after the battaile made with 


the knight of the Sunne, Medea was ſtill deceined, belee- 


uing that the Empꝛeſſe had bene a knight, and foꝛ chat they 
* reinaine there all that night, alte: they had ſupped,

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with tertaine vittailes bzought thether by —— et} 
Medea did neuer feace requiring the Empꝛeſſe of lone, af: 

fering her ſelle to be her wife,and ſaid, that ſhe would take 
her to bs her huſ band, without any other tonſideration, and 
that it was not her will that the ſhould returne any ma 
to combat with the knight ol Sunne: at the which iam 
the Empzeſſe would haue laughed very much, it the great 
griefe which ſhe had receued in her heart, would haue con⸗ 
ſented to the ſame, but by reaſon chat one waye her minde 
was occupied, in conſidering what ſhe wan ot her ſelſe; and 
to be foꝛgotten foz an other damſell. And calling to 
remembꝛance in what eſtate the knight ol the 
mained at their departure out ot Conſtantinople, ſhe was 
fo full of anguiſh, ſozow:and griefe, that ſhe littit ayinded 
the amozous woꝛds ; Medea fpake vnto her, neither

In this 2ztc they were w2aſtling the 
one with the other a ged while without anie adnauntage, 
fo that in coneluſton they were conſtrained to ſeparate them⸗ 
kelnes, and with greate furie either of them ranne vnto a 
mightie Oke, and laying holde on bigger bzanches than be⸗ 
oe they had, with great ſwiltnelle they toꝛe themoff, and

euer Brandimardo came againe only bimſelfe . Then the 
knight of the Sunne ſing him in that caſe, dyd leaue him, 


without making anie account thereof, but fozthwith ſetts 
ſpurres vnto his hozſe,and rode wardes on vis tourney, 


aping dnto himſelfe. 
Ah that J had met with Beandijmardo at fone time 
than now, then would J haue made moꝛe account of him, and 


woulde haue done him moze honour than J dyd at this pꝛe⸗ 


ſent;fo2 that be ſmeth vnto me to be a meruailous god and 


valiant knight.

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and many other thinges 'paſſed betweene theſe two ga 
and perfect friendes, fill ſuch times as with many teares 
they toke their leaue the one of the other. So after that the 
king Sacridoto had taken his leaue of the Emperour, the 
Etnpz;eſſe,and of all the reſt ot his friends, hee departed out 
of the mightie Citie of Conſtantinople, and comming to the 
fea fide,he dyd embarke himſelfe in a god ſhippe,and made 
ſaile towards the kingdome of Antiochia, and Roſicleer res 
mained in great ſolitarineſte toꝛ lacke df his companie, fo 
that the lone which her bare vnto him was verie greate, 
who ſeeing how much it did touch him, that which ſhoulde 
happen, although his father the Emperour I rebatio, with 
great ditigente did vnderſtand in the p2ouiving of all things 
neteſſarie. e likewiſe on the other part did all that euer he 
could fo2 to iopne together the armie, and in waiting vnto 
bis friends, giuing them to vnderftand of the great neede 
that he had of them.

inithe which he trauailed many daies;and could neuer find 
the waie dut, in which time there happened vnto him many 
great and notable aduentures, the which the anthoz doth 
leaue to rehearſe,fo2 to make ſhoꝛt this firſt part. Do after 
a god while that the knight of the Sunne had trauailed in 
that wildernelle alone with his two Squires, in the end he 
| cams 
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came vnto the ſea fide, whoſe foꝛtune was ſuch that at the 
ſame inſtant there was come a land aut of a boat cerfaine 
Mariners vᷣ tame to (ke freſh water ſoꝛ a ſhip that was at 
the ſea a god waie from the land, in the lor ich ſhip was to 
the number of thirtie knights that came from the 3land of 
Candia,and were bound vnto Yyſja, which is new called 
ITranſiluania, vnto certaine triumpbs and feaſts that were 
there oꝛdained, and as the Pariners were returning foz to 
imbarke themſelues, the knight of the Sun did requeſt them 
to receiue him into their boate,foz-y it ſtay him greatlic vp⸗ 

pon to palle into j Country, The Mariners f&ing him of ſo 
— diſpoſition i wel armed, they durſt not ſay to the cen⸗ 
trarie, but ſaid they were verie well content thercwith. So 
this god knight did alight from his hoꝛ ſe, t alſo his ſquires, 
and entered into the boate with their hoꝛſes, the which being 
done, the Mariners began fo row with great fo2ce fill ſich 
lime as they came vnto the ſhip, whereas they were verie 
well receiued of the knights,foz y the comlineſle of his pers 
ſon, ioyntlie with the ſtrange riches cf his inchanted armoz, 
cauſed all them that did beholde him to haue him in great 
eſtimation,and to giue him the honour that he deſerned, buf 
when that he did lift vp the beauer of his helme, they were 
all mernailouſtte amazed to ſee how nature had wꝛought (a 
great perfection in his face. Beſides all this, in his counte⸗ 
nance he ſh:wed ſo great grauitie and ſtoutneſſe, that as 
de was fail and verie well made, that there was not one, 
as the wiſe Artemidoro ſapth, that euer dpd ſee him, but his 
heart did alter, and wared timerous. And this was one of 
the excellenteſt vertues that was in this Knight, that her 
neuer (awe knight in the face, although he were a fraun-s 
gerz02 otherwiſe knowen that he would deride oz make anie 
euill account of him, and this vertue did increaſe in him 
from his pouth, till ſuch time as he came vnto the perfec⸗ 
neſle of his ſtrength, which was at ſuch time as he had bats 
faile with that ſtaut and; bakaunt Bramarant, as ſhall be 
Gewed von in the ſequeale of this Dyſtozie , -fo2 vntyll 
that time, his fozce and ftrength,as allo the bigneſſe of his 
A. ii. members 
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members did dallte increaſe *, So haning verie god enter 
tainment by the knightes that were in the -ſhippe , one of 
them aſked him of whence hee was, and he ſayde, that her 
was of Grecia, and foz that he ſayde no mo2e vnto them, 
there was not one of them that aſked him anie other queſt i- 
an, although it ſeemed vnto them vy his ſemblance, that there 
was ſome thing that did trouble and grieue him verie much 
he was ſo heauie. Thus they trauailed two daies together 
with pꝛoſperous wives, palling awaie the time in the beſf 
manner he could, but the third daie there aroſe a greate 
toꝛment in lo terrible ſoꝛte, that the ſhippe wherein they 
were was in great perill to bee loſt. The windes dyd in⸗ 
creaſe euerie moment moꝛe and moꝛe, in ſuch furious ſoꝛt, 
that alt the cunning of the mariners did not ſerne fo2 the go⸗ 
uernment of the ſhip, but were dzinen of neceflifie foz to 
peldehcr vnto the curteſie of the winde and ſeas, dꝛiuing 
whereſoeuer it pleaſed them. Jn this ſoꝛt were they tum⸗ 


bled and foſſed with that tempeſt all that date andthe night 


llowing, without ante ſemblaunte of calmeneſſe, and lo⸗ 
ked euerie minute fo2 to bee caff awaie , which put greate 
feare amongeſt them all, ſauing vnto the knight ofthe Sun, 
who ſing the Sea ſo troubled, and the mightie waues cats 
ſed by thoſe terrible windes, fighting one with another, he 
was not alonelie without all feare , but alſo dyd lyke well

taſion he is called the diuelliſh oꝛ poſſeſſed Fauno, So after⸗ 
ward when that he was come vnto his full ſtrength, which 
was within halfe a verre, he left the wods,+ went thꝛough⸗ 
out all the Jland, t did io much harme, that he left none a⸗ 
liue where he became, ſome llaine, and other ſome hearing 
the repozt of his crueltie, led awaie, ſo y the Jlandis lefte 
deſolate, and no inhabitants therin, neither anie other lining 
thing. So all thoſe haue anie notice of this Aland, doe not 
onelie refuſe fo land vppon it, but alſo they dare not come 
nigh it with their ſhips, fo2 that many times this poſſeſſed 
Fauno hath ben ſcene enter into the ſea a great ſtones calf, 
when that anie ſhip 02 barke were nigh the ſboꝛe, and if that

This is 8 occaſion (gentle knight) this Zland is ſa 
much fpoken of, and ſo feareful vnto all ſatlers that palleth 
this waie, and why it is called the Jland of the diuell, and 
that fire which we doe ſc, with that thicke ſmoake that als 
cendeth into the aire, is all that which pzocedeth out of the 
terrible and hozrible mouth of that diuelliſh Fauno,foz that 
it is fall of infernall diuells. By this.you may iudge what 
the monſter ſhould be, that thzoweth from him ſuch won⸗ 
derkull and terrible infections. - | 
This woꝛthie knight of the Sun at this diſcourſe of the 
olde Pilot was greatly amazed, and ſo were all the knights 
of Cangia that came in the ſame ſhip, the which thing 35 
Jer | UV. nlo 
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vntd ſhem to be one of the ſtraungeſt that euer happened in 


all the wozlv,yet the ſtraungeneſſe thereof was not ſo ter⸗ 


ribls vnto all tho reſt of the hearers, as it gaue great deſire 
vnto the valiant c wog thie knight of the Sun to go a land 
ad that land, and to goe ànd ſeke out that palſcſſed Fauno, 
koꝛ that the hearing thereof did not cauſe anie feare oꝛ dꝛead 
in his couragious heart, as he who foz ſuch like attempts (a⸗ 
boue all other ſtout knights) was treated, ⁊ did litle eſfeme 
the venturing ol his ile, whereas the honenr and glozie of 
ſuch wozthineſſe is put in aduenture, and in eſpeciall in that 
time abhoꝛring himſeife in conſideration ot his fad, he was 
fo furious and deſperate, that he neither feared noꝛ dꝛeaded 
the entrie into hell, much leſſe the Jland.

With what ſemblance oꝛ countenance can 
we come in the pzeſence of your Father, not daring to de- 
clare the loſſe and death of his ſonne?

lie to be ſozrowfull to thinke how our hearts muſt be hard⸗ 
ned, that when your bꝛother and friends ſhall demaund 
of newes of vou, and we knowing the cencluſton, dare not 
be ſo hardie as g vtter if 2 What is he that can ſuffer ſo 
great griefe, oꝛ Aſemble ſo great ſozrow? God foꝛbid that 
euer anie ſuch thing ſhoulde bee permitted, wee will firſt 
conſent to bee d2zowned in this deep ſea, than to returne ins 
to Grecia without your companie. And if vou doe ffill con⸗ 
tend to goe a land on that Aland of the diuelliſh Fauno,we 
will goe with von and beare you companie, foz that wes 
ſhall thinke our deaths happie fo loſe them with yours,and 
had rather joyntly to die with you, than to liue one moment 
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Thale and mann other thinges in effec, layd theſe god 
Sauires, ſhedding many ſalt teares fo to withdzawe their 
2.02d the knight of the Sunne from his determination, but 
all did p;ofit nothing (foz although it was great anguiſh and 
moꝛtall griefe vnto him foꝛ to depa t from them) pet was 
he ſo firme in his determination to accompliſh that which 


he had laid, that if all the whole wozld had bene there pꝛe⸗ 


ſent fo to diff wade him, pet had they not ben ſufficient foz 
to withdzawe him from the doing thereof. And therewithail 
he requeſtcd the Pariners to launch out their ſkiffe on the 
water. But when the Pariners and all thoſe knightes of 
Candia did. vnderſtand his determination, and ſawe how 
pittilullie his Squires did werpe fo; him,they were greatly

in this woꝛlde loz to lament and fele the griefe of your 
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amzzed thereat,and thought him to be a deſperate knight,. 
and one that was wearie of his life, that wold give attempt 
to ſo ſtrange aduenture, hauing heard the wonderfull thing 
that the olde Pilot had tolde them of that J land, who bees- 
ing there pꝛeſent, ſlaw with what determination, he wold 
goe vnto the and, and with what efficacie he dyd demand 


the ſkiffe foz to goe a land, befoze them all hee ſayde theſe 


woꝛdes. 

J greatlie meruaile at you (Sir knight) hauing heard 
the wonderfull things that J haue tolde vnto yon of this Js 
land of the dinell,and pet you haue ſo great will to go the⸗ 
ther, of truth J cannot iudge that it doth pꝛoctede of anig 
ſtrength oꝛ couragions heart, but of ſome deſperation that 
vou haue with vou, wherebp pou doe abhozre pour owne 
life, foz that ſtout and couragious Barons doe neuer put 
their lines in aduenture, but whereas they haue hope to get 
honour and victozie,but that man which doth put himſeiſe 
there wheras he doth aduenture no other honour, but to dis 
che death, it may be wel ſaid p it is moze of deſperatid, than 
of foꝛce oꝛ courage. What account doe you make of your 
owne ſtrength: J ſaie, it it be equall with that of Hercules, 
t that ot Thebano, yet were it not ſufficient to eſcape from 
the hands of that poſſeſſed Fauno, if once you goe a land, and 
it is well knowen that all the people of the Jland coulde 
not make ame defence againſt him, although there were as 
mongſt the moꝛe than thꝛe thouſand knights,beſives other 
common people veric ſtout and clabbiſh, and pet will pou 
take vpon you alone the enterpꝛiſe, ſarelte it is a plaine

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What other thing haue you in al this woꝛld that maketh 
a man moꝛe to abhozre and hate himſelfe and his owne life 
than afflictions and troubles? And it is manifeſt vnto vs, as 
it is ſpoken by the wiſe, that troubles appertaineth onelie 
vnto men. Likewiſe that holie and afflicted lob ſaith, that 
fo2 trauailes and troubles man was boꝛne, but thoſe which 
haue no patience noꝛ ſtrength foz to ſuffer aduerſities, thin⸗ 
keth(that al things that doth not fal out accoꝛding vnto their 
defire and appetite) that they haue iuſt occaſion to defire and 
pꝛocure the death, and vpon the ſodaine they are in ſuch a 
rage, that fo2 euerie light thing they doe not onelie anger 
themlelucs againſt foꝛtune, but alſo againſt themſelues, and 
that which is woꝛſt ol all, they are out of patience with God 
that dyd create them, vſing againſt him woꝛdes of greats 
abhominat ion, as though that if God did not all things vn⸗ 
to their willes, then doth he them great iniurie, but vnta 
them that bee wiſe, what tate ſo euer God doth ſend them, 


they accept it in god part, if it bee with pꝛoſperitie and iox 


they accept it with a god will, and if if ber ſadde and ſoz⸗ 
rowfull, thep ſuffer it with patience , and when that with 
the occaſions they cannot bee merrie, then doe they.comfozt 
themſelues with patience,fo2 that there is nothing ſo com⸗ 
fo2table and pleaſant as is patience : therewith heauie and 
ſozrowfull heartes are made glad and iopfull, wzonges are 
bꝛought to perfection, it mpllifieth hard hearts, t do mitigate 
difficultneſſe, aſpar things it maketh plaine, and ceaſeth alt 
quarrels and ſodaine motions, and finallic there is nothing 
of mo2e quietnes and comfozt than is the life of the patient. 


Theſe wrepinges , theſe complaintes , thele clowdes and 


ſtazmes, that cauſeth the weake barke of our humane Iyfe 
to bee daſhed and bꝛoken in peeces againſt the rockes, pꝛo⸗ 
ccedeth of no other thing buf of the follie and impatience of 
men. So that (gentle Knight) if von dyd ſuffer with pati⸗ 
ence the troubles and afflictions of this life ( conſivering 
that in the end there cannot bee found a thing moꝛe coms 
mon amongelt men) then choulde no peruerſe foꝛtune, al⸗ 
though it dyd neuer ſo ſtronglie aſlauif you , be able 
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by his concbine,did raue in ſuch 2t,that he thought it the 
beſt remedie to kill himſelfe with a knife: with what great 
god will would the Emperour Adriano ſuffered himſelle 
to haue bene toꝛne in preces of a furious Lion,if his peopla 
would haue ſuffered him, rather then haue abidden that ters 


rible ſickneſſe whereof he dyed. Many other mo as is well 
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knowen, did hope fo die of their naturall deathes, and vet in 


the ende they died of verie deſperate and cruell deathes, and 
polſible befoze they eſchewed farre wozle.. And you wha 
doth giue coũſell foz fo flic from death, J would you would 
fell mee how farre you are from it your ſelfe, of trueth if 
vou doe conſider verie well, you ſhall finde that there is 
but a thin boꝛde befnirt you and death; and not yet twa 


daies paſt when that vou thought the houre was came. O 


falſe and foliſh woꝛld af men, that flyeth with great dili⸗ 
gence from one little perill on the land, (in reũſting wher⸗ 


of, there is no honour to be gotten) & vet putteth not doubt 


to put themſelues vntu dirpe ſeas, wheras their liues 
is at the courteſte of the windes to ouerthzow them, and of 
the terrible waues to dzowne them, ther flie fram ane follis 
on the land, and putteth their lines in foure farre wozſe vp⸗ 
pon the ſeas, in a ſhippe that is alwaies mouing, the mari⸗ 
ners neuer in one acco2d,the water that neuer ſtãdech ſtill, 
and the winde that neuer refteth . - 

' What Dꝛagun 02 furie is vpon the land that doth fears 
vs moze then vpon the lea, whereas if is well knowen an 
innumerable ſozt of men bath bene downed, There is ng 
furie no2 wilde beaft vpon the lande, but that it is poſſible 
by the loꝛce and ſtrength of man, to make defence aud refis 
ffanco:but vpon þ ſea,if you ioyne together all y Erengthes 
of the moſt valianteſt men in all the woꝛlde, yet are thoy 
not able to mae any reſiſtãce againſt one ſtoꝛme oꝛ tipeſt, 
but if they pleaſe they may make thꝛuſts with their ſpeares 


into the water, and frike with their [ wozdes againſt the 


windes. And now ſ&ing that ther is all theſe perills on the 
ſea, wherefoze. my god friend, doe you not take the counſel 


0 your leit, te which you doo giue bnto mee 2 What der | 
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you thinke that it is not moꝛe poſſible foz me fa fo ouer⸗ 
tome the diueliſh Eauno, then vou to haue Þ victozie of two 
ſo terrible Elements, as is the water and winde. Finallie, 
to tonclude, when that man thinketh hunſelfe moſt fartheſt 
from death, it is then nigheſt at hande: therefoze. barons 
that be ſtout and couragious, in nothing they ſhould feare 
the death, wheras they doe venter themlelues ta get honoꝛ, 
and not to apart themteiues fromperills and dangers, foz 
that they be al waies readie at hand, and in the ende when 
that it hal pleaſe Bod that they ſhal die, it is no other thing 
but a tlring of the ſoule out of this miſerable captinitietx 
pꝛiſon, and to leaue this troubleſome r Wearie wozld,where: 
in J doe ſthat there is no pleaſure, without ſodaine miſ⸗ 
thinouſnelle, no peace without diſcoꝛd, no lone Without ſuſ⸗ 
pition, na raſe without feare, no aboundance:without lacke, 
noꝛ no eſtate without complaints, all doth weepe, all doeth 
ſigh, all doth complaine, all doth ſhꝛike and ſobbe, and all 
things doth ende. J ſ& none that lineth content, J ſ& no⸗ 
thing that is firme und fable, J ſe all in confuſion & toſſed 
bpſide downe, as wel in things liuing, as inſenſible, as wel 
the bꝛute beaſtes as reaſonable creatures, the high t migh⸗ 
tie towers be toꝛne and rent with thunderboults, walles 
be ouerthzowen with Canon ſhot, great flouds doth carrie 
away Cities and townes,Zres be eaten with wozmes, | 
the greene toꝛne with the Graſſehoppers, Timber doth rot 
and moulder awap, the bꝛute and wilde beaſtes doth fight 
one with an other, betwerne the Dwnce:and the Lion there 
is great contencion, and the Ninoceront with the Crocadil, 
the Egle with the Eſtridge, the Elephant with the Pino⸗ 
tauro, and one man with an other, and that which is wozſk, 
women againſt men : beſides all theſe, the continual wars 
and contencions that is amongſt vs, foz that we haue the 
perills of death continual lie befoꝛe our exes. Mhat a num⸗ 
ber of things there is that doth put vs in great ieperdie, 
thꝛeaten vs euerie moment, vnto death: the earth doeth 
open againſt vs, the water doth dzown vs fier doth burne 
the aire doth date vs, the winter doth runuetbzough 
vs, 
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vs, the ſůmer doth trouble vs with heate, dogges doth bite 
vs, Spiders doth poiſon vs, Gnats doth pꝛicke vs, Flies 
doth ouerpꝛeſle vs, Serpents doth feare vs, and aboue all, 
trauailes and cares doth ouer watch vs,none can goe with 
ſecuritie vpony earth,fo2y every pace men dath fine ſtones 
to ſtumble at, bꝛidges wherof they fall;bzokes wheras they 
are dꝛowned, hills fro whence they tũble e be ouerthꝛowne, 
thunder cracks y maketh them afraide, deepe Snowes that 

doth ſtay their paſſage , t thunder bolts that doth kill them.

Uerie autentiue were all the knights of Candia and th 
olde pilot, vnto all that which the knight of the Sunne had 
ſaid, by the which they iudged him to be diſcreete 4 wiſe, & 
by the vtter ing of his woꝛds as alſo in his ſemblance, they 
judged him to be valiant, wherein he ſhewed lo great gray 


-nitie of his perſon, that ther was not one amongſt them all 
that durſt ſpeak any moꝛe vnto him in 5 matter, neither to 


diſturbe him of his will + determined purpoſe, foꝛ that ther 


was not any that could ſap any thing vato him, but that he 
vuderſtode it better then they: pet they ſeeing the perill he 
put himſelfe in, they all greued verie much thereat, in lach 


late, that with their weepings they could ſcare ſpeake, 


but in eſpeciall his two Squires, who hauing heard all 
his ſpeache , and ſawe the reſolute defermination ol theyꝛ 
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262d; did beate their hcads againft the ſhippes ſides, and 
gaue ſuch ſh2ickes and cries,as thongh they had bene cut of 
their wits,and although the knight of the Sunne did com⸗

creaſe their ſozow and grieſe. Then he ſceing that all which 
he did, did little p2ofit to goe with their god wills,+ how 5 
the longer he ſtaied, the wozſe it was, he deũred the mari⸗ 


ners to hoiſe the boate into the ſea, who were not willing 


chere vnto, the which being vy him perceined, as one which 
had as great fozto c frength as anie man in all the world, 
be take the boate in both his hands, and without the helpe 
of ante other, he hoiſed it into the ſea, and cauſed his hozle 
to be put therein, che which being done, he would haue tas 


ken his leaue of the all, but his ſquires when they ſaw that 


he would depart, they gaue ſuch ſhꝛickes and crien, that it 
ſeemed the noyſe to reach vnto the heauens, and fell domne 
at his fete, hedding ſo manie teares, that it wa great com- 
— — him that he would not leaue 
them in ſo great heanineſſe,and fo2 that it was ſo manifeſt 
that he went to loſe his life, that he would fake thẽ in his 
companie,foz to dye with him, foz 5j his life was no longer 

prone abode in their companie . They complained verie 
much ol him,fo; paying th? with ſuch reward, after ſo long 
time, that they had ſerued him: but the griefe of this god 
knight was ſuch,foz his two ſquires , that with the great 
aboundance of teares that fell from his eyes, he could ſcant 
ſpeake vnto them one moꝛde: eſpetiallie, conſidering with 
what infencion he departed. which was neuer to ſe them a⸗ 


gaine in all his life, neither returne anie moꝛe into Grecia, 


foz that he was determined if God did giue him victozie a⸗ 
gainſt the Fauno,fo remaine in that ſolitarie Jlande , and 
there to ende his daies : But foz that he loued his ſquires 
verie well, and likewiſe knowing the great loue that they 
— vnto him, his heart was readie fo burſt in paces fo2 

to apart himſelfe from them. Likewiſeall thoſe knights of 


Candlia, and p olde pilot, did labour all that euer they 
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fo2 fo bꝛeake him of his purpoſe, but all wonld not ſerne, - 
and he ſeeing that his tarrying did him no p2ofit,he went 


vnto the ſhippes five, and with a light heart he leapt into 
the boate, and taking the oares in his handes, he began to 
rowe towards the Mande, leauing ſo great ſozowe griefe 
amongſt all them that were in the chippe, that there was 
not one of them but wept bitte rlie to ſee him depart in that 
ſozte, as one deſperate to rereiue a cruell death, and being 


aà knight that ſcemed vnto them all not to haue his tyne in 
all the woꝛld, pet all the griefe which they received, was 


nothing vuto that of His ſquires , when they ſawe their 
lozdedepart,who like deſperate men woulp haue thzowne 
themſelnes into the ſea, if thoſe knights had not lette them, 
and ſeemed vnto them to be true and loyal vnto their lozd, 
and-of a god diſpoſition , ſo with the great care that they 
had of them, they did keepe them from deſtroying thiſelues. 

Alter this god knight was departed, within a ſho:te 


15505 ariued at the Jland, and thoſe of the ſhip loſt fight 
ot him: but there were ſome of the chiype that ſide that it 
were god fo tarrie ther a few daies, foꝛ to ſee what ſhould 


become of him, to whome the pilot ſaide, that it was great 
follie fo to doe, foꝛ two tauſes, the one ſoꝛ that he was cer⸗ 
taine, ſo ſone as the knight ſhould come a land with a trite 


he ſhould be tozne all to portes by that diueliſh Fauno, ſo 


that it were loft labour to abyde ante moze newes of him, 
and the other, foz that all they ſhould be in great perill of 
their lines,if that the Fauno ſhould diſconer the ſhippe, and 
befoze that we could doe anie thing foz to ſaile from him, 
he would ouertake vs, and giue vs all cruell deathes, as he 
bath done to manie others herefofoze. In concluſion,at theſe 
wo2ds, the knights conſented not to flate, but to departe, 
and acco2ding vnto the great feare which they receued, they 
thought they tarried to long, but the two ſquires when they 
ſaw that they departed, and caryed them in their companie, 
leauing their Loꝛd in ſo great perill, it cannot be declared 
the great complaints that they made, requeſting þ knights 
and pylot, fo; to carrie them vnto the Jlande , wherewik 
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be third part of 
they ſhould receiue great contentment, and be toyfull, but 
all their requeſtes were in vaine , foꝛ that they would not 
conſent that they ſhould dye ſo deſperate a death, as alſo foz 
the great peril! which ould be vnto them all, they would 
not conſent therevntfo, wherewith theſe god (quires were 
ſo deſperate, that if time had ſerued them therevnto , they 
would haue thꝛowen themſelues into the lea and by ſwim⸗ 
ming as well as they could, they would haue gon to the J- 
land of the Fauno; but the knights cauſed them to be kept 
in the ſhippe, and put into a tabin and locked the doꝛe, and 
tarped them in their compante , till in the ende of certaine 


daies tbep ariued at Tranſiluamia, whereas they did diſem⸗ 


barke themſelues and went a tand, but the Squires were 
fo leane & ſo feble, fo2 that they would not eate ante thing, 
and againe by ſhedding of ſo manie teares, that they could

ander. Alſo Eſtilcon was à famous ronen, pet was he taken 


and put to death by king Denietrius. ut vet maꝛe famous 
was that valiant and wozthie Febaho;: who with onehun⸗ 


Ar dꝛeth Gallies and thirtie great chippes, was ſerued by all 
the kings of the Leuant, and was feared of alt them that 


dwelt towards the — pet in the ende he was taken 
pꝛiſoner by king Cirus, and in one houre he had his reward 
fo2 all the euills that he had done in all his time. Che rouer 
Militas, with Curreo, which were both in p time of the ſirſt 
Dioniſius the Siracuſian, the one deſtroped Sicilia, and tho 
other did robs ſpoyle att Aſia, but after y thep.had vſed this 
trade þ ſpace of rrr.y&res by ſea, in y end;the rauer Militas 
was taken pꝛiioner by them of the Rodes, and when that 


he was b2ought into the place of execution, he did aduaunte 


and reiopce in hiniſelfe , fo2 that with his owne pꝛoper 
hands, be hadde cut of the heads ot fine hundzeth men, and 


thꝛew foztie into the dea, and thirtie thouſande were ſlaine | 
in battaile with his Gallies, and in the ende, was executed

great laughter and ſaide, Now of my faith knight, 4 tell 
the,that'F neuer knew a moꝛe foliſh man then thou arte, 
that in this ſoꝛt doeſt thꝛeaten Cleonidas, and telieth him 
Miſtoꝛies of Rouers, as though that he were leſſe in foꝛce 
and ffkrength. then Dionedes, and thy ſelfe of moꝛe power 
then euer was Alexander. Stay a while, and J will make 
thee to vnderſtand and know who J am, and likewiſe will 
teach thee to know to whome thou ſpeakeſt : and in ſaying 
' theſe wozds, he dꝛew out his \wozd;x went againſt Clari- 
diana, then there began betweene them a very fierce t cruel 
battaile, ᷑ they layed the one vpon the other ſuch ſtrong x 
heauie blowes, that in ſhoꝛt ſpace their ſhields were hewed 
4 bꝛoken ir-peeces;e all thoſe that beheld the, were greatly 
amazed, at their great ſoꝛte t᷑ ſtoutneſſe, and it ſeemed vnto 
them that they were two ol p bꝛaueſt x ſtrongeſt knights 
that euer befoze' they had ſeene. This battaile was ſo riga⸗ 
rous, that ina ſhoꝛt ſpace Cleonides began to file tknow 
the high bountie of his aduerſarie, as he that neuer in all his 
life, met with anie that did charge him ſo ſtrongly, neither 
bꝛought him into the like extremitie, and the moꝛe he ftri- 
ned againſt hor , the moze he kelte the waight and kurie ar 
her blowes. 
This battaile endured betwirte them moꝛe then a whole 
houre from the beginning, at which time the royall Em⸗ 
pꝛeſſe Claridiana was moze freſher 4 faught moze ſfronger 
then at the beginning, and Cleonidas began fo war werie 
and faint,and would very faine haus had the apde & ſuccour 
of his knights ; but the Empꝛeile perceiuing it fraring all 
that might happen, did lo infoꝛer her lelfe, p: ſtriking the 
mightie blowes at him on his healme, all in one place; in 
great halt the one after the other, ſhe made him to fall 'fogs

them that there could not remaine any moze people in all 
Aſia, that was of any accompt, but that they were come in 
that fleefe , and with the great ioye and contentment that 
they receiued foz the diſconerie of the lande, there was ſo 
great a noyſe of diners kindes of inſtruments, that it ſee- 
med all the world to ioyne together, as at the daye of the 
vninerſall iudgement. They that came foꝛmoſt and firſt to 
the lande, was the king of Media, ę the king of the Partos, 
who with an infinit number of (mall Piniſes and boates 
made foꝛ the purpoſe, began to put a land a great multitude 
of their people » tame in their great ſhippes, wherein they 
bled great diligence, and made all haſt poſſible,becauſe they 
would not diſturbe, but give place vnto them that followed 
after. Being a land, and not vet put in god oꝛder, neither 
had they taken a ſhoꝛe theit hoꝛſe and munition, when that 
by the commanndement of the Emperour Trebatio, thers 
ilſued out of the mightte citie of Conſtantinople the pꝛinte 
RNodomarte, armed with very god and ſure armour, and in 
his company ten thouſand knights likewiſe very well ar⸗ 
med, and went towards the ſea ſide , who with ſo valiant 
courage and furious fozce,did put themlelues in the midde@® 
amongſt the Pagans that were landed a ſhoze, that they 
flew manyof them, e many they ouerthꝛelw to the ground 
very loze wounded z d that there were very fewe't _ 
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buf were foie, that they were the firlt that came a lande: 
but by reaſon that they were verpe manie in number and 
confinually thep did diſembarke moze and moꝛe, they re⸗ 
turned vpon the Greekes, ſo that betwixt them there began 
a mightie and terrible battaile, foz that the Medianes and 
Partes, were ſfoute and valiant men, and were all well ar⸗ 
med, and defended well themſelues . Like wiſe, the Greekes 
were all choſen knights, and the great courage the which 
they receiued by the hearing of their valiant captaine, dyd 
cauſe them to put the Pagans in ſo great extremitia that 
of fo2ce they retyzed towards the ſea , in which time there 
was ſo great halt in that mightie fleete, foz to diſembarke 
themſelues a land, that all was in an vpꝛoze, and ſo great a 
nopſe that the one could neither heare noꝛ vnderſtand the 
other, till ſuch time as the Emperour Alicandro, (with 
great anger, foz that he could not with his people goe and 
ade them that were a land) commaunded that they ſhould 
all retire back, and that euer ie nation in his oꝛder as he a⸗ 
riued, ſhould diſembarke themſelues, the wich being obays 
ed, ſtraight waies there went a land the Se ſas, Arianos, and 
the Gandaros, who when they iopned with the other that 
were befoze a land, were ſo many in number, v the Drakes 
began to loſe ground, and to retire towards the citie. The 
Emperour ſeeing that, commaunded to iſſue fw2th $ Pzince 
ol Dalmacia, and'ÞPzinee of the Rodes with fiftene thous 
ſand knights, who entred into the battaile with ſo furious 
pꝛe, that in killing e layingmany of b Pagans, they made 
them to loſe that which beſoze they had gotten of the field, 
and to retire backe vnto the ſea fide. There might you ſee 
theſs PPzinces do lo great actes, that they were all embꝛued 
with bloud of their enimies. Likewiſe the king of Media 
t of the Partes, other kinga, pꝛinces, captaines of the pas 
gans, were all a great defence vnto their inlahis: fo; that 
they were of great & high ſtature of their perions, x verie 
valiant, ſtrong and ſtoute, which cauſed.great deſtruſtiou as 
mongſt the Chꝛiſtians. Jn all this time mas Pradaman and 
Bramarant his ſonne, ſo angrie, furious 4 btilragious, F there 
N | was 
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was no one that belonged vnto them that durſt abide their 
pꝛeſence, foꝛ that they were appointed foꝛ fo come in þ mids 
veſt of all that great flæte in the garde # companie of the + 
Emperour Alicandro, and they ſeeing ſo manp ſhippes be⸗ 
foze them; (the which Gould firſt diſembarke) and thep fo 
farre fdom p'hoze whereto they could not by anie meanes 
ſend ante of their men tz to aide © helpe the Pagans that 
were in battaule and opp2eſſed by the Chꝛiſtians, were rea⸗ 

die to teare themſelues in peeces with anger and griefe, and 
commanded the marriners, that they ſhould with all ſailes 
bearing, ruſh thꝛough the thickeſt of all the flcefe, with alt 
ſpeede poſlible foz to come firlt to the ſhoꝛe:and foz that the 
paſſage was verie perilous foz to paſſe thzough, where as 
fo manie chippes were at an anker in the pozt , the pylot 
did withdzaw himſelfe in all p euer he could, not to paſſe 
fozwards, the which being perceived by the ſtout Brama- 
rant, his anger was ſo great, that he had againſt the pylot, 
that he toke him by the heles and thꝛew him headlong 
into the ſea, and ſaid, goe thy waies whereas thou ſhalt loſe 
all the feare and dꝛead that thou haſt of the Sea, foz that 
marriners ought not to haue ante moze feare at the Sea, 
then knights on the land: and therevpon he foke the go⸗ 
uernement of the ſhippe to himſelfe , who with fretched 
ſailes, thꝛuſt himſelfe amongſt the thickeſt of the fleet, with 
ſo great furie , that all pylots pꝛocured to let flip their cas 
bles fo2 to giue wate vnto him that he might paſſe, and by 
reaſon of his firſt courſe, there were ſome ſhippes that had 
not ſo much time, receiued the wꝛacke, and ſunke into the 

ed. | | 
ys Thus by fo2ce haſting fo the ſhozeward,launching out 
the ſhippe boate, both the father and ſonne went fo gether, 
and there were ſo great a number of them and their barkes 
at the ſea ſide, diſcharging of ſouldicrs , that they could not 
gette to the choꝛe, and they not minding fo aye foꝛ anie 
furnes 02 degrees, made no moze a doe but leapt from one 
doate vnto an other, foz to recouer the lande, and yet were 
they fozced foz to leape into the water vp to the — 
| . a cy 
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they could get a ſhoꝛe, who when they found themſelues 
vpon the firme lande, 4 againff them a number of Greekes 
that dyd diſturbe their diſembarking , they did in ſuche 
ſoꝛt beginne to beſturre themſelues amongſt them, that in 
a ſhozte time with their wonderfull and terrible blowes, 
they dyd fo intreate them, that of very foꝛte they were con⸗ 
ſtrained fo retire, fo2 that they neuer ſtroke blolw, but that 
they llew oꝛ ouerthꝛew a knight to the ground, that by their 
mightie foꝛce, they had place foz to diſebarke the reſt a land. 
And in this ſoꝛt being a fote as they were, they put them⸗ 
ſelues into the middeſt of the battaile, by whoſe comming, 


many Greekes loſt their lines, and they carryed the flower 


of the vicozie,fo2 that whereas they went, there was not 
one that ſaw their terrible blowes, but did flye away befoze 
them, as from the death: ſo that by reaſon hereof,þ Greekes: 
loft a great parte of the field, and retyꝛed themſelues to⸗ 
wards the citie,the which being percetued by the captains, 
they did incourage and animate them all that euer they 
could, foz to holde their owne , and to remaine in the field, 
but they reſpecting the fwo Paganes and ſaw that they 
were the onely occaſion of their retyꝛing, and ſigne of de- 
ſfruction,the two Pzinces Radamarte and Rodafeo, toke to 
them two bigge and ſtrong ffaues, and ſetting ſpurres to 
their Pozſes, with ſo great furie as poſſible was, the one 
made his encoũter againſt Bradaman, and the other againſt 
Bramarant, who although they were on fte, pet foz all that 
by reaſon of the greatneſſe and mightineſſe of their perſons, 
were ſeene aboue all the reſt : but it fell not out well with 
theſe two P2inces,foz although they made their encounter 
verie ſtrongly, and bzake their faues, yet did they them no 
harme, neither made any motion of mouing thereat, but 
paſſing by,they ſtrok either of the ſach a blow at his enimie 
with ſo greatFurie,on their waſtes, that they ouerthzew the 
to the earth, and if their armour had not bene verie god, 
they had parted them a ſunder in the middeſt. Fozthwith 
thele furious Pagas paſſed foꝛwards foz to put themſe lues 
in the thickeſt of the Greekes, who fled meruailouſiy beſeꝛe 
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them, in which time the two Pꝛintes had ſpate fo2 to reco⸗ 
uer againe their hoꝛſes, and with great anger and griele fog. 
that miſfoꝛtune that happened vnto them, they put them⸗ 
ſelues amongſt the Pagans,requiting on them the iniurie 
done by the other two, determining not to return anie moze- 
to pꝛoue themſelues vpon the tus Pagans that had ouer s 
thꝛowen them, becauſe they (awe that they cou lde get hut 
little honour at their hands, In this time the Grakes:re- 
tired backe all that euer they conlo, and loſt a great part of; 
the field ſa that the reſt of the Nagan flete had-rome and 
= inongh fo2 fo diſembarke themiſelueg, ſo p all tha fields; 
— —— with the Nag en holt, The which the Empe⸗ 
rour 1 rceivingheflraight waies commanded the 
Pꝛinte of Darga ania and thecking of Eſclaugnia, ̊ they, with 
— thouſand knights would iſſue out into the battaile, . 
and do ſo much, that by foꝛte they might make the Pagans 
fo2 ta retire,onelie fo2 that ther ſuonld not thinke Grecia ſo 
be ſo ill p;ovided of imighis and defence « Then theſe (wo, 
Captaines who were verie valiant and ſtautkniabts, with 
thole knights that the Empereur dad commanded; depar⸗ 
ted out of the citie, and paſſing two great ffelas that were 
betwene the Pagan hoſt and them, they came vnto the bats. 
taile, and ſeeing that the Grecians retired and were like ta 
loſe the vidozie, with all the force and furie paſſilile, ther 
entred all together into the battaile, and ſlew many of their 
enimies, and got againe the field the · which befo2e they had 
loft, ę made the Pagans to retire vnto 8 ſea ſide, although 
they were a great number moꝛe, then there were of the 
Greckes, and tontinually dd diſembarke moze and moꝛe, 
all alengſt the coaſt, ſome armed, and other ſome tarrying 
foꝛ they. arumur and hozle, vet fo2 all this it dyd well ap⸗ 
peare that thoſe which came from the citie a freſh , had not 
felt the great power and infernall furie of thoſe” Pas 
tans, the father & the ſunne, who with great eaſe did bats. 
tayle with the reſt, but quickly they kelt their moꝛt all and 
wonderfull blowes, which cauſed them ta loſe a great part 
of their. b:aueriz,q ſemed that my two were ſufficient "= 
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to deffroy them all, who with verie bꝛoade and heauie kau⸗ 
chins, dyd put themſelues amongſt the Greekes,ſome they 
cut a ſunder by the waſtes, and otherſome they cloue down 
- fo their bꝛeaſtes, and otherſome vnto the ſaddle, and made 
Ireat laughter in ſuch ſozt, that amonglt the Greekes,ther 
Was not one knight although he were neuer fo valiant x 
toute, that durſt abyde befoze them, but ranne away from 
tte place whereas they ſaw them come, chinking them to be 
moe like diuels ot bell, then knights, At this tiine þ Ems 
Alicandro was come a ſhoze,andimotited vpon a tris 
umphant Chariot, ſuch a one as the pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides 

tout of the which he did behold all chat palſed in ths 
aile,and was verie toyfull fo bo le the great wonders 
which Bradaman Campion, and his ſonne dpd, and ſemed 
r — to deffroy 
a whole armie, and he ſaw that by their foꝛce, the Greekes 
begnoloſe ground although 9 did — 
S 8 
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would not detaine himlſelfe any longer in the ehen ſeing 
that the battaile was meruailoully moned, he armed him⸗ 
1 ſtrong, rich, and gliſtering armour . And als 
| though the P3inceſſe- Oliuia, and the Eunpzifſe Briana his 
mother did all that they could foz to diſturbe his going, vet 
dyd it pꝛoũt the very little, fo; that in taking liſence of che 
Emperour his father, he ined out of the citie, accompanied 
with thole valiant knights, the Trotan Oriſtedes, the Tar- 
tarian Zoylo, the two pzinces Ba el and Liriamandro, 
and the king Alamades; all theſe ſire together without tar⸗ 
rying any other people in their companie, but onely cer⸗ 
taine ſquires foz to carrie their ſpeares. In this ſoꝛt went 
towards the battaile a gallope with their hoꝛſe and accoz- 
ding as they were ol gallant pꝛopoꝛzcions, and very well ar⸗ 
med, they gaue contentment vnto all roy mg them, 
and the eutring of theſe knights into the battaile , fell out 
euel vnto a great number,foz that in this day a great num⸗ 
3 pagans „ their hands. 
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With great furie entred theſe ire woꝛthie knights, into 
the battaile, and ſo baliatly beſturred themſelues, that vn⸗ 
to the reſt of the Greekes they gaue new fo2ce and courage 

to returne vnto the fight, and great wonder vnto the Pa⸗ 
gans to ſe their bꝛauerie, with great anger they put them⸗ 
ſelues amongſt their enimies, ouerthꝛowing and killing all 
that euer was in their waies, in ſuch ſozt that they left all 
the field, (whereas they went) full of dead bodies, & thers 

was not one, although he were neuer ſo ſtout, that durſt a⸗ 

byde befoze them, but in eſpetiall, that wozthie Roſicleer, 

who had the foꝛehand, dyd charge his enimies with ſo great 
and furious blowes, that the Emperour Aligandrosg other 

Pagan kniges that dyd behold them aut of the triumphant 
Chariot did think verely Þ it was the knight of the Sunne, 

oz that in his gallant pꝛopoꝛtion, and might ineſſe of bodie, 

he did reſemble him verie much , And their bloud waxed 


calde in their bodies to ſ& how he did cut their knights a⸗ 


funder in the middeſt, and ſome cloue downe vnto the ger⸗ 
delſted: likewiſe they were greatly amazed at the outs 
Troyan that rode by him, who onerthzew & flew with his 
£wo2d,all that euer he could reach, and dyd in this day make 
gparant vnto all people, the valiant diſcent from whence he 
did pꝛoceede. Alſo that valiant Tartarian, did here ſhew the 
great, lone that he bare vnto Roſicleer, ſoz whoſe ſake, be 
fo:ſwke his owne natiue countrie, f flew ſo many of thoſe 


barbarous people, that he was all imbzewed with b bloud 
of them, the lyke dyd the two Pꝛinces and the king, that if 


they had not bene appꝛoued knightes, they could not haus 
followed Roſicleer, hy reaſan he put himſelfe with ſo great 
farie amongeſt the Pagans : but what dyd pofit all this 
that they dyd,fo2-although on that part whereas they were 
they got the better hand, vet in all other parts of the bat⸗ 


taile the Greckes fled away and loft the field, by reaſon of 


the two furious Pagans, Bradaman and Bramarant, who 
did ſuch diueliſh Wonders, that ther was none that coulo te] 
what to make of them, ; 


here cane a Grecke knight to Roſicleer,declaring the | 
Ne tt, milchiefe. 
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"miſchiefethe whith thoſo fwo Pagans did, who hearing 
the ſame, tuned aboute His hozſc,and went fowardes that 
place whereas they were atompanied with their kreindes: 
and he had not gon farre when that a karre of he-faw' them, 
foꝛ that Bradamau being on fte, was higher then any man 
- of hozſebacke from ths bzeft vpwards, and Bramarant was 
equefl on foe with the hozſemen;and theſs two Pagans 
were all to be rayed with bloud, and the place whereas they 
Werefall of dead bodies round about them, pꝛocuring con⸗ 
tinually to pzeffe fozewards in the battaile , all that euer 
they could, fo; to bert ine them that ted away befoze the, 
The which being lerne by Roſicleer, his valiant and coura⸗ 
Hielis Heat tould not fafer it, biitfoke in his hand þ big⸗ 
gelt ſpeare that he could finde, erping out vnto the knights 
foꝛ to giue him wap: he lyke vnto a whirle winde, made 
fowards Bramarant , at which noyſe all the Pagans and 
_ Greekes gaue way ſoz fobehold that encounter , then this 
furious Pagan when that he ſawe him comming, with his 
bꝛdade faucheon in his hand, did abide him, and ode ftill, 
thinking him to be one as the other knights were, but this 
god knight made his encounter in the middeſt of his bꝛoad 
and great bꝛeaſt, with ſo great fozce and ffrength,{that al⸗ 
though he was attuſtomed not to make any mouing loꝛ a- 
nyenedunter that was made againThim) pet at this pꝛe⸗ 
ſent he was onerthzowen and fell batkwards to the ground, 
that he thought verely all his bones had bene bꝛoken, af 
whoſe fall there was lo great a nopſe, as though a tower 
had fallen downe, the which fall troubled him ſo much, that 
almoſt with griefe he eduld fearce ryſe againe , At which 
encounter all thoſe that dyd behvld it, were greatly amazed, 
loꝛ the Pagans thought vercly,that there was no huniaine 
fozce that was able fo make the like, But much moꝛe was 
the wonder of p pꝛond pagan, koꝛ that he thought that all the 
power of thoſe faiſe gods in whome he belened, were not of 
fTazce fo ouerthꝛow him fo the grounde : & as pet he was not 
wel raiſed vp fed his fal, when p this god knight Roſi. with 
alpeare of no {eſe bigneſſe thẽ the other, with ſo great fozce 
3 And 
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and impefuoſitie,that he ſeemed a whirle wind returned vp» 
pon the gran Campeon,and made ſo ſtrong an encounter in 
- the middelt of his bꝛeaſt, that neither moze noz leſſe as his 
ſonne, he fell with his backe on the ground, and therwith he 
and his friend pꝛeſſed foꝛwards, making great laughter. as 
mongſt the Pagans, But when that the Emperour Aly- 
candro ſawe thoſe two molt valiant Pagans (in whom hee 
had ſo great confivece)to be ouerthzown by one alone knight, 
he thought verilie to die in that place with verie anger, and 
complained againſt the Gods, foꝛ that they did giue vnto one 
knight ſo great foꝛce and ſtrength, and moze, being a Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian. But his anger and griefe did ſtraight waies increaſe 
the moꝛe, ſoꝛ that the olde king of Gedroſia who was with 
him, and as one that receiued no griefe at anie euill p ſhould 
happan vnto the Pagans, ſaid. 
Von ſhall vnderſtand (mightie Emperdur) that yonder 
knight who hath put yon in ſo great admiration is not the 
knight of the Dunne, as vou doe thinke,fo2 that as pet he is 
not come fozth vnto the battaile, but this is a bʒother of his, 
and ſach a one, that when that he doth ioyne with the other, 
there is not people inough in all this thy mightie armie ſufs 
cient foꝛ to kill them. The Emperour did verie well vn⸗ 
derſtand the intention of the king of Gedroſia, and meruai⸗ 
ling greatlie at that which he had ſapd, he did diſſemble at 
that pꝛeſent, and returned to beholde the battaile, fo ſee the 
conclaſton thereof. It cannot be here declared the great ans 
ger and diuelliſh furte which the two Pagans, Father and 
ſonne receiued, to ſe themſelues ſo onerth2zowen-by one a⸗ 
lone knight in the pꝛeſence of all the whole Campe, which 
cauſed them to do ſuch things, x to ſtrike fo terrible blowes, 
that they ſeemed to be diuells of hell. And they ſering that 
they tould not by anie meanes followe and ouertake that 
knight which had onerthꝛowen them, loꝛ that they were on 
fote,they ſtraight waies commanded that in great haſt their 
hozſes ſhould be bzought vnto them, lo they bꝛought vnto 
Bradaman a mightie Elephant whereon he did vſe to ride, 
fo; that there was nohozle that could beare him, and vnto 
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Bramarant the mightieſt hoꝛſe of bodie that euer was ſcene, 
fo that he was engendered by a hoꝛſe and a the Elephant. 
When that theſe two were mounted(foz the euill of many) 
they put themſelues into the battaile, killing and Naying all 
that euer they met withall, till ſuch time as they had diſco⸗ 
uered the woꝛthie knight Roſicleer in the tompanie of his 
god friends, æ foꝛ that Bramarant did ſhew himſelfe of grea⸗ 
ter fo2ce than his father, by the mightie and moꝛtall blowes 
which he ſtroke, Roſicleer would take with him the conten⸗ 
tion, and the Zroyan Oriſtedes with the ſtout Zoylo, went 
againſt Bradaman, ſo that betwæne them there began a ter⸗ 
rible battaile, that all thoſe that might ſ& them, foꝛgot fo 
fight,and ſod fo behold them, x ſeemed that in all their lines 
they neuer awe the like,fo2 that they iudgod to be toyned 
together there, all the foꝛce and ſtrength in the world, there 
did the god knight Roſicleer feele the great foꝛce and furie 
of the Pagan, and it ſcemed'vnto him that hee was the bꝛa⸗ 
ueſt and moſt ſtrongeſt that euer he pꝛoued in all his life ; 
Likewiſe the ſtout Bramarant did knowe his high bountie 
and valiant foꝛce, foꝛ feeling the mightie blowes which hee 
Kroke on him, and ſeeing the little harme that his blowe did 
vnto the knight, with an angrie courage he blaſphemed a⸗ 
gainſt the heauens, and againſt᷑ the earth, and redoubled his 
blowes with lo great furie, that if the armonr ol Roſicleer 
had not ben exceding god, euerie blow ol them had ben ſuf⸗ 
ficient fo2 to haue tlouen him a ſunder in the middeſt, and 
vet foꝛ all that he many tines aſtonied him, ᷑ bꝛought him 
ſo farre out of remembꝛaunce: that he fell-fozwards on his 
ſaddle bow and embzaced his hozſe necke, vet notwithttan⸗ 
ding this ſtout Pagan did not much adnance himlelfe of his 
valiantnefſe,foz y this wozthie Grteke being kindled with 
ire, did with moztal courage ſo charge him in ſuch loꝛt, that 
his teeth did bzeake the dns againſt the other, by the koꝛte of 
pis blowes, that great abundance of blond ranne out at his 
mouth, and many times he was ſo amazed, p he was reavie 
to fal from his hoꝛſe, ſo that betwirt them the battaile grew 
ſa terrible, that all thoſe that were W = 
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ſelues,and did beholde them, and were greatlie amazed that 
ſo much power and foꝛce ſhoulde be in humane creatures. 
No leſſe wozth fo2 to be loked on at that pꝛeſent, was the 
mightie battaile that paſſed betwixt the font Bramarant @ 
the two god knights, the Zartarian # the Tropan, foʒ that 
Bradaman was the ſtrongeſt that was to be found among 
all the Gyants in the whole wozld at that time. Likewiſe 
the two knights were the beſt that were to be found in all 
that great hoaſt, next vnto Roſicleer and Bramarant, which 
was the occaſion that the battaile which was betwirt them 
was the moze rtgozous,fo2 that the taut Tartarian ftroks 
Bradaman ſuch terrible blowes on the one ſide, that he aſfos 
nied him, and the. valiaunt Troyan ſo charged him on the 
other ſide, that he made the bloud to runne out both at his 
noſe and mouth, pet foz all that the mightie Þ did not 
diſmate himſelfe, but was fo couragiona that euterie blows 
that he faſtned on his enimies, did make them to double 
their bodies in their ſaddles, and many times to loſe their 
remembꝛance, and if they had not bene both againſt him 
together, either of them alone ſhould haue paſled verie enill. 
Thus after that this battaile had endured betlotene them 
the ſpace of halfe an houre, the night dꝛew on, and then was 
there diſembarked a land ſo great and infinite a companie 
of Pagans, that the Greekes could not ſuffer them, but were 
conſfrained to retire, the which Roſicleer ſering, and conſi⸗ 
dering the great perill that might happen vnto them, foz to 
remaine there alone and ſo farre from their companie, pꝛe⸗ 
ſently left Bramarant with whom he did combat, and called 
vnto his friends, who did the like, ſo that in choꝛt ſpace with 
their light and (wilt courſes, they put themſcluggamonglt 
the Greekes, and returning backe in verie gu dꝛder, they 
got into the citie, the which was no griefe vnto the Pagans, 
although the gran Campeon and Bramarant remained ves 
rie angrie and furious, fog that ther could not be reuenged 
on thoſe knightes that dyd ſo much abaſe them, And by 
reaſon; that the night dꝛew on a pace, the Emperour: Aly- 
candro commaunded his Tents. to be pitched, and all 
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that night they had inough fo doe fo difimbarke the reſt of 
the people that came in that fleete. But when that the next. 
moꝛning was come, they might lee all the field of Grecia ſo. 
repleniſhed with barbarous people, that neuer befoze that 
time was ſcene ſo many people in one armie, there was ſo 
many that they could not be numbꝛed, to know how many 
they were, but that they might diſcerne euerie Nation was 
— themſelues, and knowen the one from the other. 
Likewiſe fo ſe the great difference they had the one from 
the other in their tents, the faſhion of their armour, the di⸗ 
uerſtties of ſpeeches, and the contrariefie of their cuſtomes 
and manners, that no man whatſoeuer he were that ſhould 
haue ſerns them, but woulde haue meruailed, and receiued 
great aviniration,the Emperial tent of the Emperour was 
all wzought with gold and ſiluer, full of an infinite number 
of find, pid; gliſtering ſtones, and was ol ſo huge 
bignelte, that a thouſand armed knights might walke ther⸗ 
in. Mithin the ſame tent was the Emperiall ſeate of the 
Emperour, and round about it the ſeates of all the other 
kings his vaſſals,in ſuch oꝛder placed, as it was in the em⸗ 
—— hall of his pallate, and round about the ſame Tent 
placed the tents of the Tartarians and of the Scitas, 

with an infinuf number of tents and pauillions belonging 
dnto them. In like oꝛder was placed the tents of the other 
kings his vaſſals,euerte one in his degree , Theſe Pagans 
were eight daies, and had inough to do fo foztefie their tents 
and trenches, in which time the Greekes gaue no attempt a⸗ 
gainl the Pagans, foꝛ that the Emperour Alycandro dyd 

end and aſked truce of the Emperour Trebatio foz eight 
daies, the which was foz no other thing, but onelie that the 
Grekes might fceelie enter into their campe foz to ſe & diſ⸗ 
terne their mightie power, and ſo they did, foz in the ſpace. 
of that eight daies, the Greekes did no other thing but goe 
and come into the camp and hoaſt of the Pagans,and were 
greatiie amazed to ſe ſo1nany and ſodifferent Nations iop⸗ 
ned together, and ſo confoꝛmable foz fo obey and accompliſh 
the commandement of their Lozd.Likewile in this time the 
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god Emperour Trebatio hearkened to no other thing but 
fo fend to his knights from one place vnto another, in the: 
demand and ſeeking of the knight of the Sunne,and when: 
that he could not heare ante newes by them, he was verie 
fad and ſozrowfull foz the ſame, as well fo the ſuſpition he 
had of ſame niiſfoztune that might happen vnto him, as al⸗ 
fo foꝛ the great lacke of his aide and helpe that they might 
haue in that time of neceſlitie. The Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides 
tikewiſe in the time of theſe eight daies of truce, was infoꝛ⸗ 
med by cerfaine Grakes, how that the knight ofthe Sunng 
was abſent from the Court, and that many dates ſince. 
neuer could heare anie newes of him; foz the which ne wes 
the was meruailouſlie ſad and heanie, foꝛ that ſhe'was de⸗ 
termined to enter info Conſtantinople, that vnder toulour 
to ſpeake with the Empzefle Briana, ſhe might ſe him, who 
was the onelie occaſion of her comming out of her Country; 
and it ſcemed vnto her that in onelie ſ&ing of him, her hart 
ſhould reteiue great comfo2t & eaſe, and ſhe had great hope, 
(onelie fo2 to eſchne the great warres that were oꝛdained as 
gainſt them) that they would thinke it the beſt that he ſhuld 
be her huſband , but when that ſhe ſawe that all fell out 
contrarie fo that 1 which the thought, the beganne a newto 
grieue her ſelfe,and to feele her mil foꝛtune, whereas the Þy- 
Qozie doth leaue her, to tel ar all that happened afterwards. 


Of the great ſuccour that came to the Emperour Trebatio, 
and of a cruell battaile that the Colas * with the

aide and ſyccotir of the Emperour rebas 
tio,with twentie thouſand knightes,of the 
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Conſtantinople,at whoſs comming the Emperour Treba- 
tio receiued as great iop.and pleaſure,as the Emperour A- 
lycandro ſozrow and griefe,foz that thoſe knights came in 
the time of their truce, and his will was fo the contrarie, 
| foz that he would haue giuen them a recompentibus befoꝛs 
their entering into Conſtantinople, but ſtraight waies his 
griete began to double, foz that within one houre after ari⸗ 
ued there the god king Sacridoro with eight thouſand of his 
owne knights,and in his companie came the Pzince Don 
Lucindo, with great deſire lo; to thew the god will that he 
ae bnto Roſicleer, all the which came a ſhoꝛe in the face of 
allthe Manta palled thꝛough the great fleld, and ſo ente⸗ 
red into Conſtantinople, whereas they were receiued of the 
Emperour Trebatio# Roſicleer, with that loue and friend⸗ 
chip as was alwaies betwixt them. Likewiſe the laſt daie 
of the truce lacked not the comming of the gad and valy- 
ant king Florion,and in his companie the wile Lyrgandco 
aud his ſoiine; the ftout Brandizel, who inet with him at 
the Sea, by the induſtrie and wiſedome of the wiſe man, 
and in his conipanie twentie thanſand knights, who came 
o pate the greate debt in the which her was bound vnto 
5 ightol the Hunne, and at their entrie into Conſtan; 
tinople they were receiued of y Emperour and of the Em⸗ 
pꝛelle, as ſuch perſons as they were deſerued who knew not 
how to gratiffe the great paines and frauaile which they 
bad taken, in comming from ſe farre Countries.tofauour, 
Ciccour,and helpe them, Vexre the king Flotion and the wile 
L-yrgandeo began a new foz to declare vnto them,how g in 
what ſoꝛt the young Gentleman of the Sunne was found,

of your father and Countrie, ſheſn your ſelfe nolu as euer 
Heretofoze you haue bene, & let no troubles noꝛ frauailes 
onercome you,no2 wearineſſe enter into pour bones, ſoꝛ ſces 
ing that God hath treated and made you fo valiant & Woꝛ⸗ 
thie, let the honour of vour mightis & valiant attempts aps 
-peare in your high knighthod,and you may wel make this 
account, that if you goe thꝛough with this enterpꝛiſe, you 
hane conquered all the woꝛld from the Oꝛient vnto the De- 
Lidenf(beſide the ſmall companie that is on your part) they 
be all agarn®you, & this much J can tell you of the knight 
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ol the Dun your bꝛother, that ſince his departure frõ hente, 


he hath not bene greatlie at his caſe, foꝛ that he bath paſſed 
greater perils & dangers thi you can paſſe in theſe wars, 
it doth not behone vs to ſpeak any moze of him,fo; 3 of foꝛte 
he muſt paſſe the froubles the which his deſtinie hath oꝛbai⸗ 
ned foꝛ him. Heere did Roſicleer gratiſie very much the wile 
man foꝛ that which he had ſayd vnto him, and after thanks 
giuing, he ſaid, that hauing him on his ſide, there was no⸗ 
ching Þ he did feare. At this inſtant came thether fue 

ſand knights from the kingdome of Theſſaſia, and in their 
tompanie came the faite. Nutene Arquiroſa, 'who'after Þþ 
Lhe vnderſfod that Roſicleer( by whome ſhe recovered her 
kingdome) was ſonne vnto the Emperoꝛ Trebatio;ſhe was 
not content tv ſend fo him of her knightes, but ſhe her ſelfe 
would come in perſon vnto Conftantinople,as wel to its 


Roficleer,as alſo becauſe the hoped to reteiue & take a hüt 


band at his appointment. The Emperoꝛ & Roſicleer thought 
great friendſhip of the comming of this aide, by whom ag 
allo by the Empzefte the Mucene was recetned with great 
honour. All theſe were iopned together in the mightie Citie 
of — SIEY the — found ot the one x 
ab the other 70 C. F wate (iv; ihdulm unf bös; n · if there 
were not oped together ſo man of their avgerſaties,they 
bad ben ſafficient-to haue conquered al the Whole wozld, yet 
was there of the Pagans foure foꝛ one amongſt᷑ thẽ there 


were the mot bzauslt x ſfouteſt giants þ were tobe fund 
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from the Jlands of the fartheſt part of the Ocean ſeas, and 
Bradaman Campeon bꝛought with him two thouſand, that 
he toke out of the Oꝛiental Alands, ſo that all theſe were of 
ſo furious and ſtout a ation, that the E mperour Trebatio 
bad here great neede of the aide and help of almightie God. 
All this aide and ſuctour afoꝛeſaid entered info Conſtanti- 
nople in the face of the Emperour Alycandro and all his, 
wherat he was wonderfull wzathfull,as well foz their com - 
ming to aide their enimies, as alſo foz that they entered in 
the time of their truce, fo that hee and all that were with 
him had great god will foꝛ to diſturbe them of their entrie 
into the Citie, and ſ woꝛe that after their truce was ended, 
if there came anie moꝛe aide & ſuccour, that firſt they would 
put them all vnto the ſ woꝛd, rather than conſent that they 
chould enter into, Conſtantinople, foz that he might better 
deale with them abꝛoade in the field than in the Citie, and 
- from that daie fozwardes the Emperour Alycandro comes 
.manded that there Gould be put ſpies and ſcoutes in all plas 
tes ſoꝛ to aduertiſe them if there tame anie moꝛe ſuccour 
vnto the Gxeckes, the which was no ſmal harme vnto them 
as ſhall he tolde youhereafter in this Pyſtoꝛie) but God 
-whois the authoꝛ of al godneſſe, did ſo oꝛdaine, that by their 
owne ſpies and ſcoutes they.came to pardition x were lol, 
fo2 that b& would not that his Chꝛiſtian people ſhould re- 
£ige ſo much —_— was oꝛdained lo them * herz 
ee 
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battaile vnto his enimies,who were likewiſe inaredineſfe, 
und verie deſirons they dyd abide their tomming, thinking 
it long to ſee them in their tlouches, but in eſpeciall thoſe 
two furious Pagans the gran Campion and BAN 
vnto whome p eight daies of truce ſcemed to be eight ye&res 
atroꝛding vnto the great deſire which the had to be reuen⸗ 
ged on thoſe knights which had ſo ſhaniedfhem in the firſk 
battaile, who ſo ſone as they ſawe anie people begin to 
come foꝛth out of the citie to enter the field, put themſelues 
befoze all the whole armie, fo2 that they would be the firſt 
that ſhould enter into the battaile. So he that tame the foz- 
molt of the Grerkes, was that awd knight Roficleer, and 
next vnto him the ſtoute Oriſtedes, with the god king Sa. 
ctidoro, t with them twentie —_— of Greeke knights, 
who vpon a lodaine did ſet vpon a at buſhment of Pas 
gans that toke the foꝛe frunt of the holf, in the which was 
-moze then foztie thouſdd knights of the Seras t of þ Medos, 
who had foꝛ their captains þ king of Scras,x the king of the 
Medos, both ok the which were young men and verie va⸗ 
Liant knightes, and in their compame came Bradaman and 
Bramarant, in the foꝛe ward, the one mounted bpon his E⸗ 
4ephant,and the other vpon his mightie hoꝛſe, and either of 
them a ſpeare in his hand ſo great, that it ſeemed the mat 
-of a ſhip, who pꝛicked befoze their company,and made great 
hatt tötwarvs the Grekes. Chen came there foꝛth to reteus 
them Roſiclecr and his god companions, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that he 
made his encounter with Bramarant, and the god Tropan 
with the king Sacridoro, made their encounter with Bra- 
daman, ſo that all flue together made ſo ſtrong + mightie 
an encounter, that the noiſe thereof made a terrible ſdund 
thꝛoughout all thoſe bꝛoade and wide fields, as though ſome 
thunder bolt had fallen when their Speares were bzoken, 
they remaining all firme in their ſaddles palled the one by 
the other fozwards, neuer ffated fil! they put themſelues 
in the kate ol their enimtes, and with ſo great furie they ens 
tered amongſt them, that they conered the fields with dead 
knights, and the dult that aroſe into the-aire did ceuer —

the whole hofe that they could ſcarce ler one another; and 
the hoꝛſe ran maſterleſſe about the field which was a ſhow 
how manie-they had ouerthzowne im that their firſt enfrie: 
At this time thoſe two furpous Pagans being ſomewhat 
wery in killing of their aduerſaries, retourned back fo ſeeke 
out them who had iuſted with them, and they ſawe them 
in the mideſt of their aduerſaries s enymies all to berayed 
with blond, kylling and ouerthꝛolbing all that they could 
miete with all , and When they came nighe vnto them, 
Bramarant went againſt Roſicleer, and Bradaman againff 
bis two companions, ſo that betwixt them there began ſuch 
a battaile , that many. y were there dyd leaue of their figh- 
ting,onely-fo behold them, foz that their blowes which they 
did ftrike,div make them all to wondex, and chere was no 
man that did behold them, but receiued great feare & dꝛead. 
Beret in this conflict might be ſcene how neceCarie is the 
armour, vnto god knights, ſuch as are made and foꝛged by 
maiſters of Arte Magicke, fax if they were not fo2ged, with 
their compoſitions & ſubiections,acco2ding vnto Arte, then 
were the belt knightes in all the woꝛlde as readie and as 
ſubiect to be clouen in pᷣ middeſt vnto their waſts, by þ ter⸗ 
rible blowes of theſe manſters, as any other ſimple waetch 
andfeble perſon, foz-whan their armour is not gad,many 

times in the bzeaking they loſe an arme and lome othe 
iopnt, oꝛ receiue ſome great wound, whan that at all fincs. 
at their neꝛde they ſhall nat ſinde a'Surgeon fo cure © heale 
them.Therefoze ſuchas were god knights in thoſe. dapcs, 
and deſired fo put themſelues in mightie perills a dangers, 
did moꝛe pꝛorure to get their armour made by arte, iben to 
get a kingedame aud in this ſoꝛt they did defend them lelues 
the one from the other,aſſuring their owne perſong in uch 
 ſozt, that all the condition of their battailes did depend in 
their great foꝛce and fregth,and i in him that moſt mighte⸗ 
lv and, woztbely with dexferitie did ſtrike and deliuer bis 
| blowes: . So that in this conflict , although the. blovics of 
Bromararit were wouderfall and terrible, pet dpd. Roſicleer 
kecęiue & abide thom on the fineneſſe of his armaur, which 
were 
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were of the beſt that was in ell the whole wozld: likewifa -

in the valiantneſſe of his courage, which was not onely foz 
fo make reſtſtance againſt that furious Pagan, but alſo he 
did ſo furionfly and ſo ffrongly charge him with his blowes, 
that many times he made him aſtonied and to ſ weat dzops 
of blond, fo2 that of trueth Bramarant thought befoze hes 
made a p2ofe of this knight, that in all ſhe heauens and vp» 
pon the earth, there was not fo be formd one that durſt a- 
byde his impoztunate furie, where with he reteiued ſo great 
courage and anger, that with an infernall ſtomacke he re⸗ 
doubled his blowes againſt the ſtrong & wozthie Roſicleer, 


in ſuch ſozt that his owne fleſh and bones dyd ake, & it ſee⸗ 


med that the other was all on fyer, with the great quanti⸗ 
tie of ſparkes that he made tlie out of his fine ſoꝛged armoz, 
Likewiſe, was no leſſe rigozous, the bꝛaue x out battaile 
the which Bradaman Campion, had with the two valianf 
knights, fo2 that the Gran Campion, next vnto his ſonne 
Bramarant, was the moſf mightieft and ſtrongeſt that was 
in all the whole Dzienf, whoine the ſtout Troyan and the 
vali; mar Sacridoro, together, dyd ſo ſtronglie charge 
with their blowes , that if could not be better executed, if 
that he hadde bene aſſanfed by the two wozthte Troyans, 
Hector, and Troylus , In this ſozt was theſe two ſo ſtoute 
captains matched with their contraries,+ the other knights 
and fouldfers did all that ener they could fo} fodziue theyz 
enimies out of the field, but by reafon that on the Pagans 
part, there was that ſfont and valiant knight Rodaran,the 


Ring ol Media, att the King of Scras, and on the contrarie 


part, there was none foz to make reũiſtante vnto thole, they 
made great flaughter vpon the Oreekes,by reaſon whereof, 
as alſo foz that there were twiſe ſo many of the Pagans as 
they were, they began to retyze, & to loſe ground, the which 


being perceiued by the Emperour Trebatio, he would not 


detaine himſelfe any longer in the Citie, but taking in his 


companie thoſe high and mightie Pzinces. the king Florion 


and Brandizel his ſonne, the Tartarian Zoylo,Bargandel, 
t Liriamcadro,with Don Lucindo, x other mightie — 
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and knights the 1 molt pzincipal of all his court, he iſtued ont 
of the citie, and had with him thirtie thouſand knights ve- 
rie god and choſen men, and ſo entred into þ. batfaile with 
great furie, deuiding themſelues into two parts, that what 
With killing, wounding, and flaying,they oppꝛelled ſo much 
their enimies, that they foꝛced the Pag ans to retyze into 
their trenches, whereas the Greekes in i following 0 them, 
onerthzew many tents, but ftraight waies ther came foꝛth 
againlt them moze then fiftie thouſande Pagans with vas. 
liant and ſtout capfaines , t made their xjcounter with the 
other that came vppon them a freſh, in ſu  (ozfe, "oe the the. 
battaile was renewedand waxed verie bloudie, Here was. 
to be ſcene. þ great meruaiſes done by the Emperour Fre- 
| atio, in diſtroping and killing all that was befoze him, ſoꝛ i 

ſome he tut a ſunder in the middeſt, and other their armes, 
and other their heads, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that who ſoeper had ſene 
him with that impetious furis, they could not haue iudged 
bim, but to be either his ſanns Roſicleer, oz þ knight of the 

Sunne, and in his mightie Hxdes,he did demonſtrate, that 
there was not a Chiflian pzince that with moꝛe realon did 
delerns to beare the name to be fatherof ſo excelent ſonnes. 
Be did not content himſelfe to kil c destroy meane knights, 
hut di | captaines, knowing them 
by the richneſſe of their armour, he would aſſalt 8 
king rekoning, that in onertomming them, he querlayed the. = 
whole ſtate and fo2ce of the battaile, and there with he met - 
with the king of the Seras , and knowing him, by a riche 
crowne of Gold and pꝛecions ſtones which he had vpon his 
belmeshe tale a ſpeare from one of his knights, and tanne 
at Him therewith, making his encounter in the middeſt of 
bis hꝛeſt, that the ſpeatFpcarſed thzough his bodie, and he 
tell dead to the ground, this being done he made an other 
encounter againlt the king of the Balibotros (who receiued 
little benelit of his thirtie thouſand knights, and eight thou⸗ 
tand Elephants, which he b2ought out of his canntrie) foz- 
that at one thꝛuſt with a ſpeare , his heart was clouen a 
ſynders and the head appeared all bloudie at his backe, and

he tumbled to the ground: likewiſe with another blows 
with his ſ woꝛd he cloue the head of another king of the Ni- 
dias, which had his hralme moze furniſhed with golde and 
pꝛecious ſtones; than of ſtrength. Jn this ſoꝛt he paſſed into 
the battaile doing ſuch mernailes, that whereas he paſſed, 
they all made him rome and gaue waie. Then the Empe⸗ 
rour Ahcandro ho ſaw allthat paſſed from his triumphant 
Chariat, ſayd vntd many kings that were with him. Mith⸗ 
out all doubt this is the knight ol the Sun, and new came 
into the batfaile;and of truth his power is verie great, and 
he would giue hs the repulſe, if there were not ſoinfinit a 
number ot knights in this my armie to make reũſtaunte. 
Tarrie a while (ſayd the olde king of Gedroſii) Tos that is 
not the knight of the Sun as vou do ſaie, but it ia the Em-. 
perour Trebatio his Father, who when that he himſelſe in 
the middeſt betwixt his ſonnes, ann Accompanied with that 
khuſhments of knights which now are with him, he wil net 
feare all the whole wozld,if then were alt together again 
him. At this time who ſo had ſcone the greatiflaughterwhich 
that valiant Florion 4 his ſonne Brandizel did, aa alſo the 
Pꝛince Clauerindo with the Tartarian Zdylo, and ali the 
other pzecioug and wozthie knights, ſurely they would haue 
ſaine, that by experiente of the great laughter which they 
did, thep had den ſufficient to haue deſtroted a great armie, 
that although the Pagans were almoſt twice io man as 
they were, yet by their occaſis thep lot continualiy ground, 
and if there had not betic amongſt them one Bradaman and 
one Bramarant that did incourage them, they ſhoulde haue 
had inough to doe ta haue defended themſelues from them 
with inhom they were ſa earneſt in battai le withal, foꝛ that 
it was gd two houres ſince they ſirſt began fight, and at 
that time there was no moꝛe aduantage to be thowen thay 
at their firſt beginning, at the which theſe bꝛaue Pagans 
were ſo furious, that it ſeemed that they thꝛew out ſmoake 
from the beaucrs of their healmes, and beeing verie-deſf- 
-rous to ſatiſfle their hungrie wzath with the bloud of the 
n leaue Roſicleer _ whome he a 
4+ , com 
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combaf, and like a dinell of hell hee put himſelfe info the 
hattaile, deſtroping and killing all that euer he met with, 
ſo that befoze him her made a bzoade lane, and ſayd within 
pimſelſe, that Roſicleer was verie valiant and ſtrong, and 
could not belcene that the knight of the Sunne had ſo much 
ſtrength but yet if that he might haue him in place where- 
as they might haue moze rome, and time foz to ſiniſh their 
' combat,h& would be wholie renenged of him accozding vn⸗ 
to his will and defire.:Likewiſe at that time Bradaman his 
Father, with his ſ woꝛd in both his hands ſtroke ſo ſtrong 
a blow at the god Troyan vpon his helme, that being all 
amazed and from himſelfe, his hozſe carried him round a- 
out. the field; and turning himſelfe about, her ſtroke ano- 
ther blow at the king Sacridoro, that he fell backwardes 
pon his hozle crouper,and had fallen to the ground, it that 
be had not birne ſuccoured by the Greekes,and without ma⸗ 
king anie moze account of them, h& put himſelfe into the 
battaile after his ſonne, and beeing both together, they made 
ſu great laughter, that all did ſlie from that part whereas 
they went. It dyd not much grieue Roſicleer noz his tom- 
panions to ſe themſelues ſeparated from thoſe diuells, yet 
with great furie they put themſelues into the battaile, kil⸗ 
Ling and ouerthꝛowing all that euer came into their waie, 
in ſuch ſoꝛte, that it went enill with a great number, foz 
that they were ſeparated from the battaile which they had 
With thoſe ſtout Pagans. 1. ff 
At this lime the Emperour Trebatio met with that 
ſtrong knight Rodaran king of Arabia, and knowing him 
:by the demee of his armour, with greate anger that bee had 
-atainlÞ him foz: the treaſon he bſed, h# made. fowardes 
him, (and foꝛ that Rodaran was one of the valianteſt Pa- 
ans that was in all the whole arinie) it was the occaſion 
that betwixt them there began a ſtout and b2ane battaile, 
that many had inough to doe to behold them, and the reſt of 
the daie was almoſt ſpent befoze that they were parted a- 
- under and ſoz becauſe there were at that pꝛeſent in the 
- -battayte few pzincipall Knightes in parte of the Pagans, 
ACEC 3 | and 
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and on the Emperour Trebatio his five there were a great 
munber, and it ſeemed vnto the Pagans that the Greekes 
got much ground on them. The Emperour Alicandro 
ſcraight waies tcommaunded the two thouſand Gpantes of 
Bradaman fv to enter info the battaile, who obeied his com⸗ 
mandement with ſo great impetuoſitie and furie, that ma⸗ 
ny of their aduerſaries they flew and oue ithꝛew vnto the 
ground. At this pꝛeſent were to be ſeene the great meruailes, 
done by Rolicleer,and by all the other wozthie Pzinces and 
knightes, who being ioyned together with the number of 
one thouſand of their knightes, did put themſelues to makes. 
reſiſtance againſt all thole Gyants, and with their ſtrong 
and wozthy armes did reſiſt that i companie, who 
were ſufficient to put them all to flight. Pere did the tout 
Oriſtedes verie well ſhew his manhode, and the valiant # 
wozthie Claverindo,the Tartarian Zoilo,and the king Sa- 
eridoro, the Pꝛinte Don Lucindo, Liriamandro, g Bargan- 
del, the king Alamades, Rodamarte & Redafeo, euerie one of 
theſe did ſo much, that the reader thereof map toniecture of 
their great bountie, but yet in the end by reaſon that the Þas 
gans were double as many as they, and againe thoſe fwa 
dineils the Father and the ſonne, againſt whom there was 
fall refiſfance to be made, ſoꝛ that thele woꝛthie and eſtee⸗ 
med knights of Grecia had inough to doe to make reſiſtante 
againſt the giants of Campion, which was the occaſion that 
all his people when the night dꝛew on began to retire and 
to loſe ground a little and little, the which being conũdered 
of by the Emperour Trebatio, and fearing the great perill 
that might happen bnto his people, he ſ#de vnto Rodaran, 
that if he thought god fo leaue off their battaile 2 contenti⸗ 
on vntill the next daie, foꝛ that as then it was verie late, he 
would. Then Rodaran hauing that offer, as one Þ deſired no 
other thing, withdꝛew himſelfe, z the Cmpercur perteiuing 
the night at hand, blew a rich haꝛne of Juozie that her had 
at his neck, the which being knowen by his people, they be⸗ 
gan to withdꝛaw themſelues and to retire towards the Cis 
tie, the like did the Pagans retire towardes their trenches, 
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ſaving onelie Biadaman and Bramarant his ſonne, iwho was 
ſo fleſhed in killing and ſlaping and ſhedding of bloud, that 
her followed the Greekes almoſt vntv the Citte befoze they 
would retire, neither at that time woulde they haue refur- 
ned, but that the valiant Roſicleer with all thoſe wozthie 
knights returned vpon them, ſo that betwirt them there be⸗ 
can a terrible and crnelt battaile, fo: that Bran:arant ſtroke 
ſuth crueli blowes at the ſtout Oriſtedesand the Tartarian 
Zoylo, that with two alonelie ffrokes he amazed and lefte 
them without remembꝛaunce, and made the bloud to gulh 
nut at their months and noſes, at which ſeaſon came Bran- 
quel and ſtroke him ſuch an ouerthwart blowe vppon his 
heatie,that he depzined him of his ſight, made him ſome⸗ 
what aſtonied, but Brandizel departed not boaſting of this 
blow, foz that Bramarant turning himſelſe about with his 
Cwozd in both his handes ſo ſaluted him, that he Had fallen 
to the ground if that be had not embꝛaced himſelfe with his 
hozſe necke. | 
* Fn like manner Bradaman intreated the ttrong Florion 
and Clauerindo, foʒ that af two blowes he left them with- 
out remembzance,at which inſtant came Roſicleer with the 
Emperoꝛ T rebatio,and with them the king Sacridoro, 
t in ſuch ſoꝛt they began to deale their blowes vpon' thoſe 
furious Pagans and knights that were in their companie, 
that it ſe&med to be no other thing but a Smiths foꝛge, foz 
that the great noiſe of their blowes were heard thꝛoughout 
the whole armie, and although it was night, pet there repai⸗ 
red an infinif nuniber of Pagans to aide and help them, but 
- vet foz all that they would not abide, ſ&ing how ſtronglie 
they were aſſaulted and laide on, vppon a ſodaine they ſet 
ſpurs vnto their mightie hoꝛſe and Elephant, and ranne 
though the rout of knights like a whirle winde, and went 
towards their owne tampe as diuells that came new out of 
hell, meeting by the waie moze than one hundꝛeth thouſand 
Pagans that came to helpe them, and being night, they all 
refourned vnto their trenches together, but Bramarant was 
ſo farre out of charitie and angrie becauſc that one 
1 alone 
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alone knight had almolt all that dais e thy leid as 
gainſt him, that he would not tome in the pꝛeſenee if ths . 
Emperour Alycandro, till ſuch time as hee in-perſon came 
vnto his tent, and taking both father x ſonne dy the 
pe carried them both vnto his tent, wherkas ho deo chem 
much honour as vnto his owne perlon ,-and:pzayſed verts 
much the meruailous d&ds the Which he vin chat daten be⸗ 
cauſe he would giue them contentment, foꝛ that in the great 
fozce and ſtrength of thele two, the Emperour had better 
confidence than in all the kings ang Captains ether in 
all his whole armie. The ſame hee did (neitofofup- 
per in his Emperiall Tent, ali the mott pzincipall amongſt 
them, whereas they were together with great iop, pleaſure, 
and paſtimes, although it grieued them verie much the 
death of their kings which the Emperour Trebatio flew, 
and there was not one amongſt them all that 185 ſo har⸗ 
die as to-p2aile the high dades' of 
were done by Rolicleer, ths Emperour rel the 
other wozthie knightes their aduerfaries-(- of ——— 
were greatlie amazed) ſoʒ that they would en 
caſton of anger vnto Bradaman and Bramarant that welt 
pꝛoſent, who in the time that they were at ſupper ſo frow⸗ 
ned, and ſhe od ſo ill fauoured a countenance efierce ſem⸗ 
blante, that it canſed feare in all them that vis behold them. 
At this time the Greekes were entered info the Citie, 
and being all lodged, euerie one atcoꝛding vnto his calling, 
they all ſupped with the Emperour in his mightie pallace, 
whereas they had inough foz to declare of the mightiepow- 
er of the two Pagans, and of the wonders which they dyd 
in the battaile, which was the occaſton that of nety they felt 
the lacke of the knight of the Dunne, in ſaying, that he and 
his bꝛother Roſicleer were ſuffitient fo2 to inake reſiſtante 
againſt thoſe furious beaſts, who had made ſo great ſlaugh⸗

her and a damlell that knew all her ſecrets, and tarried them 
awaie, and trauailed ſo much the ſame night, that uhen 
the daie came, they had put themſelneg'verte larre intu the 
wilderneſle of Grecia, whereas they tvere ſure not ta be 
found, by reaſon that it was (a great, and ſo thicke ot trees 
in many places. At their departure ſh& left a Letter in her 
Chamber, dedicated vnto the Queene her mother, wherein 
the gaue her to vnderſtand the effect of their doings, reque⸗ 
ſting her to thinke well thereof, becauſe ſhe had choſen and 
taken foꝛ her hul band the moſt high and mightieſt Pzincs 
in all the wozld . At the which ght the Qutene receiued 
great griefe, vet in the end ſhe did comfozf her ſelfe, fo2 that 
her daughter did not loſe ame benour in the doing of the

Conſtantinople; the Emperour T rebatis had advertiſement 
of the ſame; Who ſeeing that almoſt all the whole woꝛlde 
was rifen vp againſt him, he pꝛaied vnto God to be his aide 
and ſuccour, and that he would not permit that in ſuch ſoꝛt 
the Ch:iltian Countrie ſhould be veſtroied. Then the gad 
knight'Roſicleer ſeing his Father in ſo great diſtreſſe, and 
he himfelfe verie deſtrous to knowe what people they were 
that were come from great Britaine, he went fozth of the 
Citie all armed with new armour, which was bꝛought and 
giyen him by the wiſe Lirgandeo, mounted on a verie gad 
hozle, with his ſpeare in his hand,alonelie with one Squire 
which did bears him rompanie,and went towards the hoaſt 
of the king Olucrio,4-when he tame within a mile wherc- 
as they laie, he went vppon a little mountaine which was 
nigh vnto the high wate,from the which by reaſon that they 
marched fo2 wards vpon plaine ground, he might frõ thence

£ great and inſinite a number of knightes;that with their 
belpe the Emperour Trebatio will verie Goztlie dziue all 
the Pagans out of his Countrie. 
The king Antipatro was verie glad to ſer himſelle at li- 
bertie,foz that he thought verily he would haus carried him 
awaie pꝛiſoner. o wilhout determining of himſelte anie 
longer, her twke his leaue of Roſicleer, and mounting vp⸗ 
pon his hoꝛſe, with all the ſpade poſſible he could, he retur⸗ 
ned vnto his companie, and comming befoze the Emperour 
Alxcandro (_who was in his tent with a great number of

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This being dons , the Emperour would not ozdaine ante 
moꝛe battailes, foz that thoſe which were oꝛdained, ſerued 
fafficient fo: to maintaine the battaile all that dae: and 
being in a readinefſe,they remained, waiting till ſuch time 
as they did appeare in ſight with their Enſignes, foz to (ef 
vpon them, thinking them to be their enimies. 

Now lette vs declare what Roſicleer did in the meane 
time, who was verie defirons to goe fozwards with his 
pꝛetente, after that he had made the confencion with the 
king Antipatro, he ſtraight waies aſcended vp againe that 
mountaine whereas he was befoze , he had not bene long 
there, when that he deſconered fo come from that great ar⸗ 
mie of the king Oliuerio foure-knights in maner of poſtes, 
who came befoze The relt-fo} fo diſtouer the enimie ; but 
when he ſaw them ſomewhat farre of from the armie, and 
nigh vnto the place where as he was, he deſcended from the 
mountaine,and put himſelfe in the high way, and trauailed 
fozwards til ſuch time as he met with them, ioho ſeeing him 
they went towards him, and demaunded of him if he were 
of that countr io, am ſaide he, but wherefoze do pou aſks 
me this queſtion, we doe aſke ther this (ſaid one of them) 
foʒ to know how manie miles it is from hence vnto Cone 
ſtantinople, and to know in what eſtate remaines the Ems 
perour Trebatio, where he hath aduiſe of our comming oꝛ 
not, therefoze knight aduertiſe vs the trueth thereof, if thou 
wilt not be our pꝛiſoner. To whome Roſicleer àunſ wert 
and ſaide, as followeth. | 

Ok tructh J am very well content fo cortiffe you of this 
that you doe demaund of mee, foz that it is not a thing de⸗ 
greffing from knighthod, bat that 3 may verie well do if 


without anie compulſion : You ſhall vnderſtand that from 


this place vnta Conſtantinople , you haue two miles, and 
touching the effate of the Emperonr, know of tructthat 
he is all in a redineſſe and farrying your comming in the 
field, with no leſſe mightie and puiſſant an armie, then this 
which pour Lozd the King Ohaerio, doth bzing with him, 


and be yon aſſured of this, that when you ſhall come nigh 
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within a mile of the.citie al Conſtantmople, he will mee 
with yon in the way with all his people, and giue you a ve- 
rie terrible and rigoꝛous battaile. The foure knights were 
hag — amazed at this which Roſicleer had told them, 
that ther thought verely that the Gmperonr had not 
in ſo great readjneſſe , and without any moze wozdes 
they left him, and returned from whence they came,fo2 to 
giue aduice vato the king, bow that his enimies were in 
a redineſſe and would meete him in the way and gine him 
So when Hey came befoze him, and gaue him to 
bnderffand of all that had paſſed , he ſtraight. waies com⸗ 
maunded to put all his owne armie in a revineſle , foz as 
they were gallant and well armed knights, it was a iolie 
thing to behold : he made then repetition of his armie, and 
deuided them in foure parts, the foꝛefront he gaue vnto the 
gonernemet of the two knights of Spatne, being bꝛethꝛen, 
and were of the pꝛincipali houſe of the Godos, they were 
very, valiant, the one of them was called Don Claros, 
and the other Arcalus, and there comming vnta theſe wars 
ongly.fo2 to p:ove themſelues, and giue to vnderſtand vn⸗ 
to the world, their great valour. 

Thoſe two carryed with them foxie thouſand knights, 
twentie thouſand of them were of Spaine, and the other 
twentie thouſand of Don Siluerio, and in their companie 
went to the number of-fwentie knights of the Godos, who 
did not a little in this battaile. Che ſecond battaile was gi⸗ 
uen vnto the gouernement of Don Silucrio, with otter fo2s 
tie thouſand knights, and with him went the Pzinces of 
England, Jreland,x Srotland: the third battaile had a pꝛin⸗ 
tipall knight ol Hungaria, with all p knights of that kings 
dome. And the fourth and rere ward, the king had, with all 
the high Princes of his kingdome, and the reſt of all the 
people that remained. When that they were all diuided 
and ſeperated in foure battailes, and in god oꝛder and rea⸗ 
dineſſe, they began to march fo werds by little and little, 
e-one parte, as of 
ne 0 the bat⸗ 

taile, 
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tzile, and hating aduite of the ſame ; they marched on the 
faſter , till ſuch time as the fozewards of either part, was 
within a trol bow ſhot, the one from the other, which might 
be about two of the clocke in the after none; All this time 
was Roſicleer beholding what paſſed, vpon a littell hill, 
where at he reteued great contentment, thinking the tyme 
long foſce them together by the eares in battaile, his deſire 
was not long delated, foz as thoſe two furious Pagans, 
Bradaman and 3 came befo2e all the reſt, thinking 
the time long to [ee themſelues amongſt their enimies, they 
p:efſed fozwards towards them with: ſo great furie, that it 
ſemed the earth to ſhake , And althouxh their furidus coim⸗ 
tenannces was ſufficient to put in feare anie: god knight 
that did behold thein, pet thoſe two valiant brothers, Don 
Claros and Arcalus, putting themſclaes befoze all their 
companie, went: fozth to mette them, and in the: face of bath 


man, who did'enconnter with Don.Clatos,loff bigfiirrups 
and declined ſome what vpon his Elephant, and Dan Clay 
ros embꝛaled himſelſe with his hoꝛſe necke, and ſpurring 
fozwards his hoꝛſe, he ſetled himſelle againe,# paſſed foz⸗ 


wards withont falling Bramaraut was encountered: by 


Arcalus vpo the: vzzar of his helme that the. fparkes of 
flier flew/out in great abundance, and being halle amazed 
with that blow, it made him to lofe his I he 
made with fis adaerſarie. 

DO in this loꝛte they paſſed d all foure of them, without 
any falling. the two:brethzen were highly commended by 
Roſicleer, that: dyd with great contentment beholde them. 
and allo of the Pagans that were there pꝛeſent, foz thut 
they had made ſo ffrong and valiant reũſtante againſt the 


furie of thoſe two Pahans , the which: fell out euell, foz a 


— number, the little p:ofit that they had by this entonu⸗ 

ter: foꝛ being full of great courage, and encented with ans 
ger, in a ſhont ſpace they furniſhed the wide and bzoade 
fietdes:full of dead bodies of their enimies, not ſparing any. 


be i ae _ * bloud aan, | 


armies,they made their encounters vorie ſtrong ly, Brada- 
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deffruction they made on fheir aduerſaries, and in ſuch ſozt 
they beſturred themſelues amonglt them, that all that did 
ſee them indged them to be diuelles of hell, foz that they cut 
knights aſunder in the waſt , flaſhing and cutting all that 
euer they could reach, and ſome they cloue from the head 
downe vnto the girdell, with the which their aduerſaries 
receiaed ſo great feare,that they fled befoze them as ſheepe 
befoze wolues, on the contrarie part the two bzethzen dyd 
ſuch maruailes and wonders vpon the Paganes, that their 
derdes were to be noted that day: therewithal the firſt two 
battailes were ioyned together, which was as gallant a 
fight to be ſ&ne as ener was , the bꝛauerie of the knightes 
Was ſuch , fo2 that in the fozefront came the twelue kinges 
Giantes, with the two thouſand that came with them from 
their Jlands, againff whome there went to receiue them, 
twelue knights ol the Godos, who ſeeing them (o great and 
huge vpon the Elephants, made their encounter in ſuch ſoꝛt, 
that the one and the other were ouerthꝛolwen to the ground: 
like wiſe, all þ reſt made their encounters, ſo that in a mo⸗ 
ment, chere were moze then ten thouſand ouerthꝛowen, and 
their hozſes roming about the fielde, fighting one with an 
other, ſo that betwirt them there was a new battaile be- 
gunne: here in this conflict, did the knights of Spaine ſhow 
their great valour, foz that there was none ſhaft did make 
their refiſtance with ſo great fozce againſt thoſe Gpants, 
killing ſome of them, and reccuing their owne deathes with 
great courage. In this battaile Don Claros flew one of the 
twelue knights of Bradaman, with a ſpeare that he thzuſf 
— thzough his bodie, with a fozcible and ſtrong 

And Arcalus flewe: an other with the ſtrength of his 
arme, in-fozmenting him with his terrible blowes vppon 
the head, which was the occaſion that they were in great 
perill of death, if that the valiaunt knights of @paine had 
not come in time to haue fuccozed: them, ſoz. chat a great 
number of thoſe monffers had compaſed them about, who 
were mightfis and verie krong , lo that thoſe two valiant 
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dꝛetheren ſhould enill haue eſcaped their hands, but being 
iopned together their battaile was moꝛe equall then befoze 
and better fought : pet all dyd pꝛoũt verye little the Chꝛi⸗ 
ffians fo2 the getting of the fleld, foꝛ that the buſhment of 
thoſe Ozientall Gyants , made ſo great laughter amongſt 
them, that they were not able to make any reſiſtance, but to 
receiue truel death. On the other ide was thoſe infernal pa⸗ 
gans, father & ſonne Bradaman ànd Bramarant killing and 
laying with great crueltie, all that euer they could reach 
with their woꝛds, they made ſo great deſtruct ion, that it 
ſeemed there were not people enough in p campe foz to hold 
them play that daye, which was the octallon that within 
halle an houre after that the battaile was begon, the Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtians began ta loſe ground, and fo rotyꝛe towards their ar⸗ 
mie, and in ſome place they were not content to retpꝛe lit⸗ 
tle and little, but turned their backes and ranne awap all 
that euer they could, in eſpecial, thore whereas. was Brada- 
man and Bramarant andthe reſt of the other Gpants, who. 
were ſufficient foꝛ to deſtroy a whole armie . Then =_ 
that Don Siluario ſawe that the Chꝛiſtians loſt ground, he 
ſtraight waies commannded 5 alt thoſe. of his charge ſhould 
march foꝛwards, who ſtraight waics with great fierceneſſe 
put themſelues into the battaile, at whoſe entrie, many of 
the Pagans loſt their lines , and the Chꝛiſtians began to 
get ground againe : but ſraight waies that mightie knight. 
Rodaran, and the king of Media, andthe other kings that 
were with him, put themſelues foꝛwards with their peo⸗ 
ple, and when they came vnto the battaile (by reaſon that 
they were fo many,and their captaines ſo valiant) they did 
make great Caughter vpon their enimies, and to conclude, 
the power ol their enimies was ſo great, that they made the 
Chziftians fo runne awaye almòſt round about the fielde, 
in ſuch ſozt,that the valiant knights of Spaine, could not 
ſuccour them,fo2 that they were encloſcd in battailing with. 
the Gyants, and had enough to doe tc defende themſelues 
from them. Then ſtraight vpon that, came in the knights ol 
Vungaris, at whoſe entrie, the bt was renewed — 
ili. ; es

egan to get ground, and had put them to the foyle, if that 

— cid armie of the Pagans had not ſtepped fozwards, 
in the which came that woꝛthie pꝛince Meridian „ and the 
font knight Brandimardo, who entred info p battaile with 
fo great furie, that that day was wonderfull vnto the Chats 
fians,and knew not how and in what ſozf the Emperour 
Trebatio, ſhould han# ſw grata power of knights and gy⸗ 
ants, ercept they ſhould chme out of Perfia , foz that they 
knew and bnderltode, that all that countrie were in great 
friendſhip — the knight of the Sunne, and manie there 
were that repented theniſelues of their comming into Gre⸗ 
a eh — Don Siluerio,when he ſaw ſo great deſtruc⸗ 
tion among His men, and the field ſo full of dead bodies, 
the teares fell from bis eyes, with the great ſozow E griefe 
which he received at his heart, and accuſed himlelfe of the 
errill counſell which he gane vnto the king Oliuero , 

When that two howers was palled ſince the beginning 
of the batfaile, all the people of his part began to refire, foz 
that they could not ſuffer the great furie of the Pagans, ſo 
ſhat ot verie foꝛte and neceſſifie, if did accompliſh the king 
Olmerio,'fo enter into battaile with all thoſe knights that 
remained on his charge, who weremanie in number, and 
verie god And although the Pagans were Lozdes of the 
field, vet at their comming they loft all that euer they had 
got befoze,and the battaile renewed and better fought,and 
the field ſo fall of dead bodies, that the lining eonld ſcarce 
paſſe fo2 them. 

Here was fo be noted, the dineliſhneſſe of Bramarant, 
and his father, and the high knighthod of Meridian, and of 
Brandimardo,and of that ſtout knight Rodaran, and of the 
king of Media, that it might be ſaive they were ſepulchzes 
vnto the Chꝛiſtians: which was not a litle griefe vnto Ro⸗ 
ſicleer, (who from that little hill did behold all that paſſed) 
fo2 to ſ& ſo much Chꝛiſtian bloud ſo ſpilt and ſhed , with 
thoſe heatheniſh Pagans, although he thought all might 
be well ſuffered, foz to eſchue a greater inconuenience that 
(vnto the contrarie) might happen vnto 1 
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To conclude, the day paſſed awaie, and there remained no 
moꝛe but one houre of the Sunne ſetting, when that the 
battaile was in equall ſozte , and the one got no ground of 
the other, but followevtheir entrefſe , the one killing the 
other, without all pittie, at which time the fourth armie of 
the Pagans entred, which wers many in number, and en⸗ 
fred with ſo great furie into the battaile, that thoſe of the 
king Oliuerio, not being able to ſuffer their foꝛce, began to 
{ole ground: The which being perteiued by Roſielcer, that 
by no meanes they could not, but be ouercome and diſper⸗ 
ſed, (as one that was a god knight + verie pittifull) would 
vſe charitie with them, foz that the king Oliuerio, was Fas 
ther vnto the pꝛinceſſe Oliuia, as alſo foz fo ſaue the lines 
of ſo many Chꝛiſtians, which loked foz no other but death 
that daie, and hauing befoꝛe ſent aduice of all that had paſs 
ſed vnto the Emperour Trebatio, by his page, he then deſ⸗ 
cended from that hill, and ſo faſt as his hozſe could runne, 
be went vnto Conſtantinople, whereas he found the Em- 
perour his father, with all his knights in a readineſſe to goe 
fonth, if ne de ſhould require. And at his comming thether, 

he declared vnto him in what point and eſfate the battaile 
remained, and in the ende he ſaide, that conſidering in how 
much he was bound vnto the king Oliuerio, and the great 
loue that he bare vnto thoſe ch2iſtians that tame with him, 
dyd conſtraine him that with all the power poſſible that he 
could make, foꝛ to goc and ſuccour him, foz to ſaue the king 
Oliuerio from death, and a great number of valiant and 
wozthie knights that were at the point to be ſlaine. Then 
the Emperour who was no leſſe endued with excelent ver⸗ 
tues then his ſonne, aun wered him as followeth. a 
That be ſhould oꝛdaine and doe all at his owne will and 
pleaſure , foz that therein he ſhould receiue great content⸗ 
. t. 

"At which woꝛds Liriamandro, Bargandel, and the King 
Alamades, were verie glad # iopful, foz 1 whatſoever damage 
oꝛ harme ſhould happen vnto king Oliuerio,theuld be great 
ſo;ow and d grieſs vnto bim and * all pꝛaiſe ? wa 
| * | _— 
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atow the great courage-of Roſicker, Then Traight waies 
and in great halt, iſſued out of the citie the Emperour Tre. 


batio, and carryed in his companie all that valiant crue ok 


knights, with thirtie thouſand other knights, all Greekes, 
galopping with their hozfes,keping very god aray and oꝛ⸗ 
der, they tame into the fie! de whereas the battaile was, and 
when they ſaw that all the campe of the king Olmerio wer 
Dilperfed and out of all ozder and aray, running ſome one 
wap, ond ſome an other wap, and alli thoſe wozthy pꝛinces 
of the whole hoaſt, were compaſſed round about with they 
enimies, and put in great ieoperdie, and at the point fo2 to 
loſe their liues, without any hope of ayde and ſaccour fo: 
fo deliuer them. Af which time the Emperour Trebitio, 
r all thoſe valiant knights that came with him, with great 
furie and fozce, put themſelues in the middeſt amongſt the 
Pagans,that again the whole field-was conered with dead 
bodies, and it ſeemed that all the furie of the woꝛld came 
there together, foꝛ on the one part went Roſicleer, the king 
Sacridoro, the Tartarian Zoylo, Bargandel, Liriamandro, 
and other valiant and wozthie knights, that all they found 
befoze them, they flew and onerthzew to the ground:and on 


the other ſide went the god Emperour Trebatio,and with 


him the ſtout Florion , the Pzince Brandizel, Clauerindo, 
and the baliant and ſtrong Oriſtedes, and the god knight 
Flamides, making ſo great ſlaughter on their enimies, that 
they were all dyed in bloud. And the deſire which the god 
knicchf Roſicleer, had to kill Pagans, that they which were 
with him, were not able to kepe him companie, but all a⸗ 
lone he pꝛeſſed fo: wards and put himſelfe amongſt his eni⸗ 
mies, doing ſuch wonders, that ther was not one that could 


reſiſt him. And as he pꝛeſſed thus foꝛ wards, he came where 


as he ſaw a great number of Pagan knights gathered to⸗ 
gether in maner of a ring, and had in the middeſt among 
them, fine knights all on fote , verie valiantly defending 
thomſelues with their woꝛds in their hands, but their ad⸗ 
uerſaries were ſo manie that charged them, that befoze his 
Face, thz&-of thoſe knights fell downe vnto the ground, as 


though _ 
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though they had bene dead, and the other two were ſo weas 


rie, that their deathes were at hand. And as he dzewnigh 
vnto them, he ſaw that one of the two knights that defens 
ded themſelues was the king Oliuerio, and the other Don 
Siluerio, whome he might very wel know by their armour, 


and tokens which they had, when he ſaw them ſirſt enter 


into the battaile , and thoſs who had compaſſed them about 
was the king ol Bartos, and the king of the Arrianos, and 


had crownes of golde vpon their healmes, with moze then 


fiftte knights that were about thoſe two knights, and none 


nigh foꝛ fo ſuccour and take their parts. The which being 


ſeene by Roſicleer, with great furie, he put himſelfe amongſt 
thoſe companie of Pagans, killing and ouerthzowing all 


that was in his waye, and with his ſwo2d in his band her 
came whereas the two kings were, and ſfroke one of them 
ſuch a blowe vppon his righte ſhoulder , that the Whole 


arme with part of his backe he ouerthzew to the ground, 


and ſtroke the other ſuch an other blow vpon the head, that 


cleauing the Crowne of gold and the Bealme, he cut him 
downe to the thꝛoate, lo that theſe two kings fell downe 


Dead to the ground, and their hoꝛſes which were verie god, 
remained without maiſters. And foz that the king Oliue- 


rio, and þ Pꝛinte might haue leaſure to mount vpon thoſe 
hoꝛſes, Roſicleer began to charge them with ſo many e ter⸗ 
rible blowes, that the moſt part of them that were there to⸗ 


gether, he flew with his owne handes, and the reſt which 


remained, ſoꝛ feare of death, ranne awap, but the king and 
the pꝛince were ſo wearie, that they had no power fo mount 
vpon thoſe hozſes,foz the which Roſicleer alighted with a 
trite, and toke the king in his armes with ſo great eaſe, as 
if he had bene a childe , and (ef him vpon his owne hozſe, 
ſaying, fake and recetue this ſeruice of Roſtcleer, in token 
ok a great deale moze that he doth deſire fo ſcrue you, the 
which being ſaide, he retourned vnto Don Siluerio, and in 
the ſane oꝛder as he did vnto the king, he ſet him vpon one 
of the hoꝛſes of the Pagan kings, and he with a trice moun⸗ 


Zed vpon þ other, ſtriking — bis — 
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be departed from that place, leauing the king Oliuerio, and 
Don Siluerio, verie greatly amazed at that which he hadde 
done fo2 them, and how he ſhewed himſellfe fo be on their 
part. Alſo they were verie glad and iopful fo ſee themſelues 
deliuered from the death which they thought verelie there 
to haue receiued. 

At that time the king Oliuerio, remembꝛed the wozdes 
which the wiſe Artemidoro, had ſapd vnto him, when that 
in London he carryed vnto him the gentleman Roliclecr, 
foz to be an armed knight at his hands, which was, that the 
time ſhould come, that he ſhould moze eſteeme to haue him 
by bis lde, then any thing in all p whole wozlv,the which 
woꝛdes were there accompliſhed, in that he clerely deliue⸗ 
red him from death, From that place the king e the p2ztince 
Don Siluerio, did behold the battaile, and were verie much 
amazed fo ſ&how the Chꝛiſtians had the better hand of the 
battaile,and that ther were ſo many and ſo god knights in 
their kausur, apde, and ſuccour. 

At this time the battaile was ſo iopned and knit koge⸗ 
ther, that if the night had not bene ſo nigh at hand, it ſemed 
that their determination was all fo be ſlaine at that inſtãt, 
loz that, although on the part of the Emperour Trebatio, 
there were ſo valiant and wozthie knights that were able 
fo to ouercome a mightie armie, pet on the other part was 
thoſe two Pagans ,- Bradaman Campion, and Bramarant, 
that dyd ſo great deſtruction on their aduerſaries,that if ſe- 
med that there remained not one befoze them whereas they 
went : on the other parte went thoſe furious and valiant 
knights Meridian, and Brandimardo, with the twelue Gy⸗ 
ants in their gard and keeping, ſlaping fo many of their eni⸗ 
mies, that they were all ſtained in bloud, and made great 
wap whereas they went. Likewiſe there was that ſtout 
knight Rodaran, and the king of Media, with other valiãt 
kings and knights Pagans, which did great harme vppon 
their aducrſaries: and although thoſe dyd ſo wozthely on 
their parts, ſo likewiſe did thoſe valiant knights on ö part 
of the- gud n Trebatio , ſo much harme on their

enimies, that the Pagans bagan fo lofe ground by little and 


little. And as the wozthie Roſicleer, went diſcouering and 


ranging thꝛoughout the battaile, he by foꝛtune met with 


the Gran Campion, who was all alone, ſlaping and killing 
all that euer was befoze him, comming vnto him he ſtroke 
him ſo cruell and ſtrong a blow vpon the waſt, that he had 
parted him in two peeces,if it had not bene fo2 his god ar⸗ 
mour, which was ſuch, that his god \wo2d tould not enter 
into it, pet ſoꝛ all that, the blow did ſo bzuſe and cruſh his 
bones and fleſh, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that Bradaman felt that blow 
not to be like vnto the blowes giuen by other knightes, 
which- was the occaſion that with great furie he turned 
himſelfe about, and repaide the ſame with an other like, 
vppon his ſhoulder , that he had ouerthzowen him to the 
ground, if » he had not embꝛaled himſelfe about his hozſe 
necke: then began theſe two to ſfrike the one vpon þ other 
very ſtronglp, and the batfaile betwirt them endured till 
the cloſing vp of the nighf,when that they could nof know 
the one from the other: then the Pagans began fo with- 


dꝛaw themſelues a part, and theſe two knights were cons 


ſtrained to part thẽſelues, buf Bradaman, went away with 
ſo great anger r wꝛath, that one alone knight ould make 
him ſo ſtrong reũſtance, that no one of all his men durſt 
come into his pꝛeſence. 

At this time came moze then one hundꝛeth thouſands 
Pagans, which the Emperour Alicandro, did ſend a freſh, ' 
after that it was folde him that much people had iſſued out 
of Conſtantinople, but their comming was fo little pur- 
pole, fo2 that it was night, all the troupes of the Pagans 
were retyꝛed, and meeting the one with the other, they re- 
turned vnto their trenches, there fo fake their eaſe vntill 
the day following, foz that they ment to encounter with 
their enimies with a freſh ſupplie. | | 

Then the Emperour T rebatio, foz fo retire all his peo- 
ple,dyd ſound his hozne,the which he alwaies carryed with 
him, like a god Captaine, (at the time of warre) at which 
found, all the Grerkes aſſembled together, and — 
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part the king Olinerio aud all his peopte in god oꝛder, he re-. 
fourned vnto the Citie with all that noble crew of knights. 
had, whereas they were receiued with great iope and pleas 
ſure of the Empꝛeſſe Briana, and of the faire Olivia , who. 
did not a little reiopce-when that ſhe vnderſfod what Ro- 
ſicleer had done foꝛ the king her father, and it ſeemed vnto 
her that it was a god meane to obfaine friendſhip , which. 
was at that time, the thing that ſhe molt deſired, and to the 
contrarte , it was a great griefe 4 coꝛaſiue vnto her heart, 
that betwene the king Oluerio and her ſpouſe Roſicleer, 
ſhould paſſe any confention o2 euil wil. Thus leauing them 
the Hiſtoꝛie doth returne vnto the king Oliuerio, who gas. 
thering his people together, found that he tacked moze then 
the halfe of thoſe he bzought into Grecia: likewiſe,he come. 
maunded great fiers to be made, at the light-whereof he 
pitched his tents, and made his trenches verie nigh vnto 
the cifie of Conſtantinople , whereas it was giuen him to 
vnderſtand that all the people with whome his armie had 
the battaile with, were Pagans, and were come info Gre- 
tia againſt the Emperour Trebatio,and of the great power 
that the Emperour Alicandro had there, and how foꝛ that 
he thought that they were come thether in fauour of the 
Greekes, he ſent out his knights fo2 to giue them battaile, 
But when that king Oliverio and Don Siluerio vnderſt@d. 
the trueth thereof, with verie anger and kretting, they were 
auercome, and requeſted the death, fo2 that on the one part 
they ſaw the moſt part of their knights deſtroyed, and the 
power of the Pagans deminiſhed , the which if that it had 
not ſo fallen out, the reuengement of the Emperour Tre- 
batio, had bene verie certaine.

_ reaſon foz fo complaine vs of foztune , foz that the whole 


fault is in our ſelues, and with moze reaſon we may be 
angery with our ſelues,You doe well vnderſtand how that 
the Pzince Edward pour ſonne with foztie thouſand: god 
knights of great Bꝛitaine, came into Hungaria, with what 
intent-J doe not iudge, but acco2ding as it was nofozious 
and manifeſt vnto all, he came foz to deſtroy the Emperour 
my father, & foz to make the king of Hungaria Lozd ouer 
all Grecia, and foz that this was an attempt as vniuſt as 
difficult, it was in his hands to begin the ſame, but in the 
hands of him that hath power oner all, to conclude the ende 
accozding vnto his will.

In 
what heart may be compꝛehended fo great ſingnlaritie (no, 
that although there were heere pꝛeſent thoſe thx woꝛthie 
and famous Captaines, Ioſue, Dauid, and Iudas Machabeus, 


and with them thoſe thꝛee Pagans, Heor, Iulius Cæſar, 


and Alexander) if it doth not come of the diiune pꝛouidente, 
neither without it could there be anie ſuch foꝛce compꝛehen⸗ 
ded in nie, and in my companion, fo2 to giue the enterpꝛiſe 
of ſuth an attempt with ſo great boldneſſe, foꝛ to take away 
out of your power the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia, and what wee paſs 
ſed at the Tea fo deliver and defend her?

Like⸗ 
wiſe conſider of Antonius Pius who had foz his ſonne in 
lawe Marcus Aurelius, who vſed ſo great fidelitie with him 
all the daies of his life, which was foz the ſpace of twen- 
tie and thꝛe pores, that fo: his great fidelitie and continuall 
diligence, hte did not alonelie deſerue to bie beloued of him, 
and to haue his Daughter, but as his owne naturall ſonne 
be dyd ſuccede him in the Empire. So that by theſe and 
many other examples that might ber declared, you maye 
plainelie ſe what a f werte lpice of friendchippe and per-

derſtand, that the moſt nobleſt manner of reuengement is

The almigbtie Cod doth know, and 
he is a god Wwitneſſe there vnto, that J came not fozth out 
of great Britaine with ſo great a multitude of knighfes foz 
ante euill will that J had, but foz to accompliſh that where⸗ 
in J was bound vnto the Pzinte Don Siluerio, and now 
ſeeing that he is content and ſatiſficd, there remaineth no 
other thing, but let vs goe vnto the Citie of Conſtantino- 
ple, whereas J may acknowledge and know the Empero2 
and Empꝛeſſe foꝛ my bꝛother and ſiſter, and aide and helpe 
him with theſe few knights that doth remaine . When the 
king had ſayd theſe woꝛdes, Roſicleer and the Pzinceſſe O- 
huia did kneele downe befoze the king, and by foꝛce did kiſſe * 
his hands, but the king with woꝛds of great loue did cauſe 
them to ariſe, embꝛacing them many times, and went and 
emb2aced the faire Qutene Arquiroſa, and ſaid, J doe now 
acknowledge that all theſe things are oꝛdained by the will 
and diſpoſition of almightie Cod, in that J doe fee ſo excel⸗ 
tent a Damſell hath bene reſerued and kept, and now af 
this time come hether,to the ſatiffacion of the Pꝛince Don 
Siluerio, and J beſcech his almightie maieſtie fo giue you ſo 
od fo2tune as J doe deſire foz my ſelfe, and therewithall 
oſicleer and Don Siluerio did enibzace one another,+ from 
that date fozwards there was betwirt then great lone and 
kriendſhippe.

Tpkewile the 
knightes of Spaine fo2 the valiant dedes which they ſawe 
him vos in the battaile, as alſo foz the greate fame which 
they had heard of him, with exceeding god will came and 
offered tyratlelues to be, his friends, Then her loho had 
r 1 them 
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them in great eſtimation, did offer vnto them the like, and 
oftcemed them fo2 the moſt fonteſt and valianteſt knights 


that were in all the armie . Thus after that they had bene 


together in theſe ceremonies, receiuing the one the other a 
god while, they all mounted vpon their hozſes,and the pꝛin⸗ 
ceſſe Oliuia and the Mucene Arquiroſa vpon their palfrates, 
and twke their waie towards the Citie of Conſtantinople, 
the Paince Don Siluerio lead the Que ne Arquiroſa by the 
bꝛidle, with whom he vſed many loue trickes and amoꝛous 
diſcourſes, and Ge likewiſe anſwered him with a gallant 
grace and curtcous demeandur giuing thankes vnfo als 
mightie God, fo2 that ſo wozthie a P2ince had giuen Him 
vnto her foꝛ to be her huſband,and receiued great contents 
ment. They had not long trauailed in this oꝛder towards 
the Citie, but they ſawe a farre off come out of the Citie a 
great companie cf gallant and gliſtering knightes comming

towardes them, it was the Emperour Trebatio accompa⸗ 


nied with all his nobles and valiant knighfes, who being 
aduertiſed by a Page of Roſicleers of all that paſſed,and of 
their-comming towardes the Citie, iſſued out fo meet them, 
and when they came nigh the one vnto the other, the king 
and all thoſe that were with him, were greatlie amazed at 
the gallant and gentle diſpofition of the Emperour, and of 
all thoſe woꝛthie Pꝛinces and knightes that came with 
him, and ſayd that all the flower and woꝛthineſſe of knight⸗ 
had in the woꝛld was there iopned together. Then ſtraight 
waies the Emperour went fowardes the king Olmerio,

Then 
he with great loue did embꝛace them all, pardoning all the 
rancour and euill will that he had againſt them, and it ſ&- 
med verie well vnto him, in p they had ſhewed themſelues 
fo faithfull, and had accompliſhed all that they ought, could 


doe no leſſe but beare the like to them againe. So from 


thence they all returned vnto the Citie, but when they cams 
vnto the mightie Pallace, the king and all thoſe that came 
with him, were in great admiration to ſ& and behold vpon 
the foꝛe front of the ſame all py whole Biſtozies of the knight 
of the Sunne, and ſaid that by his figure he reſembled ve⸗ 
rie much Roſjcleer, which was verie true, foꝛ that there

ttewomen cf high eſtate that came foꝛth to beare her com- 
panie, and there paſſed bet wirt them woꝛdes of great lone x 
friendſhip, With great iop, pleaſure, and paſtime they paſ- 
ſed awaie all that daie, in the Which the P2ince Don Silue- 
no and the pzecious Nucene Arquiroſa were made ſure and 
jopned hands,abiding the marriage to be made at ſuch time 
as Roſicleer ſhould be married, and Clauerindo, with other 
mo Pzinces and knights that did abide the ſame daie. Then

the cold of the mount Caucaſusgſufferedthe great heat of 
mountaine Rifeos, and croſſed ouer the whole countries of 
the Maſagetas, fill ſuch time as he entred into the great 
India , and all this trauaile and pilgrimage was foz to (es 
and communicate , with the famous wiſe Giarcas , Bow 
much moꝛe would thoſe haue paſſed greater trauailes, foz 
to haue ſeene thoſe his meruailous wozkes, if that in their 
dates and times thy ſcience and great wiſedome had bene 
manifeſt , J cannot ſap that this is the onely cauſe of my 
comming fo2 to lee thee; as it is manifeſt vnto thee, pet J 
doe ſay,that if there wereno other occaſion, this ſhould bee 
ſutt̃icient foꝛ to come and ſee thee, The great care which hath 
ben the occaſion of my comming hether , (although J doe 
belne that thou doeſt know it) pet will 4 declare it vnto 
thee , fo2 that he that loued ſo faithfully and firmely in his 
time, will not mernaile at any fozce whatſoeuer it be that 
lone doth vpon humaine hearts. J lone the knight of the 
Sunne aboue all other things in this wozld, ſo that iß my 
foꝛtune and euill deſtenie doe permit that he fake an other 
to be his wife, J deſire to know the fructh thereof, foz that 
A may remember my ſelfe, & take oꝛder what is belt to be 
done. Jt hath bene told mer that he is made ſure vnto the 
p2inceſſe Lindabrides, and that he loved her with all his 
heart,fherefoze (foz that there is nothing hid from ther) A 
doe deſire thee fo2 fo tell me if it be true, and put me out 
of all donbf,foz whatſoener that thou ſhalt tell me, J ſhall 
beleene it to be true, and confoꝛmable there vnto J wil take 
o2der with mp ſelfe what is beſt to be done. 

This being ſaide, the royall pꝛinces held her peace,aby- 
ding the anſ were which ſhould be pzononnced by the wiſe 
man, who as then opened his eyes which befoꝛe were uf, 
and ſaide as followeth. | 
O F trueth, ſoueraigne Lady and Empꝛelle, foꝛ that your 


bighneffe doth verie well employ, the great trauaile the 


which pou haue paſſed in this your long iourner, onely los 
R. ili. the 
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the light of thoſe my wozkes : much moze may-J thinks 

e my trauailes better imployed,the which J had in mas 
king of them, J being now gratiſied with fo high a reward, 
in — pou are come foꝛ to (ee them. And J doe not mer⸗ 
Haile, that loue hath had ſo great power fo2 to ouercome 
_ —— fo2 that al waies againſt the moſt higheſt e 
molt woꝛthieſt of courage, there doth he vſe the greateſk 
fozce, but in eſpeciall with the knight of the Sunne, foz 
that his foꝛtime and deſtinie doth pꝛomiſe him vnto vou, as 
vnto her that in alt the whole world doth beſt deſerue him, 
and fo2 you alone is he kept and defended , And touching 
the trueth of this which vou haue demaunded of meer, fell 
you , that the knight of the Sunne was neuer made ſare 
vnto the pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides, neither hath he hadde any 
moꝛe to doe with her then he hath had with yon, although 
the great and mightie Emperour Alicandro her father dyd 
giue her ko him fo2 wife, and left vnto him his high & migh- 
tie Empire of Tartaria , with an infinite number of other 
kingedomes, with the which he ſhould be made the mighti⸗ 
eſt pꝛince and loꝛd in all the whole woꝛld. And foz that he 
would not receiue her and all the reſt, cleane contrarie vn⸗ 
to his will, ſecretly in the night he departed and left the 
gran Catais al moſt diſtract of their wits, with great deſire 
#02 to eniope the fight of your ſoueraigntie, the which ting 
he thought long, And after he came to Conſtantinople, and 
had that:rigozous battaile with vou, the which contencion 
was ſa crueli vnto him, after that he knew vou, that deſpe⸗ 
rate and wearie of his life, he would goe ſeeke his death, to 


ticere himſelfe out of this wozlde . So he departed out of 


Conſtantinople; and went jnto the wilderneſſe of Grecia, 
whereas he had battaile with one of the moſt valianteſt 
and ſtouteſt Pagans that was in all the Paganiſme, and 
vet in all that rigoꝛous battaile, he would neuer ſtrike him 
with his ſ wozde » foz that he hadde (initfen you with the 
fame . * 

And from thence he departed and went to ſea, whereas 
by a rough : great * » he was dziuen vnto * 
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of the diueliſh Fauno, where (as one deſirdus to dyt and 
receiue the death) he went a ſhoꝛe, and had a meruailous 
batfaile with two legions of tnfernall diuels, and after- 
ward with the dineliſh. Fauno ,  wberein happened verie 
arange things, as is apparant if you pleaſe to goe thethey. 
to ſee , where you ſhall finde him all alone, without anic 
other companie, moze then his hoꝛſe, neither is there in all 
tbe Jland any other beaſt oz foule. t 
There doch he leade and paſſe the moſt ſharpeſt and aſs 
pereſt life that euer was holden by man, with deſire there 
fo ende bis dapes, and neuer moze to retourne and weare 
armour. All this he doth foz your occaſion, and vou are in a 
great fault befoze God, if you doe not finde remedie in the 
recouering of him againe, foꝛ that by your occaſion there 
doth languiſh and dye, the beſt and woꝛthieſt knight in all 
the whole wozld , and one that doth loue you better then 
anp thing therein: therefoze it doth accompliſh your highs 
neo out of hand to goe and ſee him, foz it is ſo that if your 
ſuccobr doe ſfay long, it may ſo fall out that after be ſhall 
haue no neede thereof, foz that at this pꝛeſent his life is in 
great perill. 5 | 
In concluding of theſe woꝛds, the wiſe Artidon cloſed 
his eyes againe, & did put himſelfe as he was befoze, with⸗ 
out aunſ wering o2 ſpeaking any woꝛd, leaning the ropall 
pꝛinces one way with ſo great ioy and pleaſure, that ſhe als 
molt knew not her lelfe, her comfo2t was ſo great, and an 
other way with great ſozow , repenting her ſelfe of that 
which the hadde done againſt the moſt wozthte knight 
ok the Dunne, and blamed her ſelfe verie much, in that 
ſhe ſawe not any further pꝛofe of his dilloyaltie,and giuing 
him ſo malicious and enill reward , foz the great god loue 
and often perills which he aduentured foz her ſake, and dyd 
thinke the tyme very long, till he departed foz to haue res. 
medie fo: his cull. IA „3 
Moꝛcouer, ſhe toke her leaue of the wile man, 2 he made 
the like in declining his head at her departure, this ſoue⸗ 
raigne Pꝛinces was not ſo ſone 2 ol W : 
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ted quadzan , but the ſ ate Puſicke ceaſed; and ſtraighe 


waies,Elizca and her knight entred in, and when they were 
mounted whereas the wiſe man was, there they knew all 
that they deſired. The knight was her true and faithfull los 
uer, ſo that Elizea departed from thence with great contents 
ment and ſatiſfied of his loyaltie,they were not fo ſone des 
parted out of the inchaunted hall, but the ſteele dozes were 
ſhut with a great noyſe, Do the pꝛinces and the reſt went 
into thegalaries and deſended into the great court, but ſtai⸗ 
ed not there long, the ioye and contentment of the pꝛinceſſe 
was ſuch: but being foꝛth of that wonderfull and miracu⸗ 
lous caue, they toke their iourney towards the pozt wheres 
as they came a ſhoze . And at their comming thether, the 
pꝛintes would haue infozmed her ſelfe where the ylande of 
the diueliſh Eauno was, ſhe found many that did giue her 
to vnderſtande o? the wonderfull things of that Aland, by 
reaſon of the great fame that was ſpꝛead abꝛoade theregf,, 
but not one that knew expꝛeſſely where abouts it ode, 
whereby ſhe might take her direc courſe thether 3:Which 
cauſed a great deſire in her heart to commit her (elfe vnto 
foꝛtune, foꝛ execution of the which, ſhe toke her leaue of E- 
kzea, and her knight, accompanieng her felfe with alonelie 
two damſels, with whome the ment to enter into the ſhip, 
with determination not to come any moꝛe a4 ſhoꝛe, till ſuch 
time as ſhe had found the plate whereas her knight was, 
and giueing El:zea to vnderſtand hereof, ſhe was very ſad 
and ſoꝛowfull ſo foz fo loſe her companie , foz that they ac⸗ 
counted themſelues happis and foꝛtunate to be in her com⸗ 
panie: but when they vaderſtode that it was her will and 
deſire, with-many teares ſhed, of her and her knight, they 
foke: their leaue of her, alwaies hauing in minde in how 
much they were bound vnto her,foz that ſhe deliuered them 
cut of pꝛiſon from that mightie and famous Rouer Cleoni- 
das. The pꝛinces being departed from them, ſhe commens 
ded her ſelfe vnfo foꝛtune, ⁊ began to make ſaile, hauing no 
certaine way whether to go e, but wheras the winde would 
Fiue the chip, hauing their ſailes all abzoade,fo; that they

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would that they might nauigate with the moze fozce , all 
the which ſhe. thought to be verie little, her deſire was ſo 
great foꝛ to ſi the knight of the Sunne, who fo2 her ſake, 
had put himſelfe in ſo ſtraight a life, Being in the cabbin 
of the ſhippe all alone, ſhe fell downe on her knees, lifting vp 
her cies and heart vnto heauen, ſhedding great abundancs 
of teares that ran downe her chꝛiſtalline cheekes, the ſapde

O®- Creatoꝛ of all things, both celeſtiall and terreftrial, 
by whole will and power the heauens doth moue, ths 
ffarres doth giue their light, the Sunne the and the Pons 
doth giue light vpon the earth, and the earth doth ſuſtane all 
beaſtes, the wanes of the deepe and pꝛofound ſeas doth (wel 
and abate againe,the wyndes doth rage and become calme, 
and all things are obedient vnto the:;here J doc deſire and 
craue of thy diuine maieſtie and great clemencie, that the 
foꝛte of this inuiũble windes, (being gouerned by thy will) 


to direct the fall courſe of this my ſhippe, th2ough thelg 
deepe ſeas, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that in a ſhoꝛt time J may ariue af 


Jland of þ diucliſh Fauno, wheras F may make ſatiſfaciS 
and recompence of that great euill and w2ong the which 1 
haue committed againſt the knight of the Sunne. Permit 
(O Lozd) that J may receine the reward of this my great 
offente, and not he that is without fault. Dh god knight, ik 
that J had had the eyes of my vnderffanding open, no occa⸗ 
ſion noz newes had bene ſufficient foꝛ to haue perſ waded 
mee, that in a knight of ſo perfect excelentie ( moꝛe then in 
any other man) ſhould remaine ſo great treaſon: how is it 
poſſivle that in ſo noble and woꝛthie a perſon, ſhould be bꝛo⸗ 
ken, the faith # pꝛomiſe which he made vnto mer; of trueth 
no, foꝛ his amoꝛous woꝛds, and pꝛofound ſighes the which 
he vttered vnto mee, he neuer pꝛetended to make ſo euill a 
conciuſion of. Oh vnfoztunate that J am, how was J decei⸗ 


ued, and how lightly was J moned to doe that which 


dyd, what reaſon oz cauſe was there, to conſtraine me ta 


lap hands vpon my knight, ond to employ all my fozce vps 


pon him, ſtriking him with my ſ woꝛd, to pꝛocure his _

Oh wonderfull caſ and hozrible, how am J wozthie or 


great puniſhment , the windes e waters of this derpe ſeas 
with iuſt reaſon ſhouid well and riſe againſt mee. Oh, vn⸗ 
to this day, how much cuell haue J conteiued againſt my 
lopall friend, and how enell and vniuſtly haue J condem⸗ 
ned him in his abſence : ſurely thoſe were (mal things that 
fo lightly J ſhould giue credit vnto, neither was it in that 
happie knight to doe them, foꝛ if that J had conſidered of the 
great erelencie,and of the high and foꝛtunate deſtinie of my 
Jopall friend, then had it ben apparant to haue bene bel&- 
ned, and no lacke of vnderſfanding, but that J alone was 
- He that deſerued to be his ſponſe, and alone the whole con- 
clufſon of his triumphant iope. 

And if that 4 had well conſidered of all thoſe things, 
What great trauailes, ſighes, ſobbes and teares, heates and 
toldes, had J euitated and cut of , But alas what ſhall J 


ſape, fo2 that true louers in fewe things doe chaunce of the 


right, but in a great number doth erre, ſodaine chaunces ⁊ 
iealous thoughts may be compared vnto the water of this 
fea, being toſſed with the ſurging waues and bluſtering 
windes * 
Loners doeth belene all things, foꝛ that lone is full of 
bꝛead, and that which is contrarie vnto his deſire, he voth 
lightlie belcue, and vnto that which giueth iope and plea⸗ 
ſure he gineth fender credit, and this happeneth moſt in 
women, fo that they are moꝛe light and moucable in their 
actions, which cauſeth vs to giue ſwner credit vnto varia⸗

Ah gad knight, although that there ought fo be in mer 
great ſhame to come into thy pꝛeſence, pet the great and

clere, was tourned to be verie darke and cloudie, and from

the Heauens pꝛoceeded fw2th ſo great aboundance of thun⸗ 


der and lightnings, as though the heauens and ſeas would 
iopne together, and the Mariners ſapde, that they neuer 
ſaw at the Sea in all their life time, ſo great a ſtoꝛme and 
tempeſt. But this woꝛthie Pꝛinces who was at that time 
bppon her e nothing of the tempeſt, as

in the prait of her knight, thee departed from thence, and 
began fo goe and fo ſceke him, and fo2 that ſhe could not 
finde him there aboutes, ſhe woulde haue mounted vppon 
her hozſe fo ſeeke farther into the Jland, but if fell out, whe- 
ther it was with the feare ol the Fauno, oz foz to goe with 
the hozſe Cornermo,by anie meanes ſhe could not take her 
hoꝛſe, but he fled from that place with ſo great ( wiftneſle,

time he paſlen his life with ſoztowes and conplaints;fighs 
andifob8;atd the daie ing: t in the night time to pe vpn 
the hard ground although foz to withdzawe himſelfe in the 
time of water and raine, aud from the heate of the Sunne, 
ho made aicoffage touered with boughs, compaſſen round 
about with a fountaina ſcituated vnder acompanivifthick; 
tres,this place was a great waie ſtparated from thatwhers 
as the Fauna was flame; ſo that hy reaſdnn that che in 
ceſſe was a fot, as pet ſhe was nat come vnto that plixe;but: 
in all the tume that this god knight was there, he neuer 
cate ante other thing but luch wilde kruits and rates as he 
kound in the Zland, ſo that with great hardneſſe he did ſu⸗ 
ſtaiue his life; by which meanes as alſo fo the great heaui⸗ 
nelle and oricfe which her had taken in his heart, he was 
bꝛought verie lowe, t wared lcane and wan, in ſuch ſoꝛt, 
that whoſoeuer had ſene him ſhuld not haue knowern him, 
all the which he luſfered with great patiente, and determi⸗ 
ned in that ſoꝛte to ende his daies, hee was bꝛeught verie 
weake and fable, and could not long haue indured if reme⸗ 
die had not come in time. neither tauld he. haus ſaffcred! d 
ſtraight and wearie a life, if ge had not bene al a god tondi⸗ 
tion and ſtrong of nature. There was not in all the Jland 
anie perſon fo2 to comfozt him, neither anie liuing thing to 
recreate his vnderſtanding, but onelic his god hoꝛſe Cor- 
nerino, which many times came that waie and ſedde befozg 
him, who one waie gaue him ſome comfo2t when hee ſaws 
him, and another waie he did double his grieke, in calling fo 

e membꝛante the great and woꝛthie deedes of knighthove 
that he did with hin. Likewiſe the remembꝛaunce of his 
friends turned him to great ſoꝛrow, as the Emperour Tre- 
batio his father, and the roiall Empꝛeſſe Briana his mother, 
his god bꝛother Roſicleer, and of all the reſt of his friends, 
and he found himſelfe verie ſolitarie without their com⸗ 
panie, but by reaſon that the griefe was much moꝛe which 
he pꝛinted in his heart, in conſider ing the milliking and euil 


loue of the Panceſſe Claridiana, there was nothing ſuffici- 
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eat, neither that raging and ſolitaris kite which he ſuffes 
red o tu cauſe him once tochange his minde loi to departe 
tram that place;fo2 that manꝝ times he faid unto himſeite, 
ſering that the Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana deſited his death, and 

that He pꝛocured to giue it him with her owne handes, her 
— to line no longer in this woꝛld, at leaſt waies not in 
place where he might be ſne af people. 

Thus in the end of all this time that he was:there , if 
channced the finall daie of all his froubles to be verie hot 
and ſoultering,and being; paſſed a great parte of the ſame, 
hie went fo2th of the coftage whereas hee was, and went 
and put himſelfe vnder the ſhadow ofa companie of thicke 
trees, whereas the water of the fauntaine paſſed by with a 
ſwift courle, the place was verie pleaſant and delectable; 
and being ſitten downe vpon the greene grafle;and the pit- 
fering leaues vpon thoſe greene frees beeing moued with a 
molt ſ werte and peaceable winde, iopntlie with the cleere 
water of that fountaine,x running out betweene the ſtones,

and could not ſatiſſie her ſelfe in beholding him, foꝛ although 
he was vnarmed, and laie along vpon tha harde ground. 
pet dyd hee he lw foꝛth that ſoueraigne mare ſtie and graue 
ſemblante where with hee was adozned, her was apparelled 
in a doublet of cloth of golde ſome what woꝛne out, and hig 
faire yeolow haire, which leemed tp bee l kaines it golde, 
was ſpꝛead vppon the greene graſſe , And hig ſeuere counſe⸗ 
nante, although it were leane and did wel ſoꝛth the

All this time the god knight as i in a dzeawe,and dꝛea⸗ 
med thats the Pyzinceſle Clarickana his miſtres was come ins 
ta that land and how that ſhe went round about in ſee 
ing him and could not finde him, and ho hau ing a deſixe to 
goe vntocher, pꝛocured giniſelfe to ariſe, but by anie meanes 
he couls not, foꝛ his ſtrength would not ſerue him, and ſhe⸗ 
f&eing that ſhe could not finde him, returned againe vnto 
the Sea ſide, whercat he recetucd ſo great ſoꝛrow and griefe 
that he wept, and ſhed thoſe teares which the Pinceſſe had 
feene.

rups, with his f woꝛd in both his hands, & therewith ſtroke 
ſo ſtrong and terrible a blow vpon the healme of the ſtout 
pagan Rodaran, the which by reaſon that it was ſomewhat 
crazed , with that battaile, as alſo with other battailes be⸗ 
ny he altogether vnbuckled from his head, and bzeaking 
his Ckull (hy the fozce thereof all to peces) hc onerth;ew 
him from his hozſe dead to the ground, and ſayd, Now ſhal 
it be ſcene if thou canſt deliner thy ſelfe from my handes, 
and what canp2ofit thee, the ſubteltie & deſceit of the queene- 
of Carmania.

But the. ſoꝛaw and griefe ofthe Pagans was 
very great, but in eſpecial the Emperour Alicandro, who 
had Rodaran in great eſtimation, fo; that he was one of the 
ſtrongeſt knights that was in all the whole Paganiſme, as 
of trueth be was ſo.

hoꝛle, he departed out of the campe with alonelic one man

In this ſoꝛte they executed their battaite moꝛe than 
halfe an houre, maktug-ſo:greate a noiſen that the; miles 
tcompaſle um that wilderneſſe the ſound oftheiegreat blowes 
were hearde. Thus they continued foꝛ the ſpace ot mozs 
than thꝛer quarters ot an houre in their battaile, without a as 
nie point of aduauntage betwiene them. Then Meridian 
with bath his handes ſtroke ſuch a blau vppon the healms 
of Bragzarant, that hæ te his remembꝛaunte from him; 
ah? without anie feeling his hoꝛſe carrped him round a» 
bout the fia lde. But this ightie Nagan ſtraight waies 
tame agatne vntohimſelfe, and with greate furie ſetting

no power to make reũiſtance againſt his vnbꝛideled wzath, 
he went after him with great vil tanie, foz to ſtrike him à⸗ 
nother bio we befoze that he ſhould come vnto himſelfe, the 
which being perceiued by that ſtont knight Brandimardo, 
with great furie he ſet ſpurres vuto his hoꝛſe, and beloꝛe 
that Bramarant had ſpace foz fo ftrike Meridian, hi oner- 
toke him, and ſtroke him ſuch a blowe with his ſ woꝛde in 
both his handes vpon the right ſhoulder, that he had ouer⸗ 
thzowne him vnto the ground, if that he had not embzaced 
himſelfe with his hozle netke . Then the furious Pagan 
ting himſe lt ſo intreated ſtraigit wates ſetled himſelfe in 
his ſaddle, and returned and ſtroke ſach a blowe at Bran-

great fozee and ſtrength, and charged Brama rant with their

pon the other, the gran Campion they knew, but not the 
other knight, pet they had him in eſtimation of a wozthie 
knight, and were verie defirons to know who he was, foz 
that they could not imagine whom he ſhould be, ſo mighte⸗ 
lie did he behaue himſeife. Thus after a while that they 
beheld the battaile of the two, being verie deũrous foꝛ ta 
tconcliude and make an end of theirs, they beganne anew to 
charge the one the other ſo ſtronglie, that it ſermed they 
were moze fierce and furious at that time than they were 
at the beginning.

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ſaie that you-wzite to me bꝛiefe, foꝛ that vou will not wztte 
to me with anger, wherein J receiue great curteſie, foꝛ that 
being as J am, ſo much vours, it ſhould grieue me verie 
much that you ſhould ſpeake againſt me wo des of greate 
cholar, And in that which vou doe ſaie, that whereas loue 
doth dack, your baief reaſons wil ſeeme vnto me pzolirious, 
and that vou knowe to all thinges J will make my eares 
deale, if it were a thing poſſible without pꝛeiudite foz to open 
theſe my entrailes, faz to ſhew vnto you my heart, where⸗ 
in you might plainelie ſe, how vou are deceiued, foꝛ that 
there is nothing in all the woꝛld that doth delight mee moze 
than in the receit of your Letter, and in reading of the ſame, 
ſo that if it were a thing poſſible, J would it ould neuer 
conclude. Von doe conclude in your Letter, that you neuer 
will depart out of Crecia, till ſuch time as you haue of met 
reuengement.J would veriefaine know in what.o2der you 
would haue it,becauſe J would execute it my ſelle, and if 
it be pour pleaſure and commandement that J pat my ſelf 
in your power,giue me ſtraight waies fo vnderſtand theres 
of, and J will be as readie to obey, as you fo: to command 
mee, and J do not much eſteeme that loue, if vou thinke that 
With my death vou ſhould remaine ſatiſſied, with the which 
I conclude,kiſing your emperiall hands, 
, The knight of the Sunne, 


An the meane fime that this faire P2inceſſe was rea- 
ding the Letter, che ſhed ſomany teares from her faire cies, 
that ſhe was all fo be ſpꝛinkled therwith,and when the had 
concluded the reading thercof,all her members failed her, 
and her heart was ouercome,t her amozous paſſions were 
moze kindled with the lowng wozdes that he wzote vnte 
her. But when ſhe ſaw cleerelie that the knight of the vun 
did diſcouer the lone that he bare vnto the Pzinceſſe Clari- 
diana, and that her ſuſpition fell out to be true, ſhe remai⸗ 
ned as one dead, and knew not what to ſaie no2 to doe, but 
to complaing p her Gods and of {oztune,and it is fo beler- 
uo, that her lets hap nat endurep long, if that ſhee had not 
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bene wonderfullie ſuccotred, as ſhal bis declared vnto vou 
hereaffer in this Hyſtoꝛie. 


How the ſtout and furious Pagan» Bramarant ouertlirew 
and deſtroyed all the Idolls in the Campe, and how the 
Emperour Alycandro for to appeaſe him, cauſed to be 
brought with great honor the bodie of the gran Cam- 
pion that was in the wilderneſſe of Grecia, and what, 
happened ouer and aboue this,. |

He great wꝛath and furie was ſo exteding 


[ 28 of that pzoude and barbarous ſonns of the 
gran Campion fo2:the death of his Father, 
that there was not rome. inough fo; him in 

J ali that migbtie campe of the Pagans,but 
- * he ranne vp-and downe from one place to 
another,l:ke vnto a mad man, oꝛ one from hinſelfe, crying 
out, making a great and terrible noiſe, caſting vp his firie 
cies vnto the heauens, blaſpheming and defieng his Gods, 
vttering woꝛdes of great repꝛoch and anger, thinking theres 
by to pꝛouoke them vnto wꝛath, to cauſe them to deſcends 
bpon the earth againſt him, where he might execute his 
wꝛath vpon them. As he was wholie ignoꝛant of the im⸗ 
moꝛtall paines, which thoſe falſe Gods (in whom the Pas 
gans do beleue and woꝛſhip)hath in hell, and fo2 that in no 
place he could fake ante reſt oz be in quiet, hee went into all 
the Tents of the Campe, whereas he found many Jdolles 
verie rich and ol great pꝛice, whome hes ouerthꝛelwo and 
cut in peeces with his \mo2d;and left not one ſtanding, nei⸗ 


\ ther was there tanie king oꝛ knight of ſo great hardineſſe, 


that durſtanake ante reſiſtance againſt him, but onelie thoſe 
two mightte and valiant knightes, the Pꝛince Meridian 
aud Brandunardo, who with a verie god will woulde haue 
daunted the pꝛide of that pꝛoude and inſolent Pagan, if the 
Emperour had not diſturbed them, in requeſting them 
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not to returns to renue anie moze their tontention and an⸗ 
ger, ſo that finding not one that durſt make ame reſiffance 
againſt him, the pꝛide of this furious and fierce Pagan Bra- 


marant encreaſed ſo much, that he neuer ſtayed till that hee 


came into the Emperiall Tent of the Emperour Alycan- 
dro, within the Which was a verie greate and rich ſfafure 
of golde full of pzecions ones, dedicated vnto the God Iu- 
piter, the which was made by the diuells arte, in ſuch ſd2f, 
that the Diuell was within the ſame , and ſpake by the 
mouth of that Jdoll,deceining thoſe wicked and miſcrable 
Pagans, who with great reuerence and dutie did pꝛoſtrate 
themſelues vnto the ground and wozſhipped him, it was 
ſet vppon a verie rich Alter, whereas none durſt be ſo bold 
As come nigh vnto it, except tertaine Pꝛieſtes, which were 
conſecrated foz fo doe ſacrifice vnto him dailie. Beſides 
this, the Emperour Alycandro had in many places round 
about his great Tent many other Idolles, whame her dyd 
woꝛſhip and all his ſubieds, and being that daie in his great 
Tent, accompanied with all thoſe mightie kings and Loꝛds 
of his whole Campe, oꝛdaining foꝛ to giue battaile vnto the 
Emperour Trebatio, this mightie Pagan armed with his 
ſtrong armout. mounted vpon his mightie hoꝛſe, entered in⸗ 
to the Tent, and when hee ſawe the ſtature of the God Iu- 
piter vppon the Alter, as ſone as he was entered in, her 
went towards the ſame, and in dꝛawing out his ſwoꝛd hee 


ſapd. | 

Now will J ſee if the power of that Chziſtian Knight 
bee moze than thine, And in ſaying theſe wozdes he ſtroke 
him ſuch a right downe blowe,that although it were made 
of maſſie golde, pet he cloue it downe to his bꝛeaſt, and fal⸗ 
ling one peece from another, there was ſodainlie hearde a 
great and timerous thunder clappe, wherewith it ſeemed 
that the heauens woulde haue rent a ſunder, and in the 
middeſt of the great Tent was ſcene a veſtigell oz ſpirite 
ſo dꝛeadfull and hozrible to beholde , that it ſeemed fo bee 
ſome- infernall viſion, caſting out fire at his noſe and eyes, 
and iu both his handes he had a great male nung — 


* * 
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which he made # ſhewe as though he would haue firoken 
Bramarant bpon the head, as thoſe which had no moze pow- 
er but onelie fo2 fo put in feare with thoſe His viſages and 
ſemblantes, ſo that alone with the ſight of hum there was 
not one in all that Tent but dyd tremble and was afraide, 
thinking verilie that they ſhould be deũlroied foꝛ that which 
Bramarant had done. But this pzoude Barbarian who fea⸗ 
red not all that infernall tompanie, with no moze dꝛeade 
than if it had bene a weake and feble damſell, he did abide 
his comming, and as this veſtigeil o2 diuell did make a pꝛo⸗ 
fer to ſtrike him with his male, the Pagan Cfroke a terri⸗ 
ble blow at him with his \ wozd,and thinking to haue clo⸗ 
uen him a ſunder in the middeſt, hee ſtroke at nothing but 
af the aire, fo2 that the veſtigell as a fancie conſumed a- 
waie, and was no moze ſ&ne in the Tent . But the Em⸗ 
perour and all thoſe that were with him were verte ſozrie 
fo; that which Bramarant had done, t miſtruſted that there 
| would happen vnto them great euill and miſfo2tune fo2 the 
ſame, pet foꝛ all that there was not one amongeſt them all 
that durſt retourne againſt him in the quarrell of their 
Gods, but one Meridian and Brandimardo, who becauſe they 
would not anger the Emperour were in quiet, wherewith 
Bramarant went out of the tent with great furie. Then the 
Emperour thought within himfelfe that it were gad (ſom⸗ 
what fo appeaſe his fur ie,) foz to ſend foz the bodie of the 
gran Campion, which late dead in the wüderneſſe of Gre- 
cia, and to burie hun with that honoꝛ and ſolempnitie as is 
vcd in their Countrie: even ſo as he thought he put it in 
vꝛe, and ſtraight waies commaunded that thirtie crowned 
kings, the moſt pzincipalieſt of all the armie, ſhould put on 
mourning apparell, and cauſe him to be laide vpon a bare, 
and fo bꝛought vnto the Campe, and commanded fo aceom⸗ 
panie them ten thouſand armed knightes, and all thoſe Gy⸗ 
ants that came from the D2ientall Jlands, that were ſub⸗ 
iect vnto Bramarant ſhoulde goe with them. And in this 
ſoꝛte theſe thirtie kings with all their compante-departed, 
arcoꝛding vnto the vie and a — — 


— — 
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was afrange thing to ce, e when they tame into the wil; 
dernes, they ſtraight waies found the bodie of p gran Cam- 
e was begun to bee eaten with the fowles, and 
_-after. that they all foz a while had made great lamentation 
and bewailed his death;thoſekings(fo2 fo doe him moꝛe hos 
nour)didbalme him, and then lad him vpon a Bere which 
they bꝛought with them, that was verie rich, and couered 
with a faire clath of Tiſſue, and ſo tarritd him towards the 
Campe, whereas he was reteiued with great honour, by the 
Emperour and all thoſe mightie Pzinces that were with 
him, who went foꝛth and met with them a god mile off. 
The manner which they vſed fo2 to giue his ſepulchꝛe with 
moze honour ( accoꝛding vnto the vſe of their Cduntrie) 
was, that they laide the dead cozfe vpon a verie bꝛeade and 
ſmath marble ſtone all white, whereas they burned and 
conſamed the bodie all to aſhes, and in the meane time that 
hie was a burning, all the pꝛincipalleſt of the whole armie; 
were placed round about the fire, all couered with robes of 
Sackcloth, ſo long, that /it trailed vppon the ground, and 
made great ſozrow and lamentation, and pꝛaird vnto their 
Gods to receiue him into their companie, in which time all 
the pꝛaiers which his ſonne Bramarant made, was no other 
but blaſpheming againſt all the Elements, and againſt na- 
ture, foꝛ that. they had power foz to tonſume and burne the 
bodie of the Gran Campion his Fathcr , Thus when that 
the bodie was all conſumed and burned , the aſhes remai⸗ 
ning vpon the Marble ſtone, the which was taken and put 
in verie rich veſſells of golde, where vnto they put water 
and ſtirred it together, and put the veſſeils vpon a faire Tas 
ble. Then the Emperour Alycandro (the moꝛe to honour 
the Gran Campion) beganne firſt foꝛ to dzinke of the ſame 
nürxture, and after him Bramarant, and after them in oꝛder 
all thoſe Rings, Painces, and wozthie Rnightes that were 
in the Campe, till ſuchtime as they let no mention of the 
water and aſhes, ſo the mightieſt Loꝛds that were in all the 
Paganiſme,made their bodies the: ſepulch2s of that mighty 
en this they had amongſt them foz the moſt hono- 
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:rableſt butping as could be. With theſe andmanyother- 

thinges moe which the Emperour Alycandro commannided : 
to be done foz.the Gran Campion, making great lamenta⸗ 
tion foꝛ his death, Bramarant was ſomewhat appeaſed, and 
loſt great part of that outragious furie andwzath which he 
had tonteiued, and vnderftode and pꝛocured no other thing 
but onelie how and by what meanes he might make terri⸗ 
— = craell reuengement foz the death of his welbeloued 

ather. 

Then after rertaine daies were paſt of the truce which 
was taken with the Greekes, they beganne of all partes fo 
pzepare and make themlſelues in a readineſſe againlt the 
battaile that was determined and was thought to be of both 
partes the bꝛaueſt and moſt cruelleſt and hloudie that 
euer was ſcene vpon the earth, foꝛ that the Emperour Aly- 
candro had commanded, that the firſt date that the Grekes 
ſhould come fozth fo2 to gtue them battaile, that all the peo⸗ 
ple of their Campe thoulde p2occede againſt them, fo2 that 
they wold at once conclude that enterp2iſe,andnot to leaue 
their aduerlaries anie foꝛce and ſtrength at all, foʒ to return 

againe vnto the fielde, fo2 although there were many bat⸗ 
tailes betwirt them, as the Hyſtoꝛie hath ſhewed pon, pet 
there went not foꝛth the third parte of the people that was 
there with them. which were ſo many in number, that there 
might well bee made of them thꝛee mightie armies, and of 
truth there was neuer ſ&ne in all Aſia noꝛ Europa ſo mas 
ny and ſo val pant, ſtout , and wozthie knigbtes gathered 
together, as were at that pꝛeſent in the fields of Conſtanti 
nople. 

ole let vs leaue the Pagans in readineſſe foꝛ the bat⸗ 
taile to come, and let vs returne vnto the Greeks that were 
in the mightie Citie of Conſtantinople, 


What the Greekus did and how the king Liſeo and the faire 
Queene Radamira eame to aide the Emperour Trebatis, 
and what happened beſides, Chap. 37. 
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T was a thing of great wonder bnfo the 
Ercekes, to ſe themſelues cloſed within 
the Citie, and fo compaſſed. about in their 
olone flelds, ſoꝛ their enimies were ſo great 
and infinit a number of Pagans, that it 
2 might well be ſapd, that they had againſt 
them all the whole ſoꝛte of the world, fog there were in the 
field an infinite number of barbarons people, of different 
and diuerſe Nations, and the moſt part pꝛoude and terrible 
Gyants, that the like were neuer (ene in all the woꝛld, but 
God of his godneſſe created ſuch heartes in that mightie 
Emperour Trebatio ànd in his woꝛthie pꝛoienie, as alſo 
in thoſe high P2inees,and ſfout, woꝛthie, c valiant knights 
that were in his compatie, that not one lie they were with⸗ 
out all feare and dzeade, but alſo had great fozce and cou⸗ 
rage foꝛ to deſtroie and duercome all thoſe that had compaſ⸗ 
ſed them about, and there were few oꝛ none amongſt them 
but received great contentment to be there at that pꝛeſent, 
fo; that the Emperour Trebatio (ſeing with him his ſons. 
and ſo many wozthie Pꝛinces 4 knights) receiued ſo great 
top and pleafure,that he thought himſelfe to be the moſt hap⸗ 
pieſt and foꝛtunateſt P2ince in all the wozid . And of the 
knight of the Sun, ꝛ ofthe faire and ſoneraigne Empꝛeſſe 
of Trapiſonda, it may wel be ſaid that ther was neuer ſane 
two hearts with ſo great contentment, foꝛ that hauing one 
the other in pꝛeſence, either of ihem thought themſelues in 
paradiſe, although you muſt vnderſtand that in all this time 
the knight of the Sun could neuer bꝛing to effect his deſire 
with the roiall Pꝛinteſſe, ſoꝛ ſhe was of ſo high a courage. 
the knight of the Sun neuer durſt in heart taule her tg re⸗ 
teiue anie anger, neither wonldc ch ee conſent to anie Hing 
that was againſt her honour, the which Ge had al waies be⸗ 
foꝛe her eies moꝛe than ante damſell in her time. With no 
leſſe top: than ther, uued tale two faithfull and perfect lo⸗ 
uers, the faire ꝛinteſſe Olivia and Roficleer, who being in 
pꝛeſence togettzer, thought themſelues cleere of all ſoꝛrowes 
and griefes the which the one had ſuſtained fez. the other. 

whereat: 
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Wwhereat che king Olinerto receinedno' finallglozie and cons - 
tentment,fo2.y it ſemed vitohim,v with no other ꝛinte 
in all the wozldhe could not haue married his Daughter ſo 
bighlte and woꝛthilie as he had married her, neither coulde 
the haue bene exalted to no higher eſtate . So that he all 
thoſe that came with him from great Britaine were wonders 
fullie amazed to ſe the mightinefle of the Emperoꝛ I reba- 
tio, the highneſſe of his Court, ſo furniſhed with a greate 
number of woꝛthie Pzinces and valiant knightes, as alſo 
with ſo many faire and pzecious damſells, that of truth it 
might be ſpoken, that there was neuer ſcene ſo great high⸗ 
nelſe and maieſtie in the court of anie Pꝛince befoꝛe j time. 
And the Pagans that came foꝛth of Perſia with the king 
Florion, meruailed grcatlie to ſe the oꝛders of the Court of 
Grecia, foꝛ by the ſacrifices Eceremonies of the Chꝛiſtians, 
(foꝛ that they did ſe and behold them euerie daie, to be done 
with great ſumptuoulneſſe & renerence) they were partlie 
inckned. to thmke weil of the lawe and faith of Jeſu Chaiſt 
true G2d and man, and truelie (although there were many 
that died fo2 this loue which the knight of the Sunne had 
with the PP ꝛinceſle Lyndabrides) vet grew there not ſo little 
effect + p2ofit of theſe lamous warg, but that by occaſion of 
the ſame many ſoules of thoſe Pagans were (aued,fo2 that 
there was not one that came out of Perſia but turned all 
Chꝛiſtians. Likewiſe the valiant and woꝛthie Pꝛince of 
Fraunce in this time did reiopte himſelſe with his loue, the 
faire Pꝛinceſle Lindaraza, as two that loued together exec⸗ 
dinglie. The like did all the other Pꝛinces that had their 
Milkre!ſes there in the Court, as the Pzince Don Siluerio 
With his eue the Nugne Arquiroſa, and Rodomarte and 
Rovdofeo with their Ladies, and as all theſe receiued great 
delight, ſo to the contrarie, Bargandel, Liriamandro, the king 
Sacridoro and Brandizel were verie ſozrowfuill fo the — 
ſence of their Ladies, although the great god wil which they 
had foꝛ to ſerue the Emperoꝛ Trebatio in thoſe warres, did 
wiligate the great griele which otherwile ne 
| __ fo; _ {ouers; it 
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After this ſoꝛte they were all iy ſundꝛie and different 
thoughts, although foz to giue batfaile againſt their ents 
mies they were confo2mable,in which time vpon a ſodaine 
there was b2ought newes vntd the Emperour , how that 
the king Liſco and the faire Qutene Radamira were come 
into the poꝛt, they foꝛ whome the knight of the Sun made 
baitaile with the ont and doubtfull knight Raiartes,+ re⸗ 
ſtoꝛed vnto him the kingdome ol Lidia, the Qucene bꝛought 
with her foure thouſand knights, + the king ſire thouſand, 
© all valiant and well armed, who comming towards Gre- 
cia, by foꝛtune did miete together at ſea, and comming both 
in one demand, they kept companie together vntill they 
came into the pozt. Then ſo ſone as the newes was know⸗ 
en in Conſtantinople, the Emperour Trebatio did ſo much 
that his ſonnes and all that wozthie crew did go fozth fo 
receiue them, z being together in the field,they went vnto 
the ſea (ide, whereas they found at their tomming thether, 
that the king and the Queene were landed a ſhoze, + comes 
ming vnto them to giue them entertainment, the knight of 
the Sunne laid: Py god Lo2ds,from this daie fozwards 
we map haue little feare of ear enimics,hauing pour highs 
neſſe on our five. This feare may we all put a part, being 
in your companie(ſayd the Quene Radamira) foz he that 
delivered me from that furious and fierce Raiartes,will des 
liner me from all the knights of the woꝛld. Well then(ſaid 
the king Liſco) Jam no leſſe boundvnto this happie Pꝛince 
than all the reſt,foz that by him J haue my life, & all mp 
whole kingdome, and therewithall they embꝛaced one ano⸗ 
ther with great lone, t all that were there rejoyced of their 
comming, koꝛ that the king was a verie god knight, fur - 
niſhed with all god manners and congitions,x the Nucene 
Radamira was verie faire and gratious, and reteiued won⸗ 
derkful iop and contentment to ſe the knight of the Sun, foz 
there was nothing in all the wozld that ſhe dcfired ſo much 
to ſe, but when ſhe ſawe him ſo much growen, as well in 
bigneCe as in height, moꝛe than he was at ſuch time as bee 
was in Babylon, ſhe meruailed verie much , _ — 
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Enighf of the Sun and thoſe that came with him had giuen 
them their welcome, they foke theit waie towards Con- 
ſtantinople, ę paſſed by the camp of the Pagans in ſight of 
them all, who did behold them, e offered them no harme noz 
diſcurteſie, foꝛ that there was a trute betwixt them, When 
they came vnto the Citie, the Emperour and the Empꝛes, 
and all thoſe Ladies and Gentlewomen that were with her 
receiued great toy t loued their new gueſts, gratiſteng very_ 
much their comming. And here you ſhall vnderſtand that 
at this pꝛeſent that wozthie and valiant Tartarian Zoylo, 
when he ſawe the Qutene Nadamira was taken in loue 
with her, with great god; will foꝛ to take her to be his wife 
and ſpouſe, if that ſhe were ſo content there with, and from 
that date fozwardes he did pzocure by all meanes fa giue 
her knowledge thereof,and ſhe when ſhe was aduerfiſed & 
knew him to be ſo valiant a knight and high a P2tnce;ſho 
take great pleaſure in his ſeratce . So by reaſon that the 
time dꝛew nigh of the generall battaile, with great dili⸗ 
gence the Emperour and all thoſe woꝛthie knights minden 
no other thing but to viſite their people, commanduig that 
they ſhouldbe pꝛouided of god armour e of all other things 
neceſſarte fo2 the battaile, as they that made account, that 
they had all that remained in the woꝛld againſt th. Likes 
wiſe on the other part in the tame or the Pagans they did 
as much, foz in all the dates and time of their fruce, they 
vnderſtode no other thing but to make all things in a re⸗ 
dineſle againſt the daie appointed, heing determined amon⸗ 
gelt themſelues to goe foꝛth all the whole Campe vnta 
the batfaile, foꝛ that they would at that time make an end 
and deſtroie all the Greckes, and ſtraight wayes enter inta 
the mightie Citie of Conſtantinople, and ſo remaine Loꝛds 
ouer all the whole Empire. Thus alter this ſoꝛte they 
paſſed awaie the daies ofthe fruce, and after wardes there 
happened many other things, as _ be ay you in Th 

Cpapter following, 
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Of the ie _ bloudic battaile hat was betwelde

whole w6215,anvall wo2thinelle — o J ſcinng this 
wozke fo meint and aſcead ſohigg mall vnder ſtan⸗ 
ding! nt to compꝛehend th s determined 


fo2 to ſtai e laſt Chapter, and not to pꝛocce auis 

farther, but leaue this trauaile vntb ſome other, that hath 

a mdꝛe ſharper vnderſtanding than J haue, and remapned 
tertaine 
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cerfaine daies in this determination, and otrupitb m wits 
in other diuerte and variable things, being fullie pert wa⸗ 
ved that my vnderſtanding was not ſufficient foz to de⸗ 
clare and make manifeſt ſo high and wozthie things: ſoz 
one waie the mightinelle of theſe two Emperoꝛs did make

J knowe not whether you doe remember oꝛ not, the 
names of thoſe two valiant Pagans, Meridian and Brandi- 
mardo,that onelie in hearing them named the earth doeth 
tremble, as much moze ſhall be done by their equalls, ths 
Pꝛinte of Fraunce and the mightie Tropan. Let not ber 
foꝛgotten the mightie Emperour of Grecia, with all the 
remnant of the inclite and generall knighthod of his ſoue⸗ 
raigne Court, foꝛ actoꝛding as they are all moſt valiant and 
ſtout, ſo are they ſufficient to make the whole vninerſall 
wozld to be their owne, What ſhall we then doe if we re⸗

At ſuch time as the date appꝛoched of that heauie and 
ſozrowfull time ( wherein was fought that generall and 
bloudie battaile, in which was concluded the expedition of 
new Rome) was ſene great wonders and tokens terrible 
to beholde, and ſufficient foz to terrifie the heartes of thoſe 
valiant and ſtout warriours, foz that the heauens and the 
earth did manifeſt the exceeding great griefe which they 
felt of that moꝛtall deſtruction , and it ſemed verilie vnto 
them that the end of the wozlve was at hande, by manifeſt 
tqkens which were ſcene that date , foz that there was ne⸗ 
uer lo great multitude of people ſene llaine in one daie, as 
appeared after ward by the greate lreames of blond * —

what appeare, the dew that was wonted to falt frölm hen⸗ 
uen in the moꝛnings, appeared fo bes ot ted bloud, wherwith 
al the graffe and flowers in the fieldes of Grecia was laden, 
Likewiſe there were that ſawe, that whereas the ining 
KarreSatwayes at the bꝛeake of date dyd vanich and take 
their leaue, that nowat that inſtant many Comets of fire 
dyd fall from heauen infd the campe of the Pagans , and 
did as much harme as though they had beene thunderboltz 
amongeſt them. And at ſuch time as the Sunne ſhoulde 
thew her elle, they ſawe'plainlie how that it had loſt his 
rubitond tuulour, and was chaunged infs the contour ot 
Sloud;butafter that this earthqaake and ſtoꝛme of lighte⸗ 
ning and thunder was palk, pet there appeared not one 
clowde im all the whole region and compalle of the aire, and 
the daie was verie obſcure and darke , by reaſon of the ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowfull and: vnaccuſtomed coulonr the Sunne ſhewed.

gans that dap. 

The fourth baffaile he wart onto the woꝛthie pꝛinte of: 
Franſia, and vnto the king of Lidia, with all the n that. 
they bꝛought out of their countries. 

The fiff battaile he gaue vnto the geuerument of the 
Ring Oliueriof and vnto the pe inte of Luſirania, with all the 
people that came ont of great WBzitaiye;andih this battaile. 
went thoſe rwo woxthie pinces Bargandel,and Liriaman-- 
dro, thith other wozthie pꝛinces and valtant knights that 
betonned vio the king Oliuerio , 

Che fixt battiile the Emperour Trebatio, foke bnto- 
himfetfe with all the rest of the knightes that remained, 
which were to the nuunber of thꝛte ſroꝛe thouſand knights. 
There went in this baktatle in companie with the Empe⸗ 
rour, che k ing of Mecedoma, the two pꝛintes of Dalmaſia, 
and Tranſiluania, with the two galant pꝛinces Rodomarte, 
as Redefec; ard the twomott valianty wozthie knights, 
Manns 'Arealis,Whs in this daye dyd not a little 
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exaſtthehonaur'of the Codos ot fapaine. There tent ald 
wild the Emperour,thaſe, two gadknights Flamides, and 
Florinaldes, who were greatfriends vnto the knight of the 
Sunne . Allo, therewent with him thoſe foure bzetheren, 
lonnes vnto the gran Torcato, with that ſtout Rogcho,wha 
were ſo conragious, that there were fewe in all the whote 
armie that were moꝛe ter then ther being bu: young 
pouthes 

There went alſo withhim, the King of Bohemia „and 
many other mightie Loꝛds, belonging vnto the Emperour 


ol Grecia, whoſe- names be not here rehearſed,fo2 to ayold - 


. So that this mightie-Emperour hadde about 
hum ſuch a com of valiant and wozthy knights, and ot 
high eſtate, that neuer the like was ſcene, who little andlif- 
le in the oꝛder aboue mencianed;dyd begin to fill thoſe fields 
and plaines, chat it was a thing wozthie to be ſerne, ſo great 
number of wozthie and valiant knights to be ioyned toge⸗ 

although ther law beleꝛe their eies, put in god o2der 
their enimies and occaſians-of the great deſtrudion loked 
fo2,as alſo thoſe fearefull ſignes.and tokens which the hea⸗ 
uens and. the carth dydſhew vnto them, the which was a 
thing of great wonder and dꝛead to behold, in eſpeciall, fo 
thoſe Ladies and gentlewomen that were in Conſtantino- 
Ple, who ſeeing their huſ handes and chilozen to depart in

was ſerne no other thing but olde men, women and chil-

Now at ſuch time as theſe encounters were made bes 
tivene the ſire knights, the two firſt battailes were ioyned 
together, whereas was ſo great a.number: flaine-on the one 
part gnd-on:the other,; that the liuing could not'paſſe'buf 

vpon the dead bodies: and by reaſon ot᷑ the great duſt᷑ that 
dyd. ariſe amongſt then? they could fcarce fe any other 
thing, but the great number of hoꝛſes and Elephants, that 
tranne loſe out from the thickeſt of the pꝛeace . And ſurg 
it was a molt pitifull and lamentabie thing to heare the 
great ſhꝛickes and cryes of thoſe that were hurt and map⸗ 
med,fs2 without all doubt manie a thouſand of them might 


haue bene cured and haue lined, if they coald haue bene bx 


anie meanes holpen to ariſe and come foꝛth, but by reaſon 
of the great pꝛeace and multitude they dyed a miſerably 
death vnder the hozſe fete;

colde, to ſee the terrible and moztatblowes which he ſtroke: 
and although: they foz their parts dyd kill and onerthzow! 
all that tame befoze them, vet had they enough to ore to ſo⸗ 
low him, bis furie mas ſo great, here wit he put himſelfe 
amougſt his enimies, and his ſouldiers that dyd behold the 
wanders which thvſe th2> dyd, toke mernailons ccurage 
themſelues in ſuch ſogte, that in a little time the baltaile 
dad bene duer come, If it had not bene fo; that ſtrong and 
ſtout Bramarant; ſuhn played þ diuell amongſt the Grekes, 
killing all that euer he could reach with his long F bꝛoade 
cutting {wo2d; againſt the which they could make no moꝛe 
reſiſtance hen againſt a thunder bolte. 

This daye was the death of the Gran Campion, vnto 
many verie deare and ſozowfull, foz that his ſonne foꝛ to 
make rxucil reuenge ment fo2 the ſame, with furious wꝛalh 
and moztall anger, doth deſtroy « duerthzow all that tom⸗ 
meth befoze him, wherewith he doth nereafe the lreames 
of bloud in the ſielde, that it flowed with great aboundante. 
The kings likewiſe of the Oꝛiental Jlands,ſuch as remati- 


ned, dyd healpe him verie much in this anghter, fo2 that 


they were great Gyants and defozmed, the people fles as 
wap befeꝛe them, as freniithe dinett ot hell, Line wie, all the 
reſt of the people that came with the gran Campion from 
thoſe Jlands, by reaſon that they dpd ſurmount in ature 
and bigneſſe,the people of Grecia, and moze in num̃ber, dyd 
kill and deſtroy manie of them, and in that plate whereas 

they went, ther han the better hand, ſo that p battaile'was' 
in hallance, foz: that on the one ide the Graus lt and on

iche other ſide the Pagans loſk and had the woz#.- In this 
dt the battaile mingled together, and on both parts was 
Done great daughter, till ſuch time as they iopned with the 
-(scond battiles . But theſe wozthie knightes (@ing bowe 
their people were ouercome and fled befoze their enimies, 
and the great deſtruction that was done bppon them, they 
turned abont their hozſes fo2 to reſcue them, and the knight 
of the Dunne pꝛocured to come to that place whereas Bra- 
marant was, and when that he came thether, one of thoſe 
Gyants that was with him, ſtroke ſo terrible a blowe at 
the Pꝛinceſle Claridiana, vpon her helme, p it made her eies 
to ſparkle with fire, and againe if that the had not embzaced 
her ſelfe about her hoꝛſe necke, ſhe had falne to the ground, 
But this Pagan dyd not aduaunte himlelfe of that blom, 
£oz that ber ing ſeene by the knight of the Sunne, who was 
all kindled in ire, with a mightie courage he raiſed him⸗ 
ſelfe in his ſtirops, and ſtroke him ſuch a blowe vppon his 
dert ſhoulder, with ſo great furie and fozce,that he cloue him 
downe to the ſaddle bow, in ſuch ſozte that he fell downe to 
the ground in two peces , with ſo great wonder vnto all 
them that ſawe that terrible blow, that they could not per⸗ 
t wade with themlelues that he ſhuld be a humane knight, 
and the royall ꝛinceſſe who verie well ſawe the executi⸗ 
on of that blow, was verie glad and ioyfull at her heart, foz 
that ſhe had ſo nigh her ſo valiant aide and ſuccour, and be⸗ 
ing almoſt aſhamed to ſer her ſeife ſo eiii intreated befoꝛe 
him, ſhe toke her [wozd in both her hands, and ſtroke ſuch 
a blow at another of the Gyants, ( who had his ſ woꝛd in 
the aire all aloft readie foz to diſcharge it vpon her) that ſhe 
eee 
kell to the grout | ranne awate and 

lelfe, in themidde@ of the battaule, roaring and houling like 
a Bull, From that time the wozthie, Alphebo and the rots 
all Pzinceſſe ſo behaued themletues in the thickeſt amongit 
their enimies, that what with killing and wounding all 
that euer they could reach. in ſuch lozt, that they were great- 
lie feared of their anner laries. At this time the gud Mrol 
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un was not idle, but all fo be rated with the blond or them 
that he had ſlaine, and at one ferrible thꝛuſt which he thaew 
at one of the Gyant kings, hie paſſed his J zd thidughbls 
bodie, ſo that her fol} downe drad to the ground. But when 
that Bramarant ſawe the great deſtruction the Whith thele 
thaee knightos made amongſt his people) he —— 
ies in his head as though ſite would lie out of then ; and 
with great wzath he came towardes the knight of the tür 
( foʒ that it emed unto him that he was the knight that 
ſtroke the moztalleſt blowes of all the reſt ) and when hee 
came bnto him, he ſtroke him ſuch a terrible and oners 
thwart blowe vppon his healme, that he made the ſparkes 
of fire to flie out a great waie off, and with the foꝛte — 
of it dazeled his eies, and did fomowhataffonith him, and 
this infernall Pagan han not fo ſdne Troke this blowe, but 
that he ſtroke another at the Pꝛinteſſe with ſo great furie, 
that it might welt be: ſaide, that next vnto God, her in⸗ 
tchaunted armour dyd ſaue her lyfe, foꝛ that his greate tut⸗ 
ting ſwolde coulde not cut noꝛ enter into them, yet-fo2 all 
that hm bzake them and made the peeces to flie a great wate 
ot, ſo that tut her one nde was vnarmed and lefte naked, 
Then the ſtout Tropan ſceing his companions fo euill fits 
treated, foʒcing himlelfe with great courage, ſtroke ſuch a 
blowe at Bramarant'bpon his bealme, that he amazed him 
in luch ſoꝛt, that his ſ woꝛd fell out of his handes, and hung 
by the waift band, the ſuhich biowe made this out and 
monde Magan to knowe that this knighe was of noble 
bloud and courage. Then the knight of the Sunne; when 
that he ſawe his Ladis vnarmed, de went vnto her and re⸗ 
gueſted her to depart ouf of the bartaile to tinoide the-are 
Imager and per. tho which hb wa bion6h dach 
— And therewith;holoft: — ber 
tion with Braunen, au went w 0 er 
eee rene both, 
that qui tlic then alcered themſtiues orf of the pꝛenle, and bes 
——ů—— rayall ainteſſe ( witij Io Coe fo _ 
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the was honourablie receiued, and gane great comfozt vnto 
all thole Ladies and Gentle women. The knight of the Sun 
returned againe into the battaile wheras he left the valiant 
Oriſtedes, and found that the ſtout Pagan had ouerthzo w- 
en him vpon his hozſe crouper all aſtonied and amazed, and 
as the Pagan would haue ſtroke him againe, the knight of 
the Sunne put himſelfe befoze him, and lapde: Mith mer 
Bramarant thou diddeſt begin the battaile, ther loꝛe conclude 
it; with me befoze thou makelt anie farthen confention with 
this knight. And in ſaying theſe woꝛdes be ſtroke him ſuch i 
an buerthwart blow vpon the helme, that it ſcemed her had 
bene all on fire, with the burning ſparkes and flames offire 
that flew out thereof,and the fozce was ſo great, that if her 
had not embzaced himſelfe with his hozſe necke, he had fals 
len downe fo the ground. Then this furious Pagan righted 
vp himſelfe againe, blaſpheming againſt the heauens and a- 
gainſt them that gaue ſo much power vnto nature, foꝛ to cre⸗ 
ate a knight of ſo great foꝛte and ſtrength, and therewith 
went againſt him, and began to charge him with ſuch terri⸗ 
ble. blowes. that if it had bene ſome hard Marble rocke, in a 
ſhoꝛt ſpace he had bꝛoke it all peces,but yet the god armoz; 
of the knight of the Dun was of ſo great ſoꝛce, that it wold 
haue made reſiſtance againſt a farre greater ſtrength than 
his, by reaſon of the fineneſſe of the bones of thoſe little ff- 
ſhes, which were found in the froſen ſea, as you haus heard 
befoꝛe, wherewith the armour ofthe knight of the Sunne, 
as alſo that of the Pagan were made, whereby we may ſer 
and vnderſtand, how great and ſtrange be the ſecrets of na⸗ 
ture, that in ſo little bones nouriſhed in the water, ſhoulde 
make moze greater and ſtronger reſiſfance than anie y2zon 
oꝛ ffcele,ſo that theſe two wozthte warriours being in ſuch 
ſecuritie by reaſon of their armour, did execute the furie of 
their great ſtrengthes , and laide ſo cruellie the one vppon 


the other, that it was a wonder to beholde them, and many 


nigh vnto them left of their owne fighting foz to-behoive | a 
them, meruailing greatlie af their terrible and meff crucll 
/ 5 a 


battaile. 
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Now heere let vs leaue them foz a bohile in this their 
contention, wherein either of them had inough to doe to de⸗ 
fend themlelues, and alſo the valiant CTropan, who was ins 


tangled with a ſtout Gyant in battaile, and had great care 


foz to cleere himſelfe from him, and let vs tel of that inclite 
and generous knight Roſicleer, that had the charge of the 

ſecond battaile,who when he lawe the other battaile ſo in⸗ 
tangled, with great deſire that be had to ſe himſelf amongſt 
his enimies, he and his two friends, the king Sacridoro and 


the Tartirian Zoilo, did put themlelues befdꝛe their camp, 


and ſetting ſpurres vnto their hozfes , went againft them 
that came in the ſecond battaile, who likewiſe did mone 
themlelues to reteiue them. There came in their foze front 
the P2ince Meridian, and the ſtout and ſłrong Pagan Bran- 
dimardo,and with them a king of the Jndias, called Albi- 
x0,a:young knight and verte pꝛoude, theſe thzrwe came as 
gainſt Roſicleer and his companions, and in the middeſt be⸗ 
twene the two battailes they made their encounter in 
this ſoꝛt. | 430 

Roſicleer and Brandimardo made their encounter the 
one againſt the other, and ſheuered their ſpeares in pæ⸗ 
ces,paſſing along without receiuing anie harme, but Bran- 
dimardo being greatlie amazed at the ſtrength of his ad⸗ 
uerſarie, ſapd within himſelfe: Mut of all doubt this is hee 
that did combat with Bramarant in the wilderneſſe of Gre· 
ciaz02 elſe it is he that ew the gran Campion his Father, 
fozthat'J canaot bel&ue, that in ante other knight ſhoulde 
be ſogreat fozce and ſtrength. The like dyd Roſicleer thinks 
of Brandimardo, whoſe encounter ſeemed fo be equall vnto 
thoſe of the knight of the Sunne, and ſayde within him⸗ 
ſelfe. 5 | 

Oh that Gad were ſo pleaſed that this valiant Pagan 
were a Chꝛiſtian, foꝛ ſurelie it huld grieue me verie much 


that ſuch a knight ſhould periſh. Then the ſtrong king Sa- 


eridoro and the P2inte Meridian made their encounters, 


in ſuch loꝛt, that their ſpeares were ſheruered all to pætes, 
but the king declined & karre backe, that his head touched 


J 
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bis boꝛte trouper, and he ſtnied hunſelfe ſo:ronglis, that hit 
fell not, but paſſed along being greatlie ammʒed at the great 
agilitie of dis eniuue Pꝛince, who in the ſame iutounter 
tolt one of his ſtirops, and therewith put himſelfe into the 
battaile, han ing his aduerfarte in great eſtimation, bit het 
that had the beſt tucke in theſe their en counters, was the 
valpant Tattarian,who-mertitig-this ꝓꝛboude icuen: ſtriła 
king him in the middeſt of the bzealt; he thꝛuſt his Spear 
thꝛough his bodte, that it appeared at his backe and ouer⸗ 
thꝛew him dead to the ground. With that encounter hi 
like wile had falten to the ground, if there he had nat emb2a» 
ced himſelfe with his hoꝛſe necke. When that theſe entoun⸗ 
ters: were ſiniſhed, theitwo battaues ſopned together, and 
the noiſe was ſo great which they made at the bꝛeaking al 
their Speares, that the mountaines and hilles ſœmed to 
ſhake therewith, and the great ſlanghter that was on both 
partes was meruailous great. But when that Roſicleer 
with that gallant courage (as he ſuas wont ta haue) did put 
himſelfe in the middeſt of the gard of Meridian „ ho (as 
you haue heard) to be twelue ſtrong Gpantes, be did that 
which never befoze time of auntient people: mas the ipke 
heard of; hee aſſaulted them in ſuch ſazte, that one of them 
hee cut off his right arme, where with he did gouerne his 
great and mightie cutting ſwoꝛd, ſo that he was maimro 
and another he clauo hid hrart aſunder with a thꝛuſt her 
th ꝛew at him, he had not at that time ſcarce pulled out his 
{952d from the gyants bodie, wen that two of thoſe which 
remiuned, with their great and ſterlie hatchets, gaue eyther 
ol em a blows tbe one after the other, vppon his rich and 
weriaun heaime, but it was fozged by that wiſe Artemidu- 
mhp bis Mabicalt art, ſo that it might well be ſapde, that 
cums uſes fo2 that theit ſhar pe rdged hatchefs.tould 
nat enter anie. mae intꝭ.it. than ifi theꝝ had iber ne made of 
Aumdachud vet fon all that, che blowcs were erceming ſtroug 
andrhenuig, that: it m/⁰ͥ m Huf his vnderſanding and 
8 mana n fab 8 hs landle nine, 
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and his hozſe carried him about thefiely; but alt fell out foʒ 
the beit, foꝛ that the Gyants hauing no mor rare to garde 
the perſon of the P2ince,fozthat he had put himſelfe in the 
thickeſt amongſt his enimies, her and Brandimardo mas 
king ſach deſtruction and laughter amongeft them, that 
whereas they went they left all the ground full of dead bo⸗ 
dies. But when Roſicleer came againe vnta himſelfe, and 
ſawe that the Gyants were gone, her put himſelfe into the 
thickelt of them that were next him with greate furie, de⸗ 
ſtroping and ouerthꝛowing all that was in the waie, ſo that 
— was an vnhappie daie foz him that once pꝛoued his 

Nof long after when that the third battaile ſawe the 
battailes ſo intangled, they marched on a pace fo2 to iopne 
together, and foꝛ that there might be ſpace inough foꝛ cu. io 
one to haue his fill of fighfing,marched fozwardes ſtraight 
waies the fourth and fift batfaile,foz that there were ſuch 
knights amongſt them;whoſe ſtomacks were ſo great, that 
they could not refraine themſelues onezminute of an houre, 
in lering that others were erecuting their furies, and they 
fo be idle, ſo that in a verie ſhoꝛt ſpace there were ſo many 
dead bodies in the field, that*the lining could not paſſe but 
vpon them,and whereas fo many people were topned toges 
ther, it could not bee but ſome encounters. mult ber made foz 
tobe noted aboue the reſt . As that wozthie king Florion 
and the valiant Pzince his ſonne, made their encounters as 
gainſt the king Orlan, and the king Triderio, whoſe en- 
counters were ſuch, that the Þzince ouerthꝛew the firſt dead 
to the ground, and although hee was ſomewhat aſtonped 
at that encounter, yet hee kept his ſaddle, and paſſed fo24 
wards on, and the king. Florion ouerthzew Triderio from 
his Elephant, whereon hee was mounted, in ſuch ſozte, that 
with great griefe he could not ariſe againe . Like wiſe the 
valiant and wozthie Pzince Claueryndo, with one of thoſe 
pants that came with the Pzince of Cambray,.-didmaks 
their encounters the one againſt the other, in ns 
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the Pꝛinte laide his aduerſarie alongtin the ffeld dead, and 
the ſtout king Liſeo thʒuſt the P2ince of Cambray auer the 
trouper of his hoꝛſe. Alſo the king Oliuerio and theeP2in» 
ces, Bargandel and Liriamandro, Don Siluerio, and the king 
Alamades, made their encounters againſt the king Balar- 
do, and his companions, and there had like to haue bene a 
meruailous milkoztune,fo2 that Lynamandro nnd the furi⸗ 
ous king Balardo fell both of them to the grounde, and in 
great perill befoꝛe they c oulde retouer themſelues againe. 
Bargandel made his entoumter with one of thoſe kinges ol 


the Indias, with lo great furie, that the point of his Speare 


appeared at his backe. Don Siluerio and. the king dydouer⸗ 
th;ow other two, but vnhappie were they that made their 
encounters with the fiue Gyants that came with the king 
Balardo, foz that they were all oyerthzowen dead to the 
ground, ſauing the king Alamades, who by reaſon of his god 
armour could not receiue ante hurt, yet foz all that he lais 
vpon the ground moze than an houre, cleane frem-hinſelf, 
befoze he could come againe to his remewbzance. So in con⸗ 
tluſion of theſe encounters, theſe wozthie knights dyd put 
themſelues into the battaile, at whoſe entrie the laughter 
was ſo great, that the little bzokes were made mightie ri- 
ners with the abundance of blond that was there ſhed,x foz 
to declare perticularlie the mightie deeds c wonderfull aas 
done by Roſicleer, it wer requiſite to haue an hundꝛeth thous 
ſand cies foz to behold them. Likewiſe the wozthines done 
by all that valiant compante,as the Tartarian Zoylo, the 
king Sacridoro,Brandizel,and Clauerindo, his very friends, 
with all the reſt of that gallant companie, as the Pyſtozie 
hath ſhewed vnto you. Dn the other part goeth thoſe furious 
Pagans Meridian and Brandimardo, the king Balardo, and 

the other miſhapen Gpants, all to be raied with bioud, and 

killing and deſtroying all that commeth befo2e them . At 


this timethe god Emperour T rebatio could no longer abide . 


noꝛ ſuffer,ſ&ing his people in ſo great trauaile, but com⸗ 
manded incontinentlie to ſound a great and infinite num⸗ 


ber of Trumpettes and other inſtruments of warre , 
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and wave Pzoclianation that none-ſhould rematnme behind 
but Alto nter intothe battaile. And there with hey mar 
tched oz wardes with ſo great a noile,that the e x 
to open therewith, ' 

Then the Emperour Alycandro ſeeing that (Who was 
img readineſſe) wil nat be the laſt, but ſtrnight wayep 
martheifdwardes with all the remainder of the knights; 
andiſure it was a thing of great compaſſion and pittie foz 
to behalde, ſo infinite a number ot people ſlaine, when that 
theſe two battailes iopned together, foꝛ that the Hoꝛſes ot 
Darius, Eitub, Alexander, being iopned all together, _ 
not ſo many as were there at that pꝛeſ ent. 

* The woꝛthie and renowmed Emperour Trebattwthans 
his encounter with the king Orilardo,who was a mightie 
Pagan, ans was altnolt ſo bigge of his bodie as a Gyant; 
but this god Emperdur made his incounter in ſuch ſeꝛte, 
that he badke his gall within his bodie, and tuft him cuer 
his hoꝛſe erduper lo the ground / Kikewiſe all etherknights 
of fame that wers in the colnpanic made wozthis incoun⸗ 
ters, After which being done they pin themſelues in a buſhs 
ment together round about their god Captain, ⁊ put theirs 
ſelues into the tampe, killing and onerfzowing thoſe Pas 
gans all that euer came befoꝛe them. On the other part geo 
eth the Emperour Alycandro tompatſed about with thoſe 
mightie gyants, and other kings and knights of eſtimati⸗ 
on, that it was a lamentable thing to beholde the great de⸗ 
Truction that they made amongſt their enimies, & fo2 that 
there was on both parts knights of great vatour + eſtima⸗ 
tion. The battaile was in ballance, although there were of 
the Pagans thꝛee times ſo many as were ok the Ch:ilki- 
ans. All this while we haue foꝛgotten thoſe two ſtout war⸗ 
riours, the knight of the Sunne and Bramarant,foz fo com⸗ 

plie with other woꝛthie and valiant knights. But vou ſhal 
vnderſtand that they continued al waies in their eruell bat⸗ 
taile, and dyd na other thing but charge the one the other 
with their terrible blowes out of all oꝛder, and with ſo 
great furie, that if they had beene two Rockes, they — 
b. 
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bzoke them all to pertes and the anger and courage al ev⸗ 
ther of them was ſo great, betauſt they could haua no $ice- 
rie, that they left one another, and put themſelues inis the 
battaile, whereas they flew and ouerthꝛew fo-the around, 


and couered the fields with dead bodies, as the Bowen with 


his Sith couereth the fozrowes with cozne. Ahe:knightof 
the Sunne put himſelfe amongſt thole monſtrous Gynnts 
ofthe Oꝛientall Indlias, and made ſo great laughter àmon⸗ 
geſt them, that thoſe which were liuing, although they were 
fierce and rough people did flie beſoze him, he put hifhſelfe 
with fo great furie amongſt them, that the ſtout Qriſtedes 
remained behinde him, and could not follo we, but pet with 
the great deſire that he had to ueepe him companie, he did 
ſtrange exploits and of great wonder. Then the knight of 
the Sunne loking backe, and ſer ing him all alone, did tar⸗ 
rie his comming , making a bꝛoade waie in euerie plate 
whereas he went, at which time came foꝛth againſt him a 
rough and gallant pant, named Othiberp, and was L 
ouer the Jland of Amara, his armour was edged round a⸗ 
bout with golde and pꝛecious ſtones of great pzice , who 
ſtroke ſo ſtrong a blowe at the knight of the Sunne vppon 
his helme, that he ſomewhat aſtonied him. But this pzoude 


Pagan departed, not aduancing himfelfe thercof, but was 


rewarded foꝛ his boldneſſe, with his head clouen aſunder 
to his bꝛeaſt, ſo that he fell downe dead to the ground, pet 
ther lacked not another moꝛe hardie than wiſe, that thought 
to make reuenge ment foꝛ the fame. There was a king cal⸗ 
led Armelion, who hauing a great confidence in his ſtrength 


and in the ercellencie of his armour , where with hee was 
armed, and was verie god, went fowards him, and ſtroke 


him a mightie blowe vpon one of his ſhoulders, but he that 


had reteiued ſo many of that furious Bramarant, receiued 


that of him as nothing, but in paiment of his great follie, 
the ſonne of Trebatio ſtroke him ſuch another vppon his 

head, that both helme.aud/ſkall he ſtroke into his bzaines, 
the which being done; he ſtaied not. but pꝛocerded fozwards 
on, not finding anie that did diſturbe him in his wate , and 
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alwaies ho had an eie vnfo'fuch/avſemed vatohim to bee 
tho pxincipall of his entimſes; lo it chanced he diſtouered two 
mnightie'great and deſd med Gpants, that were both toge⸗ 
therwith'mightienaſes in their handes, and made great 
 Danghter and deſtruction vpon the Greekes, theſe Gpantes 
were two bꝛethzen, and Lo2vz'ouer an Jland in the Indi- 
n ſea. The one was called Zario, and the other Drago, and 
in all the whole hoaſt was not to ber found two Gpants, 
moꝛe mightier and fuller of pꝛide than they were. But as 
this gallant louer of the ropall Empꝛeſſe Claridiana hadde 
ſtene them, without anie conſideration that they were two, 
nd hee all alone, hee tokea Speare from a Pagan that was 
next him, and ſet ſpurres to his god hozſe Cornerino; and 
with ſo great furie, that he ſeemed a whirle winde, he went 
towards thoſe Gyants, (who were ſerne aboue all the reſt 
moꝛe than two cubites) and in fight of all the people he en⸗ 
.conntered with one of them in the middeſt of the bꝛeaſt, in 
luch ſoꝛt (that although his armour was twelue plates thick) 
:pot did he thꝛuſt his Speare a god yard thꝛough his bodie, 
that the ſharpe point of his Speare appcared at his backe, 
and this great Gyant fell downe dead. to the ground, and 
made (o great noiſe as though a tower had fallen downe, 
and at ſuch time as this god knight dyd palle alongſt in his 
"courſe, the other Gpant that did abide his comming with 
his pꝛon maſe in his hand all aloffe , hee diſcharged ſuch a 
right downe blowe at him, that if her had chaunced to fa⸗ 
ſten the ſame, it had not gone well with him, but the great 
'faric and [wiftnefſeiof his hoꝛſe Cornerino was ſuch. that 
:befo2e he coulde diſcharge the ſame, her was paſſcd by with 
his Maiſter, ſo that the blowe fell downe to the ground, and 
entred into the earth th2c& ſpaus, and as pet he had not lift 
vp his maſe when that the knight of the Sunne tourned 
about his hozſe with great lightnelle, and ioyning himſelfe 
with the Gyant, her caſt a thꝛuſt at him with the point of 
his ſ woꝛd in the middeſt of his bellte, and put ſo great foꝛce 
and ffrength ther vnto, that without anie ſtaying it paſſed 
 thzough his double and thicke armour, and entered = 
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his guts vp to the hard hilten, and pulling his ſ e u 


bis guttes followed after. And ther unthall the Gogutzwith 
an infernall. furie ſtroke ſoieh à terrihie bio e win bis 
mace on his backe, that her hadde ougrthainen him da 
ground, if that ve had not embaacedhjorfelfe:with his chogle 
necks. Wut ſa ſone as this hiawe was giuen, the:wt 
Gyant feli dolune dead tothe: earthcand the knight 
Sunne doing theſe and many other great margaitrs paſſed 
fo: wardes; on, dilcouer ing · thong all the; whole hattadle, 
beholding the mightic deedes , greate nernailes,andighs 
bnigbidod which was done by the famous knightes on his 
part vnto whome it fcemev that they alone exe a chende 
and defence vnto all his people, fo; without them they dad 
bene ali ouercome and diſpearſed, fo that in compariſon 
there were a great number moꝛe on the pact of the Pagans 
than there was on theirs . Yee lykewiſe loked about foz 
Roſicleer, and ſawe where bee was all alone ſo beraped 
and- bathed in bloud, that ſcarce he could bee knowen from 
another knight, but onelie by the incredible deeves which be 
did, and ſeeing hun in that ſoꝛte al;alone , without anie of 
his conſoꝛtes, that could come vnto him fo2 to ſuccour him, 
be fell greatlie in luue with him and his eſtimgtion and 
pꝛaied vnto God with all his heart to laue and defend him 
from all peril and daunger-.

All this while 
was not idle, but did their partes in ample manner, Bar- 
gandel and Lyriamandro, and the king Alamades, Flami- 
des, and Florinaldus, and the Pꝛinte Don Siluerio , Rodo- 
marte # Rodofeo, all theſe together did wonderfull things, 
Aiding and helping whereas was meft neceſſitie , yet was 
there none that was with Roſicleer, fo2 he was all alone, 
and did verie welt cleere the waie whereas he would goe, 
and dyd ſo much on euerie fide , that in the ende he came 
whereas the Emperour his Father was, and ſawe that hee 
alone with choſe two Spaniſh knightes were in combat 
with the ffue Gpants of the king Balardo, and wared verie 
faint and wearie, but when that he ſawe it, lyke a hungrie 
Lion he went towards them, and when he came whereas 
they were, he ſtroke ſuch a blowe at the firſt vpan his ſhoul⸗ 
der, that he cloue him downe fo the bꝛeaſt, and ouerthzew 
him to the earth, and ſtraight waies fourned vnfo another, 


whome he flew, with another blowe ffroke off his arme 


where with he held his woꝛd, and as he was turning foꝛ to 
fkrike another, that did charge much the Emperour, he ſaw 
that the Emperour at one blow ouerthze we him to the 


_ earth,fo2 that he ſfroke him ouerthwart the waſt, in ſuch 


ſoꝛt, that his ſ woꝛd entered into his bowels , that he fell 
downe dead. And when he ſawe the gend ſuccour that he had 
of his ſonne, in the time of ſo great extremitie, he was verie 
glad and toyfull, t 
Likewiſe at this time the two valiant bzethzen , Don 
Clarus and Arcalus had ſo wounded the other two Gpants, 
that in the end they onerthzew them to the ground. Then 
Roſicleer [&ing that the Emperour was meruaflouſlte ac⸗ 
companied,fo2 that the other Pꝛinces were come vnto him, 
ſet ſpurres to his hozſe, and put himſelfe in the thickeſt a⸗ 
mongtt his enimies, and neuer reſted till he came whereas 
the ſtout Pagan Brandimardo was, and ſceing the greats 
laughter that he and Meridian made, he went fowardes 
them, and at his appzoching,betwen them was dealt migh- 
tie, ſtrong, and terrible blowes, in ſuch ſozf, that Brandi. 
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mards thought verilie within him elle that his adiferſaris 
ſhould be the knight of the Sunne, with whom he did com⸗ 
bat in the wildernelle of Grecia, foz that he ſuppoſed Roſi- 
cleer was not of ſo great ſtrength, although many times hee 
heard him greatlie pꝛaiſed and ſpoken of, which gaue him 
great god will to pꝛoue himſelfe with him. And fo2 that at 
that pꝛeſent Brandimardo did ſhe w the vitcrmolt of all his 
foꝛce and ſtrength, it gave Roſicleer to vudetſtand that Hee 
was one of the ſtrongeſt knights that euer he had pꝛoued, he 
was ſo valiant and full of dexteritie. Doch zan 
Pou may well beleeue that in all this time was not that 
furious Pagan Bramarant vnoceupied, but with intcrnatl 
furie he deſtropeth and ouerthꝛoweth ali that commeth bes 
foꝛe him, who when he ſawe that the moſt part of the daie 
was paſt, and ſawe that there was no adnantage gotten on 
their part, vut rather they had loſt ground, thought veritie

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iuſting, and paſſing fozwardes on, her ſalve the ſtout king 
Florion, who at that inſtant ew a mightie Gyant, and ma⸗ 
King his encounter againſt him, hee thꝛuſt both hozſe g man 
This mightie and furious Pagan ſtaped not in this 
place, but paſſed foꝛwards, and came whereas he found the 
two Princes, Brandizel and Clauerindo, making their com- 
bat with the king Balardo, and his companion, at which 
time they obtained the victoꝛie with the death of thoſe two 
Gyantfes,hee came vpon them vnbewares, and one of them 
her ouerthꝛew with the iuſt of his Speare, in ſuch ſozt,that * 
his valyant-ffrength and courage coulde not p2ofite him a- 
nie thing at all, and the other he iuſtled him with his hozſe, 
who ranne with ſo exceeding greate furie, that hee ouer- 
thꝛew him to the ground, and as her p2oceeded foꝛwardes on 
in the battayle,loking round about him, he ſawe a farre 
off the woꝛthie Emperour Trebatio, accompanied with a 
great number of Pzinces and valyant knightes, who dyd 
great meruailes and wonders vppon their enimies, and ta⸗ 
king the biggeſt lance that hee could find her went towards 
them and ſtroke the god Emperour on the one ſide, vnbe⸗ 
wares, and thꝛuſt hun cleane out of his Saddle . The lyke 
hee dyd vnto the two bꝛetheren Don Clarus and Arculus, 
Then the other Pꝛinces when they ſawe the Empe⸗ 
rour vnhoꝛled, they came foꝛth with foz to ſuccour and helpe 
hun, but their comming had lyke to haue toſt them deare, 
foꝛ that at two blowes which hee ſtroke with his worde, he 
aſtonyed and left without remembꝛance the two Pzinces, 
Bargandel and Lyriamandro,and within a little while af- 
fer he ouerthꝛew to the ground Don Siluerio and the two 
Painces Rodamarte and Rodofeo, Flamides and Florinal- 
dus, and thinking that they were dead, this diuelliſh and 
dutragious Pagan p2oceded farther on, till hee came 
whereas Noſicleer and Brandimardo were combatting toy 
gether, and he ſeing their battaile ſo intangled, and knows 
ing him foꝛ certaintie to bee the ſame which lew the gran 
Campion his Father , bœing full of moztall courage, 
5 . as 
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as fpatkes of fire ſhould flie out at his eies, he went bnto 
him and ſtroke him an ouerthwart blowe with both his 
hands vpon his helme, which was of ( great foꝛce and 
ſtrength, that the bloud guſhed out at his cares and noſe, 
aud depꝛiued him ol his remembꝛance, ſo that his hoꝛſe car⸗ 
ried him a while about the ſteld. Then the ſtout Brandimar- 
do who was moze vertuous than he, ſaw the great villanie 
the which Bramarant had done, with a wzathfull courage he 
went againſt him, and ſapd. 

Oh thou vncurteous villaine, come to the battaile with 
me, loꝛ that it ſhal colt the full dere, this ſhame anddiſcur - 
teſie which thou haſt ſhewed vnto me. And there wilh hir 
ſtroke him ſuch an onerthwart blow vpon the healme, that 
with the ſparkes of fire that ſlew out thereof, he burned all 
the haire vpon his bzowes and eie lids. Then Bramarant, 
who alwaies did deare him ill will ſnce the time that hee 
did combat againſt him and Meridian in the wilderneſte of 
Grecia, returned a replie againſt him with fo great furic, 
that the noiſe ol their new begun bartell betwirt them was 
heard throughout all the whole campe, but their combat 
indured not long, foꝛ that Roſicleer came flraight againe 
vnto himlelke land remembꝛing what had palled, he went 
vnto Bratidimardo, and gaue him great thankes foꝛ that 
which he had done 02 him, and requeſted him to let him to 
haue the battaile againſt Bramarant, who vnderſtanding 
what Roſicleer had ſapd with great pꝛide ſayd: Come both 
of: pou together againſt me, ſdz if there were ten ſuch as 
you are, I would not 'eſfeeme'you'in anie ching.

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HE next date after the fierce. and bloudie 
battaile, which was the whole expedition of 
Conſtantinople, all ſuch Pagans as remai-

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the firſt Poole. 
fied and ranne awate towards the ſea toatt; whereas they 
embarked themſelues, ſo that there remained beit eerfains 
kings and nobles, ſuch as were knowen, and were pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners vnto the Greekes, At which time the Empervur "Tres 
batio with all his nobles, hauing a great god will to rele⸗ 
bzate with triumph the great and toyfull victo2zie Whieh 
God had giuen them, were greatlie diſturbed by the abs 
ſence of the knight of the Bunne; foꝛ without him it ſetmth 
that they could not reioptce, noꝛ take aͤnie toy 02 pleaſure, foʒ 
which occaſion at that inſkant departed many knights from 
the Court, in the demaund and ſecking of him, amongeolt 
whom Roſicleer was one, who departed al alone from Con- 
ſtantinoplè, and in ſuch ſozte that he wis not unswen, net 
ther would he carrie anie bodie with him , foꝛ that her han 
great deſire foz to mete with Bramarant, ard fo tonclude 
with him the battaile, be foꝛe that anie knight be pꝛeſent foz 
to ſeparate oꝛ part them, and comming vnto the ſea fide, 
whereas he could not heare anie newes of him, he ſtraight 
Waiesthere embarked himlelfe ints alhip, whereas we wil 
leaue him and all the reſt in Conſtantinople,foz to fell you 
of the knight of the Sunne, who being verie deſirous foz 

to ouertake the Emperour Alycandro-and the P2inceſſe 
Lyndabrides, nauigating by Sea, was lykewiſe the ſame 
night conſtrained with the tozment (that twke the Empe⸗ 
rour) foꝛ to loſe his waie. But whether it was by the will 
of God it ſhould ſo fall out, fo2 that the end thereof was 
verie god, oz elſe by the arte of the wiſe Lyrgandeo , oꝛ 
elſe by god fo2tane that gouernedhis ſhippe, in ſach ſozte 
the woꝛthie knight of the Sunne was thꝛowen by fozce of 
the ſayde ſtoꝛme and tempeſt info the pozte of the ſtrong 
Alande , the which beeing perceined and knowen by the 
Mariners, thep would ffratght wayes haue departed from 
thence, hauing that quiet pozte farre moꝛe perillous than fo 
bee at the Sea, with that great ſtoꝛme and tempeſt, whoſe 
greaf feare bœing manifelt vnto the night of the Sunne, 
he was verie deſirous to linowe the occaſion- thereof,and 
they declared * tauſe, verie much ertolling che foꝛce and 
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frength. of Roboan and of his ſonnes, as alſo of the great 
crueltie that was bied there, with ſuch knights and dams 
ſells as they did take, And although the knight of the Sun 
would firſt haue accompliſhed his voyage in following of 
the Emperour Alycandro,and haue left that enterpzife vn⸗ 
till ſome other time, vet foz all that, ſeeing that it woulde 
lpttle p2ofite fo to returne vnto the Sea, by reaſon that 
the waues were greatlie increaſed with the fozce of the

fte, all armed, with their hatchets of armes in their hands, 
and bad him to perld fo them as pꝛiſoner, and ſome of them 
appꝛoched to laie hands on his hoꝛſe bꝛidle. But this god 
knight anſwered not one woꝛde vnto theſe villanous pecs 
ple, but hauing his Speare in his hande, ſtroke one of them 
ſuch a blowe there with, that his ſtrong armour dpd not 
p;ofite him, but hee ouerthzew hun backwardes ſtarke dead 
vato the ground, and as one that as then was not to learne 
to ſhedde the bloud of ſuch vnhappie wzetches , in a ſhozt 
time hee made ſuch laughter amongeſt them, "that there 
eſcaped no moze aliue buf thze& of them, who fledde and 

ranne with all haſt poſſible vnto the Caſtle , which was 
vppon the little mountaine, whereas were the two eldeſt 
bꝛetheren, Langereon and Andricardo, with Roboan their 
Father, fo: that after that they had carried pꝛiſoner vnto 
the Caſtell the Emperour Alycandro,and his companie, vn⸗

till that time they had not deſcended vat their Toluers, 
whereas they were wont to be continuallie, which was 
the occaſion that the knight of the Sunne was yat-afſayle 
ted, but by their Bnightes and fwtmen, who remapned boy 
lowe in the Towers foz to kepe and defend. them, ſoz that 
all the reſt were gone into the Caſtell with their riche 
pꝛaie. ä CE 17.

Wut when the knight of the Sunne ſawe Himſelfp 
dere of all thoſe that came fozth againſt; him, and that 
there came no moze people out of the Towers, hee imagined 
within himſelfe that the Gyantes ſhoulde be in that highe 
Caſtle, which hee ſawe befoze him ſomewhat a faxre off, 
which cauſed him to take the wate thetherwardes, and it 
ſeemed vnto him tobe one of the moſt fapꝛeſt and ſtrongelt 
that euer befoze hee had ſeene, and as yet hee was not come 
vnto the plaine that was befoze the entris;, which was in 
manner of a Court, when that he ſawe come fozth of the 
Caſtle by a falſe dw2e one of the Gyanfes, all armed with 
thicke plates of ſteele, and monnted vppon a mightie, great, 
and ſtrong hoꝛzſe, with a great cutting hatchet of Stele in 
his handes , who ſeemed vnto the knight of the Sunne to 
bee one of the belt furniſhed, and well made and pꝛopoꝛtio⸗ 
ned Gyants that euer her ſaw in all his lyfe.

ide, foꝛ that it ſtroke bim in the mivbeff of his bꝛeaſt with 
ſo great ſtrength, that it made him to double his bodit'back» 
wards vpon his hoꝛſe crouper, and foz that the ſteelie point 
could not enter into his armour, it doubledſe recoiled backe 
againe, and the ſheæuers flew into the aire, making a greats 
noile, but this god knight with great lightneſſe did ſettle 
himſelfe againe in his ſaddle, and remembꝛed that the faire 
Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides did behold him, and therewith went 
againſt Andricandro,with his hatchet in both his handes, 

ſtroke him ſo mightie a blow vpon his healme, that if it had 

chanced to be a full blow,hehad —— vnto the 

waſt, but it chanced ſomewhat aide, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that it cut 

awaie a pœce of the helme with one ol his cares. and from 

thence deſcended his fine cutting hatchet: along bis bꝛeaſt, 

cutting all that was befoze it, till it came to the ſaddle bow, 

the which it cloue aſunder, and cut his hoꝛſe almoſt in two 

peeceszſo that he fell vowne deadto the ground with his ma⸗ 

ſter, and caught one of his legges vnder him, in ſuch ſozte, 
that what with the wound that her had on his bꝛeaſt, and 

the doubling of his legge, her could not by anie meanes a⸗ 

riſe, vut was the greateſt amazed man in all the woꝛlde, to 

ſee. that terrible and wonderfull blowe the which he had re⸗ 

ceiued, and it ſeemed to ber done by a knight of the biggeſf 

— that was to bee found in ante parte of the vniuerſall 

wonld. 

Then Roboan who was all armed, and at a windowe 
beholving the baftaile,wbeu that he ſawe his ſorines over) 
tome and in that perplexitte, it coulde not de expꝛeſſed the 
great ſorow and griefs which he receiued, ſoꝛ that he thought 
it a thing impoſſible, that ten of the beſt knightes that were 
to be found in all the woꝛld, were not able to do that which 
was there done, and thinking in a ſhoꝛt ſpace to be reuen⸗ 
ged.foz the ſame, he mounted vpon a mightie hozſe,and take 
a great ſpeare in his hand, and went foꝛth at the Caltte gate 
with ſo furious and terreble a ſemblantce, that the knight cf 
the Sunne did verie well perceiue that he was of no leſſe 
u and nnen a1 ſins fonnes;fog that he was nu, 
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"the firſt Booke:. 
er of perſon,and bigger ol members, and when that he came 
nigh vnto the knight of the Sunne, with a hoarſe 4 terrible 
voirdgbeſayds. 2 i ie 0 eee tpn ah hl 
Anight, tell me Who art thou of ſuch courage andhardis 
neſſe, that hauing flaine my two ſonnes, dareſt abide me in 
the field? J am a knight (ſaid he) that in the name of Jeſus 
Chꝛiſt, in whom J doe beieeue and woꝛſhip, doe hope to de⸗ 
ſtroie the, and all thoſe that are obedient vnto thy lawe, foz 
that the diuine iuſtice beeing angrie at the great ſinnes 
and euils by thee done in this Aland, is now tome to puniſh 
thee accoꝛding vnto thy deſerts, in the deepeſt partes of hell. 
Oh Gaddeſſe, the creatoz of all Gyantes, and the bꝛinger 
toꝛth ok all the fruites vppon the earth, (ant wered Roboan) 
how canſt thou ſuffer that one alone knight ſhall ſaie that he 
will deſtroie thy lawe, and maketh a macking ffocke theres 
at; In ſaying theſe woꝛdes he ſpurred, fozwardes with his 
hozſe, and ſtroke him ſuch a blowe with his ſpeare in the 
middeſt of his bꝛeaſt, that he would haue ſwoꝛne, that the 
point with halfe the ſtaffe weuld haue appeared at his back, 
but it fell not out accoꝛding vnto his thought, foꝛ at the fozce 
thereol he made no moꝛe mention noꝛ mouing thereat, than 
if he had ſtroke againſt a tower, but with his mightie hatch⸗ 
et he repaied him in ſuch ſoꝛt, that a mightie great and thick 
G&1d that he had, where with he would haue warded that 
hlow, he cut in two ptces, and the blowe deſcended vppon 
his healme, cutting the ſome, and alſo a tele cap which her 
had vnder it, and made a cruell wound in his head, and as 
they ioyned with their bodies verie nigh the one the other, 
the Gyant laide holde with his armes about his necke, thin⸗ 
king by his great foꝛce and ſtrength to hoiſe him out of the 
ſandie, but he that was indued with no leſſe ſtrength than 
pe, and with moze dexteritie, laide hold on him by the walk, 
t held him ſo faſf,y by reaſon their hozſes pꝛeſſed fozwards, 
they both cell to the ground, and let go their holds, z roſe vn 
vpon their feet. The knight of the un dzew out his woꝛd 
(the gyant a great fauchon, ſo that they began the battaile 
alot, k made ſo great noiſe, y they were heard ne 
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the whdle Jland, and it ſ@med that there were in baffatls 
together, moꝛe then one hundꝛeth knights. ere was to be 
ſeene the great foꝛtitude and ſtrength of Roboan, who dyd 
combat in ſuch fozt with the knight of the Þunne, that he 
troubien him very. much, and manp times his vnmcaſura- 
ble blowes did put him in great perill, and had bzonght him 
into much moze danger, if that the great ſtrength and gods 
neſſe-of his armour, and his great lightneffe,had not holpen 
him. There was allo an other thing that dyd pꝛoſit him ve⸗ 
rie much, which was p great furie of his temerous blowes, 
whith made the Gyant to beſturre himſelfe from one part 
vato an other,foz to cleere himſelfe from the furie of them, 
with moꝛe lightneſſe then his bigge and great bodie requi⸗ 
red. Do that after halte an houre that the battaile was 
begonne; his vnwildy bodie not being able to indure anie 
longer, wared weake t fæble, by reaſon of certaine wounds 
which he had receiued, out of the which iNued verie much 
- bloud,in ſo great aboundantce, that all the ground was ſtats 
ned there with. At which time the knight of the Sunne 
conſidering, that if the battaile ſhold goe fozwards, it wold 
not be well with Roboan: and againe, fo2 that he had him 
and his ſonnes in reſpec of ſtrong and valiant knights , x 
fo2 ſuch would eſteeme them, if that he might cauſe them 
to leaue this great errour the Which they had maintained a 
long time, he there with all withdzew himſelfe aback, and 
lifting vp the beaver of his healme he ſaid. Heare mee a lit⸗ 
fle what 4 will ſay vnto thee Roboan, firſt befoze that this 
our battaile be finiſhed , thou ſhalt vnderſtand that J doe 
eſteeme thee and thy ſonnes verie much, as wel foz the great 
valiantneſſe that is in pou, as alſo you doe ſeeme vnto mee 
to be god and courteous knights: my will and deſire is, 
that this our battaite betwirt vs map ceaſe, and that reme⸗ 
die · be put in the curing theſe thy wounds, and the wounds 
of:thy ſonnes, in caſe that thou wilt leaue this law Gentili- 
cà q Where with thou haſt bene ſo much deceiued, and from 
thin day foꝛ wardes not td odſerne no2 maintaine the euelt 
and moſt cruell cuſtome, as hetherto thou haſt, Foz if 
+ | | ou 
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will cowards them, then foz any feare oz dzead he had — 
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thon wilt ſee and behold with the eyes of thy bnderſtan⸗ 
ding, and conſider of the law in the. which thou doeſt liue, 
thou ſhalt clerely ſee and perteiue the great errour and des 
ceit wherein thou art wzapped . Tell me J pꝛap thee Ro- 
boan, who ought to be honozed and. woꝛſhipped foz God, 

but he alonely that created and made all things both cee. 
ftiall and terreſtriall,and hath power ouer all things, foꝛ to 

puniſh the wicked, and to gratifieand reward the god and 

tuft. Mell then, if he alone that bath all this power,ought 
to be eſteemed, honoured and wozſhipped, fo2 God, what 
reaſon is there fo2 to beleue that the Mone is thy Goddeſſe. 

Thon ſhalt vnderſtand foz her to ſhine and giue light,hath 
nerde of the cleereneſſe and bzighneſſe of the Sunne, with⸗ 
out tye which, of her ſelfe ſhe is verie darke and obſcure; 
and cannot be ſcene , God created the high couloured Nu⸗ 
bies, the greene Emeralds, the blew Saphires,the white 
Pearles,the ſhimng beams of the Dunne, that giueth light 
vnto the one, the Starres, the grene trees on the earth, 
and her Plants, the quietneſſe of the heauens, the round⸗ 
neſſe of the woꝛld, and the meruailous courſe of the celeſtial 
monings,not foz that we ſhould occupie our wits and vn⸗ 
derſtandings in theſe things: but by the great beautie and 
ſight of them, our ſpirits may be moued vnto the beautie 
and lone of the creatoꝛ and maker of: all them,from whom 
like as from a fountaine, pzocedethall that is faire and des 
lecable vnto the ſight of man. Jn the meane time that the 
knight of the Sunne was ſaying theſe wozds, Roboan was 
very attentiue,taking as great pleaſure, at that he ſapde, as 
at his great fozce and ſtrength, and lwking vpon himfelfe, 
be ſawe that he was berayed with blond and his armour 
bꝛoken in many places, and his aduerſarie not to haue res 
teiued any wound, but rather was moze ſtronger and ligh⸗ 
ter then at the beginning, which was vnto him apparant, 
either to be Naine,oz to loſe the victozie. Likewiſe he well 
bnderſtod fo what ende the knight of the Sunne had ſpo⸗ 
ken thoſe woꝛds, which did p2oceede moze of bertue ? god 
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the toncluſfion of the battaile: but by reaſon that he ſato his 
fonnes lying a lang on the ground in the field, the eyes of 
his vnd erſtanding were ſo blinded, that he could not ſee the 
great pꝛoſit which might come vnto him in leauing of his 
© of -and-cuſtome . And ſaid: vnto the knight of the Sun, 
t he ſhould not ſpeake any thing moꝛe therof vnto him, 
fo2 that he was determined to follow, and take bis foztune, 
whether it were god oꝛ bad, againſt him, oꝛ with him. And 
therewith they both retourned againe dnfo the battaite, £ 
fo2 that they had ſome what bꝛeathed & reſted themſelues, 
it was then a thing woꝛthie to be ſeene, the ſtrong and ter⸗ 
rible blowes which the one ſtoke at the other ; Foꝛ as A 
haue ſaid, Roboan was a ſfont and ſfrong giant, and ſuffi⸗ 
cient of himſelfe to deſtrope and kill one hundzeth knights 
that ſhould contend againſt him alfogether in battaile. 
The knight of the Sunne had great deſire quickly to con⸗ 
tlude and make an ende of that contenſion;to ſeæ what the 
Emperenr: Alicandro and the Painceſſe Lindabrides dyd 
in the eaſtell, who being greatly amazed at his great fo:ce 
and ſtrength, could not immagine who it ſhould be, except 
it were the ſonne of Trebatio,he who had done great mars 
uailes in his pꝛeſence. And he that ſhould at this inſtant 
haue certified the faire pꝛinteſſe, hobo that it was the knight 
of the Sunne, you may well belerue that be ſhould haue 
cauſed her to receiue greater iope and contentmenk, then if 
they had giuen her all the whole woztd fo2 a pꝛeſent, as ſhe 
who ſhould not reteiue ſo great griefe, if her ſoule ſhould 
depart from her bodie, as ſhe ſhould recctue in departing 
from the countrie whereas doth remaine her knight of the 
Hunne, who dyd fo much againſt Roboan, that in the ende 
of one houre, that the battaele was begun, he fell downe a 
long at his feete,fo.feble and wrake, by reaſonof the great 
quanfiticof blond, that he had loſt, that till ſuch time as 
the knight of the Hunne did pull of his healme, and gaue 
him ay2e he could not come againe vnto himſeiſe. Wut 
when that he was in his xememnbzaunce , the knight of the 
Hunne 880 With his ( woꝛde aboue his head, * 
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with this word will J ſeperate thy head and bodie a ſun⸗ 
der, i that thou wilt not amend thy lyfe, and apart thy ſelfe 
er- the law, wherein thou haft lined hetherto. 25 
The leare of death (ſayd Roboan) ſhall not make mer 
fo doe anꝝ thing that is againſt my honour , but thy great 
vertue and foꝛce, doth make me to beleeuc that thy law and 
faith is better then this, the which J bane hetherto-main- 
tained, in the which J doe confeſſe greatly to haue erred and 


bene deceined , And here J doe pꝛomiſe thee in the faith of 


whome J am, and by the high bloud from whence J doe 
deſcend, neuer to maintaine any longer this euill cuſtome, 
but will eſteeme and woꝛſhippe faz my God all the dayes of 
my life, him whome thou haſt tolde meer off , who vjaera 
ſally did create all things. 

Then the knight ol the Sunne who was derp glad and 
iopfull fo2 to heare him ſo ſay, dyd healp him to ariſe from 
the ground, and embꝛaſing him with great loue, they went 
both together vnto Andricardo and Langereon, whom they 
found both a live and without perill, but that they were ves 
rie weake and feeble, with the great quantitie of bloud the 
which they had loft : but when the ſonnes had vnderſfodb 
all that which had paſſed with their Father, God had inſpi⸗ 
red his holy ſpirit within them, in ſueh ſoꝛt, that ther were 
very well content therewith, and pꝛomiſed him that from 
that day fozwards,they would hold him fo2 their Loꝛd and 
verie friend, and requeſted him to tell them, who he was, 
how he was called. Unto whome he faide, that they ſhould - 
goe vnto the caitelkand there in the pzeſence and befo2e his 

pꝛiſoners he would giue them fo vnderſtand. Andfherwith 

they went all foure together vnto the caſtet and being with⸗ 

in they mounted vp vnto the battelments whereas the 

Emperour, and faire p2inceſſe, with her damſells were: And 
when they came vnto them, the knight ol the Sunne pulled 

of bis healme, and kneeled downe befoze the Emperoꝛ ⁊ the 

pꝛinceſſe p were together aparted from the reft,'+ with that 


graue 4 mocrie countenace he was wont ta haue, he ſpake 


mm woꝛdn It the errozaven _ tht knight of b m— — 
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mous the generoſitie of your hearts,/focoms with logreat 
wzath accompanied with ſo mightie a number of knights, 
into Grecia, fo; to take reuengement of me alone, beholo 
me here now vnder your obedifce, faz that. with this:.ſwozd 
ſcraight waies you giue mee my reward, as my deſert doth 
deſerue, fo: greater fozce fo this cffece hath the greate loue 
and god will which al waies J beare vnto pon, then all the 
great and mightie armies, which you oꝛdained fo paſſe the 
Deas, fo that to tounteruaile theni another fozro equall 
is ſufficient fo2 to deſtroy them, dut againſt the gad will 
- which alwayes J had foz fo ſerue von, there is no tote, noʒ 
pernerſe foꝛtune ſuffictent fox. to oppꝛeſſe the ſamo : and if 
hetherto my-Lozds, J'hane:ſ@med: vnto pau to die the con⸗ 
trarie, fo: that I made reſiſtance againtt pour in theſe bat⸗ 
tailes 
to withland that theCmperour of Grecia were not whol⸗ 
ly veſkroyed:and again, that they ſhould not ſuffer 6 abide 
the lark, that were nothing in the lautt hereof ,, In the 


meane dime that the knight ot the Sunne was ſaying theſe 


wo2ds; the faire Pztncelffe did beholde him as though che 
had bene franfpozted;oz from her ſeffe with the ſoueraigne 
iope and pieafure which pzeſftly: che receiued, to ſee befoꝛe 
her with ſo great humilitte, him whome ſhe loved much 
moe then ger owne lefe,/andhis light ſo greatdy'wiſhed x 
vefired ſoꝛ. But when that che Emperour Alicandto dyd 
know the kmixht of the Dunne, and had well vnderſtode 
his humble and courteous woꝛds, Who could immagine oz 
coniccure the great admiration and wonder that he recets 
ued in his heart, wil the varietie of divers things that oc⸗ 
tupied his minde and vnderſtanding at one inſfant . Foz 
one waye he called to remembzance , that once he thought 
that this knight ſhould haue bene his ſonne, and how that 
he gate vhto him his daughter, Empire and high cffate, 
Likewiſe he remembzed to the contrarie, how that fz to 
be reuenged on him, he left his owne countries, and depar⸗ 
ted with a great num der dt people into Grecia whereas

In this ſoꝛt was his minde trokdled andfofſed 
with all thele thoughts, whith was the occaſion, chat he tod 
and did beholde him without peaking oh unte wozd a g 
ſpace, till ſuch time as comming bio himteite and remem⸗ 
bꝛing that he was the Pyzrour of all Pꝛintes and knights 
in the wozld, and as then thought him to ber equall vnto 
the eternall Gods, and that his;great valour eeftate would 
not ſuffer that he ould continue in that ſozt befbze him he 
determined to tonſent and foſuffer with patiente, all that 
was oꝛdained by foꝛtune, and to accept and recoiue the lys 
berfie of his impꝛiſonment at the handes of him, who hath 
beene the occaſion of all his euill, but in eſpeciall the netelſ⸗ 
ſttie inthe which he was bꝛought, woulde not giue waie 
vnto anie other thing, ſo that he went vnto him, and did em⸗ 
bzaſe him, and kiſſed his checke, and in ſhedding of many

And moze it is ta 
be conſidered of them that in the like operations hath had 
experience, foꝛ to giue iudgement ot the imagination ot thoſe 
two, when they ſawe themſelues together befoꝛe the Ems 
perour Alycandro, whereas they cogive not manifeſt anie 
part of that which they thought within their hearts; At this 
time appꝛoched vnto them Roboan and his ſonnes,+ when 
they vnderſtove who they were that were their pꝛiloners, 
and alſo the knight of the Sunne, they fell downe vppon 
their knees at their fete fo2 to kiſſe their handes,and craued 
pardon of them foz all that was paſt.

Nhat is the occaſion. thatyou doe carrie this Dam- 
ſell. pziſoner. in this loꝛzte ¶ Then the Grants who had not 
fene him beloze he iſpahe vnta them, did veric much hehald 
bim, and ſeeing hinter ſo galant a p2opeztion and-fa ineil 
armed, the elder ofthe twaine catlen Rubero went againſt 
him, and ſaid.

And as he wund haue taken him in his armes, Ro- 
fielen ſtrike him with his cloſe ſiſt ſuch a blow vppon the 
ſlomacke, that he all to buckled the plates of gle wherwith 
he was armed; a without bzeathonerth;ew. him backwards 
to the ground, whole fall was ſo great, that his bꝛother A- 
corante thouicht ver ilie he had bene dead, who like a raue⸗ 
ning Lyon,giningia great ſhꝛike, went againſt Roſicleer, 
and with a great faachon that he had, hee ſtroke ſo ſtrong a 
blowe vpon his theld, that he cut it cleane aſunder in the 
middeſt and the fauchon deſcended downe bpon his helme, 
and hauing no power. agatnlt the inchauntment thereof, it 
made him to with his knees ko the ground Then 
Roſicleer dielo out his mode, which was the ſame al ſo 
great valae,fozged: by 8 lulia,who = — 

ere 
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where wich he mave him aunt were, in ſich ſoꝛte, 15 
clone his held aſunder that he had on his left gry 
ſo his thicke and ſtrong armour-with the fleſh,vnto 
bone. Then befwirt them two began a Wan ou 
battaile , ffriking the one the other ſo great and farion: 
blowes;that they were heard thzoughbut all the whe 
land, in ſuch ſoꝛte, that the Emperour Ah candro and ti 
that were with him in the high Cale: of Roboar - were 
greatlie amazed, and tould not imagine what it ſhould ber. 
After this ſoꝛt their combat endured betwirt them moꝛe 
than a quarter of an houre, in the end whereof, the fine tut⸗ 
ting t woꝛd or the Aucene Iulia, being flourithed by the fits 
rious arme of Roſicleer, bꝛought the ſtout Acorante into 
that perplexitie, that he was all berayed in bloud with the 
great number of wounds that was given him on all parts, 
that if he had not bene ſo ſfoat and couragious, of ſo great 
fozce,he could not haue ſuſtained himſelfe vpon his fete, the 
Which was to the contrarie in Roſicleer, that although the 
blowes of the Gyant were verie ſtrong and caufed him ma⸗ 
ny times to ſtoupe with his hands and knees to the ground, 
and gane him great paine and griefe whereas he dyd fa⸗ 
ten anie blowe, pet foz all that, his excellent armour dyd 
aſſure him from wounds, and his great lightneCe did make 
him to ſtrike many of his blowes in vaine. Thus in the 
meane time that Acorante was ſo feeble and faint with the 
loſe of bloud, and wared wearte, Rubeo the other bꝛother 
was come vnto himſelfe againe , and remembzing what 
had paſſed him, and ſeeing the greate perill whereinto his 
brother was nowe b2ought, with a trice hee aroſe vp from 
the greund, and taking his lwoꝛde in his hande he began 
to laie vppon Roſicleer ſuch greate and mightie blowes, 
(that by reaſon he entered in a freſh,and the other being 
ſomewhat wearie) her put him into great erfremitie, ſo that 
all his valour and wozthtnele was verie needfull at that 
inſtant. 
Then when the Nurene Iulia fate how that that knight 
dit all alone combat fo: her . = two wen 
ui. : | 2 
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3 wares calleyſo remembzancs.that. whichmouy: 

s befoze ſhe had gd, and beholding the \wazdg 
whi theknight had,ſhe knew it to bee the ſame which the 
with her-owne hands, and then ſhe thought all 

ber eranaſle ta be. well, beſtowed , hauing great hope that 
ſhould baue the vicozic:againlt thoſe Gyantes, 

fox. that lhe ſaws 1 verie nimble and light, and that her 
wounded the Gyants in many places of their bodies, and 
all the ground was beraied with the bloud that ranne out 
of their wounds, but by reaſon that they were ſo boiſtrous 
and ſo out,they fo doubled their blowes with ſo great fu⸗ 
rie vpon Roſicleer, that it had bene ſufficient to haue hewen 
a rocke in pertes, ſo that in a ſhoꝛt time they made him ve⸗ 
rie faint and wearie,bzuſing his fleſh and bones, although 
eir ( woꝛdes could not enter noꝛ cut his inchanted armoz. 
nd of truth, it that this battaile had endured long, her had 
bene bꝛought into the greateſt perill that euer he ſaw him⸗ 
ſelfe in, in all his life, fo that theſe tiwa Gyanſe were;young: 


men, and the molt ſtrongeſt that were to be found zmongſt⸗ 


all Gpants. But pet e infant Acorante was ſo waak 
and feble by the loſſe of much blond, that he coulde not 
ftand on his fiete, but fell do lune to the ground as though he 
had beene dead , Then he finding himlelfe alene with Ru- 


bero, the battaile was moze indifferent, the one did charge 
the ot er verie ſtranglie ſtriking whereas they thought they 


ſhould doe molt. harme, each to his aduerſarie, but Rubero 
fo; the death of his bꝛother was ſo full of-wzath and ire, that 
he inade little actount of the blowes that Roſicleer did ſtrike 
him,although his fine cutting ſ woꝛde had ſo ſoꝛe wounded 


him in many partes, that his death tould not bee long dila⸗ 
ted, by rcaſon of the great quantitie of bloud that ranne out 


of them. 

CTheſe Gpantes had certaine knighfes which alwapes 
went with them, who at this verie inſtant came vnto the 
ſame plate whereas they made their battaile, but pet in 
anie manner of wiſe they durſt not helpe their Lo2des, foz 
chat many times befoze they had plagued them, and mow 


. 
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them warning, that whenſoener they were in battaile 
with equall knightes, that none of them choulde ide oz ſucs 
tour them, foꝛ which occaſion they fave ſtill, and were in 
quiet, till ſuch time as they ſawe one of their Loꝛdes lie a⸗ 
long vpon the ground as though he had bene dead, and the 
other ſo ſoꝛe wounded, that he could not long indure, neither 
could they ante longer refraine themſeluos, but all togother 
(who were moze than fifterne) all wel armed, went again 
Roſiclecr, and began to charge him with verie thicke and 
fkronxcblowes,but Rubero when he ſawe this did put him⸗ 
ſelfe vefoꝛe them, and cried out that they ſhould departe and 
let him alone, but they would not retire, but ſtil! pꝛeſſed on 
all that euer they coulde , Then he returned againſt them 


With his \[wozd,and did ſo much, that againſt their will her 


made them to retire . Then would he haue returned againe 
vnto the battaile, but Rolicleer likt vp the uno of his hems 

God foꝛbid that J ſhould be onercome at thy banda mans 
than at one time, foꝛ this whith at this time thou haſt vird 
with me, hath rendered mee lo much, that J will put my 
ſelfe wholie into thy power, fo2 to doe with mer accoꝛding 
to thy plcaſurc,vpon this condition, that you giue vnto this 
Damſell free and whole libertie, who was the ocraſion of 
this battaile which bath been hegun and confinged betwirt 
vs. 

"Pou ſhall vnderſtand;that all the formes of Roboan were 
by nature well conditioned, and this Rubero the third ſonne 
was the beſt of them all, who acknowledging the greate 
vantage that Roſi dect had of him although all the knights 


had holpenhim)and bow that his waꝛdes which he: hade 


ſpoken / pꝛucteded of great verfue Ji he. then vnlaced his 
healme and ſapd. 

Let not mp foztune permit, that againſt bim who bath 
ſo great vauntage on me, as well in: vertye:asinfirength, 
that J mabe ue mae coutentiun 92 farther gamritiez fog 
tant in the ande both in tha ous and in the other} qdanust 
chile hut eges mut W anbicſe the 9 
Nie iii. 8 
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his vamſell is thine and thon halt wonne her, andnowe- 


lake what is thy pleaſure: to be done with vs, foz that all 
ſhall be accompliſhed as you wil command. Then Roſicleer 
did embzace him with great loue, and both of them together 
went fo helpe vp Acorante, who was ſo feeble that he coulb 
not moue himleife, but when that they had pulled off his 
healme, and giuen him aire, he began to come better vnto 


bimlelfe, and gather ſome ſtrength. Then the Queene Iulia 


with a pesce of a vaile which ſhe had, bound vp his wounds 
and ſtanched the bloud, by vertue ofa ſtone which ſhe had in 
a ring as one that in all things was a damſell verie Wiſe, 
and of great diſtretion. When all this was done, the Qutene 
ſayd vnto Roſicleer. 

; Happie and foꝛtunate knight,if you doe well remember 
the condition wherewith you got this ſ woꝛd that you now 
pollefſe, in great Britaine, it was, that you ſhould combat 
with two Gyants together foz the deliuerie of a Damſell. 
When Roficlect heard theſe Woꝛdes, being greatlie amazed 
how ſhe: hauld come fo theikriowledge thereof, he ſaid ; J 
doe well remember the ſame: Mell then(faidſhe)now may 
vou well vnderſtand and ſee, how that the condition is well 
actompliſhed, foꝛ that vou haue had the battaile with theſe 
two Gyants foꝛ to deliuer me that am the Nucene lulia, ſhe 
Who with ber owne handes did fozge the ſwozd that you 
now haue at your girdle , hauing experience befoze, how 
much it thouls p2ofit pon in this battaile fo2 my deliuerie. 
God Ladie (aide Roſicleer) what foztune hath bzought ſo 
wiſe and high a Damſell in this ſozte into this Countrie 
That foztune(ſapd the Mueene): that could ouerthꝛowe the 
mightie Alycandrofronthe high thdone wherednto he was 
exalted awd bzinghdn.to- dex{pyifoner:, ioyntlie with the 
Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides his daughter, in the power of two 
Gyants,who carrped them peſterdaie vnto the high Caſtle 
that ſtandeth vppon vonder mountaine. This is cher that 
no fozce no; humane wilrvome is able foz to deliner from 
tho ſabjecion 2 ofi! her tumbling and 'fourning./' white ; 
» Aivins Atamie hig tho Dyincoſte thinking-ay * 
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trum the pzilon- (whether as they carrytd het) ran aus 
fecretly; and put my ſelfe-amongl thele Rocks, but yet in 
the ende J chaunted to fall into a daunger no leſſe perillous 
then that, out of the which J thought to haue eſcaped . At 
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which woꝛds Rolicleer was greatly amazed and ſaide, is it 


poTible to be true, that the Emperour Alicandto and the 


Pzincefle Lindabrides are pzifoners. It is ot trueth ſayde 
the Quene,foz that t wo Gyants did carrie them vnfo pon⸗ 
der caſtell. Mell then let vs goe thether out of hand, fayd 
Roſicleer,foz with a verie god will J will aduenture mp 
life foz to let at libertie, ſo high perſonages. It ſhall not be 
nedefull'ſaid Rubero,foz that thoſe two who did carrie the 
be our bꝛetheren, and ſonnes bnfo Roboan our Father, 


_ therefoze let vs go ſtraight waies thether, fo2 by your in⸗ 


terceſſion they and all thoſe that be pꝛiſoners in the caſtell 
chal be ſet at libertie.Roſicleer reteiued great contentment 
at that which Rubero had ſayde, and gratifping him, they 
all together went towards the caſtell, and their knights did 
carrie- Acorante in their armes, fo2 that he was very ſoꝛe 
wounded. And it fell out in this ſoꝛt, that as thoſe that were 
in the caſtell did heare the great nopſe that was made in 
the battaile, with clittering of their armonr Roboan and 
his ſonnes were in their beddes very ſoze hurt, and could 


not aryſe, but the knight of the Sunne being very deſtrous 


to know what it ſhould ber, foꝛ chat it ſeemed vnto him, to 
be ſome tontenſion o2 cumbat fought by valiant and woz- 
thie knights, he went foꝛth of the caſtell, and all alone on 
ho2ſebacke he rode that way, whereas Roſicleer and the gi⸗ 
ants ſhould come. And when that he ſaw them comming a 
farre of, he ſtraight waies vnderſtode that they ſhould be 
the fonnes of Roboan, that came from the Sea, x bzonght 
with them ſome pꝛile, but when that he came nigher vnto 
them, he was greatly amazed to ſee thoſe Gpants fo ſoze 
wounded, could not immagine who ſhould doe the ſame, 
till luch time as he al ked of one that came foꝛmoſt, with 
whome they had had battaile, but they were all ſo ſad and 
ſozowfull , that they would not CY m_ 


Thethird part of 
. buf paſſed foz\nardes on without making anfe reckoning or 


bm, fag the which the knight of the Smme being ſotiwhat | 


angrie,fwke one of them by the hoꝛſe baidle, and ſayde that 
hee ſhould not depart 'thence till ſuch time as he had tolde 
bim. Then this knight who was moꝛe pꝛoude than'curtes 
us, without ſpeaking ame woꝛde d2ew aut his ſ woꝛd, ano 
Aroke the knight of the @unne a mightie blowe vppon his 
helihe, thinking there with to haue patted his hend in two 
peeces,but it had ben much better toꝛ him not to haue begun 
that contention with him whome he did not know, and to 
haue anſ wered him to his demand, it would haue hindered 
him nothing at all. But the knight of the Dunne being ve- 
rie angrie qt his great villanie, ſtroke him ſuch a blowe 
with his armed fit vpan his armed head, that he uuckeled 
his healme to his ſcull, that his bꝛaines flewout;and he fell 
from his hoꝛſe dead vnto the ground, ſo that it colt him his 
becauſe hee woulde not ſprake, but vſe villauie. And 
phe which were al his compame when they iawe their 
companion thus ouerthwwen, ſtraigdt waies beganne to 
make contentiqn with the knight of the Sunne, in dzawing 
out their ( woꝛdes, and charging him with their blowes on 
euerie ſide, but befoze that they could fall in the reckoning of 
the great errour; the which they had committed, the mot 
part of them were llaine and puerthzowen to the ground, 
and not one of them bad remained aline, if that at this in⸗ 
int had not tome Roſicleer, who was: behinde all the reit, 
who when he ſave the great laughter that the Knight of 
the Sunne had done in ſo ſhoꝛt a time, hee was greatlie a- 
mazed, and foꝛ that her could not knome who he was, and 
verie deſirous to pꝛoue himſelſe with him, faz to ber 
reuenged.fo2 the death of thoſe knightes, he cauſed the other 
z,to.aparte themſelues,and with his ſ waude in his hande 

e aſſaulfed him, charging him-with- thoſe ſtrong and hea⸗ 
nie blowes which he was wont to ble, and the knight of the 
at not knowing him, but belcening within himlelfe 
d bene one aß the.componie af the other knightes 

byantes 1 n Feeglug: him after; ſuch manner, 

that 
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dat in a ſhozt ſpace the wanth and anger boch ol the one £ 
the ather was greatl v increaſed, # as betet enimies they: 
layde the one vpon the o er, making ſo grrat a noyſe that 
ft ſcemed al d whole Jland would haue funke, where at the 
Emperqur Alicandre and the pꝛinteſſe Lindabrides did put 
themlelues at the windowes ol the taſtell, and were great⸗ 
lo amazed when that they ſawe the baftaiie:betweene the 
two knights, not knowing who he ſhold be of ſo great fozce 
and ſtrength , that could endure ſo long the blowes of the 
knight of the Sunne: a god haife houre in this ſozte they 
endured , charging one the other with their thicke blowes, 
and had no time to bzeath themſelues, and ſeemed to be all 
in burning fier , with the great quantitie of ſparkes that 
flewe out of their armour. Either of them were greatlya⸗ 
mazed at the great foꝛce and ſtrength of bis aduerſarie, as 
they who neuer had ſeene themſelues in fo terrible and fu⸗ 
rious battaile, foz that, although they dyd combat together 
in the great court of Conſtantinople, at that time they hay 
not their foꝛce and ffrength ſo perfect, neither were they lo 
bigge growen in parſonage. 

And now if it were not foz2 that neither of them would 
ſeme to be the firſt, they wold both haue withdꝛawen them⸗ 
ſelues, foz to haue knowen eche others contrarie, befoge 
they would · haue pꝛocded in executing their furious bat⸗ 
taile: but this point of honour was the occaſion that then 
would nat wathdzalu tbemledues, but pꝛocured to duerwelſs 
each his aduerſarie, all that euer he tould, with their mig ⸗ 
fie and furious blowes, Amongſt a great number that was 
firoke Roſicleerr ſetled one blow at the knight of the dun 
with his ſ woꝛd in both his hands ouerthwart his healme, 
that it depzwed him of all his ſences, that he was as one 
dead, till ſuch time as he redoubled an orher blow on him, 
whoſe foꝛce was of ſuch ſtrength and might, that it made 
him to come againe vnto himſelle, ſo amated, that he knew A. 
not where he was. 

Then he cozthwith ſetled himſelf m in his Daddel, 


very furious & full ot courage, he gaue him ming 
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fach fozt, that Roſicleer in all his ſiſe befoꝛe receined not iy 
mightie and terrible a blow, except it were that che which 
concluded their contenciotis battaile in Grecia. Mis noſe 
guſhed out with bloud, and he fell fozwards vpon the pomel 
of his ſaddle, and his armes hanging downe as though her 
had bene dead, and his hozſe tourned round about twiſe in 
the field with him, in which time the knight ol the Sunne 
would not ſtrike him, till ſuch fiine as he was come againg l 
vnto himſelfe, Roſicleer called vpon God foz his aide x ſut⸗ 
tour, as he who found himſelfe in ſo great erfremitie, that 
he thought it vnpollible to eſcape from death, if he ſhould 
receine1uch an other blow, equal vnto that he had reteiued. 
Me then ſetled himſelfe againe in his ſaddle, and pꝛepared 
himſelfe, to be reuenged on his aduerſarie, and dyd abyde 
his comming with his \wo2d in his hande, with terrible 
furious ſemblaunt. In the meane time whileſt they were 
recauering of moꝛe furie ànd courage foꝛ to charge the one 
the other, it ſo fell out that the Qucene Iuha being very de⸗ 
ſirous to know. who thoſe knights ſhould be, that ſemed vn⸗ 
to her to be the moſt biggelt of pꝛopoꝛcion and moſt vali⸗ 
anteſt that euer ſhe had (ene in all her lyfe,foke out a li⸗ 
tle quadꝛanget, (the which continually the carried in her bo⸗ 
ſome where with ſhe did vſe to make her cuniurations) and 
thereby ſho found that theſe knights ſhould de both ſonnes 
vnto the Emperour Trebatio, ànd being certiſied hercof, 
with atrite ſhe went vnto them, and at ſuch time as with 
furious courage they began to ſtrike the one the other, ſhe 
put her ſelfe betwirt them ſaying : J doe moſt heartelie 
-  requelt-you ſir knights, that vou would ſlape your furie a 
little, and to graunt vntd mad bowne the which J will 
traue at pour hands, foꝛ as it will be vnto me great iope and 
pleaſure, ſo wilt it be vnto you pzofitable. . | 
Then they who were indewed with no lefſe vertue the 
- fozce and valour, withdzew themſelues a part, and ſayde, 
that either of them fo2 their parts, did graunt her requeſt . 
Well then ſard the Qdernt, ſciug that vou haue graunted 
me m requeſt, here doe demaund ot pou, that firſt beſoze 
$99 - you 
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von doe pul of your healme, foꝛ that Fam'defirotis to k 
who vou are befoꝛe vou p2oceede any further. She had not 
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vn doe retourne any moꝛe bnto the combat, that either or 


ſo ſone [pdken theſe woꝛds, but theſe —.— without any 


longer tarrying did vnlate their heannes, and pulled them 
ol, being greatly amazed at that bowne, which che demaun⸗ 
ded. But when their healmes were off and they knew them 
ſelues to be bꝛetheren, it could not be immagined the great 
and vnloked foz toye and pleaſure that they receiued. Foz 
in place of their moꝛtall blowes which they had giuen be⸗ 
foꝛe, they embꝛaſed the one the other, as they which did lone 
the one the other exceedingly. And gining great thanks vn⸗ 
to thaNucene foz that which ſhe had done, they declared 


the one vnto the other the whole diſcourſe what had hap⸗ 


pened vnto either of them. 

Then the knight of the Sunne ſpake vnto the two bze- 
theren Rubero and Acorante, and folde them of all that had 
happened, who were not a liftle amazcd,fo heare how that 
their Father and bzetheren were ouercome by that alone 


knight, and as a thing impoſſible they would not belene it: 


then they went all together vnto the caſtell, whereas they 
were well receiued by the Emperour Alicandro, and the 
Pꝛinceſſe Lindabrides, when they knew that that was Ro- 
ſicleer, bꝛother vnto the knight of the Sunne, they could not 
ſatiſ ſie their eyes in beholding of them, ſeming that na⸗ 
ture did very much ſtraine her ſelfe in the fozming of theſe 
two bzetheren. After a while that they hadde paſſed away 
the tine in treating of many things, they ſat downe and 
dyd eaſe themſelues, and determined to ſtap there till the 
next day, whereas they were very well ſerued of the wife 
of Roboan who was Ladie (of the'Gyants nation) verie 
bhonozable,and neuer tote pleaſure and contentment of the 


euill cuſtome that was maintained in that Aland, by her 


hul band and ſonnes. The Queene Iulia did cure the woũds 
bf them that were hurt, as one that was experimented and 
knew indze in that art then anie other , @o they flept and 
take their-relt all that night in the caltel :; but the knight 
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of the Sunne, was not very much in quiet, fo2 that with 
the p2zefence of the faire and beaufifull pꝛinceſſe Lyndabri» 
des as alſo the remembzance of the ropall pꝛinces Claridi- 
ana, his minde was.ſo troubled, that he thought there was

Then 
the knight of the Sunne and Roſicleer beeing verie glad 
and iopfull foz the ſame,did grafifie them verie much, and 
dyd pꝛomiſe vnfo them that ſo ſ(one-asGod dyd ſend them 
into Grecia foz to ſend vnto them Pꝛeachers and Piniſters 
foz fo inffract and teach them in the law, and miniſter vnto 
them the holy Baptilſme, the which enery god Chꝛiſtian 
is bound fo fake.

they all of them toke their leaue of Roboan t his ſonnes,

moꝛe, foʒ that there paſſed not many pteres, there tame vn⸗

| When they came vnto the Sea ſide, they all imbarked 
tyemſelues in a ſhippe that was there made readie, and has 
ning the winde pꝛoſperdus, they hoiſed out their ſailes and 
began fo nauigate towards Grecia. And here you may wel 
belteue, that the faire pzinceſſe Lindabrides did not thinke 
long this nanigatozie , although. it had bene-moze longer 
then that of the Greeke V liſles;fo2 that ſhe dyd there wholes 
ty recreate her ſelfe in the ſight and werte connerſation of 
the knight of tho Sunne. Yet fo2 all that che feared verie 
much (at the comming fo Conſtantinople) the pzeſence of 
the pꝛinteſſe Claridiana, with the which ſhe Could be tlean 
wipte out of the heart of her knight. So nauigating in this 
ſozf, the nerf day in the mo2ning,two houres befoze dave, 
it chaunced that by their ſhip there palfed an other ſhip hard 
aboard, in the which was-certaine knights, + one of them, 
who ſeemed to be of a very bigge ſtature and members, and 
being aboue hatches,and the ſhippes iopning very nigh to- 
gether, commanded to caſt out his grapple into the other 
tHip,becauſe we ſhould not depart till ſuch time as they had 
demaunded What if ſhould be, and who was there within. 
Then he aſked: of a knight that was the Emperour Ali- 
candros, if that he could tell him ante newes of the Empe⸗ 
rour Alicandro,and of his daughter the faire pzincefle Lin- 
dabrides. oꝛ of any damſel of hers. Ah fir, pes ſaid the knight, 
oz they are in this ſhippe, Fcertaine Grerke knights doth 
+, carrie them vnto Grecia. At which-wo2ds this bigge knight 
and an other, made no longer farrying,but leapt into their 
hip with their (wo2ds dꝛawen in their handes, & ſtraight 
wayes met with the knight of the Sunne and Roſicleer, 
who when they vnderſt@d of the grapling of their ſhippes, 
laſed on their helmes;and went fo2th fo ſee what it ſhoulde 
bre, and when they law the great haſt that the twoknights 
made to enter, with their f woꝛdes in their handes, they 
amd waies dꝛe lw out their \wozdes and * 
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: What -is:it thef you en 
— vou make o great;hadh to enter e wouly 
damd ons or them, that out of hand von doe dolinef: vnto'bs 
the pꝛiſd thut you haue in vour hip. That: wan vo, 
haue, nos cartie with you,laydithekuight ofthe faance,foz 
that we haue it in great pꝛice andefimation. Mthis fogs 
it ſhall be full dere vnta vou, aunſ eredone ofthe other 
knightes, and ſtraight waies without anie 
they began to ſtrike at the two bꝛethꝛen each of theritla blow 
dpon theit helmes, that cauitd eicher of them iq; tu cena 
with their kn&sto the graundganm made thtem htrie weli fo 
vnder tand that they were konghto# of:gftimation/ and 
dzowelle, but yet thinges did not fall aut an their parte ag 
they thought, ine that they, as thoſe that in all the whols 
wozld were without com pariſon, gaue them their an wert 
in tuch ſoꝛte, that they were foꝛced to ſtop bark wardes thzi 
packs, to ſuſtaine theme lues from falling, and. were wen 
derfullie amazed at the great fbzce and ſtrengch or their au 
uerſaries, ſo that then befwirt: them beganne the battailg 
to bee welt fought with charging each other with mightis 
blowes, that it was a verte ſtraunge thing fo beholde, and 
with the noiſe of their mightie and timerous blowes;it ſ@s 
med that thoſe long and wide ſeas did ſound ol them, much 
lyke vnto the fozced waues, being deinen by tempeſt into 
the hollow canes of the rockes . And by reaſon that it was 
befoze the bꝛeake of the date (being at ſuch time as — 
filence with all thinges) the mightie noiſe of their terrililh 
blowes ſemed-moze great and timerous , Nether. A thaf 
time had they neede of anie'Tozches, oz. of the 7 
of Dani to make cheir combat,fd2 that theimniteradls 
ſparkes of fire the which flew- out of their fine armonr$

Lyndabrides,and the other fo2 that Which he did ohen thst 
hee toke the battaile foz Roſicleer with Bramatant: an h 
ſides all this, foꝛ their great valour and bountie they were 
to bee eſteemed amongſt all in the woꝛld e ut when that 
theſe two vnderſtod with whome they had made their babe 
taile it was no (mall toy and pleaſure that they:recejueds 
fo; that they deũred verie much their frieno ſhip alter ſusb 
time as in the wilderneſſe of Grecia, they ſawe the one ta 
kill the Gran Campion, and the other dyd combat-foz them 
twaine with Bramarant, hut moze was their ien hen haf 
they vuderſtode what they had dane in the delius vis of the 
Emperour out ofpziion, with the Ladies and all their dame? 
ſelles from the power of Roboan and his ſonnes a they 
knew not how to aratifie that great gadnefle, but affęted 
themſelues to be their friends, and craued pardon af all that 
was paſt. And when they vnderſtode that the Emperour 
of his owne god will went vnto Grecia, foz to coneludea 
league of friendſhip with the mightie Emperour Trebatio; 
| theſe two valiant knightes were erceding gladde and-iops

Thus after there had paſſed befwirt them many things, 
their toy and pleaſure was ſuch, that if ſeemed to make — 
the remembꝛante of all troubles and aduerfities paſt ;

With which newes, her and 
Ul thoſe of his Court were extieding toyfull, fog that they 
facked no other thing entirelie foz to celebzafe the trumph 
of that victozie which they had got, 

Chen ffraight waies the Emperour Ticbatio being 
nccompanied with thole mightie kinges:and-P2inces, and 
Wwozthie knightes that were with him, went fozthof Con- 
Kantinople foz to receiue them at the pozt,and the quantitie 
of people was ſo great that went fozth with them, that all 
thoſe wide and bzoade fields and mountaines ſeemed to bee 
with them,and — — the dead bodies by the com 
emont of the Emmperdur were burut, pet lo all that, 
— edt plaines were ſtained with the bloud 
that was there ſhed, When the Emperaur Trebatio with 
-all that royall and wozthie companie came vnto the Pozk, 
fraight wayes the Emperour Alycandro and ali thoſe that 
tams with him, went a land, whereas their receining was 
as vnto ſuch perſonages did appertaine, but in eſpetial with 
thoſe tws Emperonrs,foz in a great ſpace they were em- 
bzaced together, and did not loſe the one from the other, in 
which time there palled betwirt them many wozdes of fin- 
gular great loue, as though they had beene alwaies befoze 
great friends, and the Emperoz Trebatio did gine him great 


thanks, gratifying him fozhis:comming into Grecia oſfering 


him great offers by wozd of mouth, in luch ſoꝛt, that the Ems 
perour Alycandro thought himſelſe fullie ſatiſſied, & receiued 
moze pleaſure at that returne, than he did at his firſt coming 
into that Cauntrie, Then ſtraight wates the @mperoz i re- 
batio receiued with great curteſle the two Pꝛinces, Meridi- 


at Blandimardo, t did embzace them with as much loue as 
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he did his owne ſonnes that came with them. Foz you ſhal 
vnderſtand that he was a Pzince,that in all the wozld could 
not be found his equall, in maintaining & honouring of god 
and valiant knights, which was the occaſion, that whatſoe- 
uer knight he was that once came into his companie, could 
neuer finde himſelfe in ante other place, but onelie in his 
Court, Then he receiued the faire Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides, 
in doing vnto her great curteſie and honour, as vnto the 
higheſt damſell in al the whole woꝛld, and vnto one that did 
deſerue it. But when the king ol Macedonia dyd ſ the 
faire Pꝛinceſſe Floralindia his daughter, and the Pꝛince 
Nxxridian to demand his hands foz to kiſſe them, there was 
no toy and pleaſure that might happen vnto a Father, to be 
compared vnto his, and he went and einbꝛaced them, keep⸗ 

ing thein betwirt his armes a great while befoze that hee 
would let them loſe, Thus after one whole houre that there 
had paſſed betwixt them many ccuplements af their mee- 
ting, they all together with imperiall triumph toke their 
waic fowards the Citie of Conſtantinople , And it was a 
wonderfull thing to beholde, and wozthie fo bir noted, to ſee 
lo noble and woꝛthie knightes to accompante them, that it 
might well be ſayde, that there was neuer ſerne fo highe 
and woꝛthie a companie iopned together. 

Likewiſe af this pzeſent it was nredfull of a better 
Painter than euer was Appelles, oz that wozthte Pirgoti- 
les,foz to paint and ſet fozth the faire and rubicond face of 
the Pꝛinceſſe Lyndabrides , by reaſon of the differences of 
varietie of coulours which went and came, at ſuch time as 
hee remembꝛed how that the Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana Houlde 
receiue her in the Pallace of the Emperour Trebatio, and 
alſo of that which the knight of the Dunne would conceine 
in his heart when he ſawe the ſame, the which thoughts did 
make her to goin ſo great confuſion,as fo your iudgement 
J doe referre it, her loue was ſo great the which ſhe bare 
vnto him, that ſher could not bee Without great luſpition of 
alteration, when that ſhe conſidered of the great wozthinefſe 
and deſert of the Painceſſe Claridiana , Da that the whole 

Gg. iii. woꝛld 
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W02zld was nothing in compariſon, that ſhe would giue, on 
condition that the knight of the Sunne might neuer ſe the 
Pꝛinceſſe. Jfſhe were ſure thereof, then were ſhe fullie ter⸗ 
fefied that the knight of the Sunne would not chaunge her 


fo; ante other Ladie oꝛ damſel in all the whole woꝛld. Then 
they were entered into the Citie, and came vnto the pallace, 


thoſe wozthie Pzinces and knightes did deſcend from their 


- hoz(es thoſe faire Ladies and damſels, and being mounted 


into the great hall, the Emp2eſſe Briana with the P2inccle 


Claridiana,and the Pꝛinceſſe Oliuia and Lindaraza, with al 


the reſt of thoſe high and woꝛthie Ladies + Gentlewomen 


that were with them, came fozth and did receine them with 


that honoz that was requiſite vnto lo high and mightie per⸗ 
ſonages. And the Emperour Alycandro, with Meridian and 
Brandimardo, meruailed greatlie fo ſee the ſoueraigne beau⸗ 
tie that was there aſſembled together, which ſeemed vnto 
them, as it was true, that in all the whole wozlde could not 
the like be ſcene, but when the faire Pꝛiniceſſe Lyndabrides 
went to embꝛace the rotall P2inceſſe Claridiana, Gd Loꝛd 
how her hart was troubled, to ſe in her rubicond face, al the 
beautie in the woꝛld to be compꝛehended, and allo how that 
her knight of the Sunne had his eies fixed on her. At that 
inſtant ſy& thought verilie her ſoule would haue departed 
from her bodie, c almoſt ſhe could not go fozwards, neither 


ſcarce ſpeake a wozd the was in ſuch a trance. The which 


was all contrarie in the Pꝛinceſſe Claridiana , fo2 as ſhee 


was ſure of the lone of the knight of the Sunne, lo did ſhe 
' hew her ſelfe verie merrie and content, and gaue the pꝛin⸗ 
telle to vnderſtand that ſhe receiued great toy at her com⸗ 


ming thether. 3 2 
Likewiſe with no leſſe ioy and loning embꝛacings dyd 


the faire Pꝛinceſſe Qliuia recetne her wetbeldued Roficleer, 


as though they had not ſcene themſelues together in one 
whole yerre. Then the @mp2eſſe Briana toke by the hands 
the two Ladies Lindabrides and Floralindia,# haning done 


their ſalutations the one vnto the other, they altogether en⸗ 


tered into a verie faire and great quadzan,wheras the Ems 
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pꝛeſſe and all thoſe Ladies and damſells did ſit downe in a 
place by themſelues, and the two Emperours with all thoſg 


wozthie Pzinces 4 knights on the other part by themſelues, * 


whereas they paſſed awate the time in gallant and pleaſanf 
conterſation, till ſuch time as it was time to goe to dinner, 
and ſitting downe, they wers ſerued verie highlie 4 ſump⸗ 
tuoullie, as in the pallace of ſo mightie a P2ince was requi⸗ 
ſite, and in the meane time that they were at dinner, there 
was heard no other thing but the werte noiſe of many ins 
ſt ruments, and in all the whole Citie was there ſo great tri⸗ 
umph and paſtimes, that it ſemed at that inſtant the 
Græ kes did celebꝛate the victozie of their won battailes, 


How Roſicleer THF Lyriamandro at the commande- 
ment of the Empetour Trebatio went into Hun- 
garia, to make themſelues knowen vnto the king, 
and to giue lum to vuderſtand of all that had pal

lawe, and alſo that he might ſ@ the great magniſicence and 


high thꝛone, into the which Foꝛtune ( gouerned by the will 
of God)hath mounted him vnto, ſo that if he did ſ& that his 
Court in fo great abundance of riches,and adozned with ſo 
ſoueraigne : inces and knightes, hie would thinke him⸗ 
ſelfe verie well contented and ſatiſfied of the chaunge

chat was made foz the P2ince of great Britaine , and alſo 
that he might recreate himſelfe in that toy and alozie which 
Could pzocede of the ſight and acknewlcdging of his woꝛ⸗ 
thie newnefſe,by the which he ſhould reteine great content⸗ 
ment, and account himſelfe to be the moſt happieſt a foꝛtu⸗ 
nate Pꝛince in all the whole woꝛld. And hauing this in his 
minde, he ſtraight waies went vnto the Empꝛeſſe Briana, 
foz to communicate with her about the ſame, who was in 
the ſame determination and care, as ſhe that deſired no ether 
thing but to ſe her Father pꝛeſent, fo2 that he might bee 
pertaker of hor great triumph and glozte. Thus being both 
of one minde and determination, they ſtraight waies gaue 
their valiant and wozthie ſonnes to vnderſtand thercof,be- 
twirt whom there ſtraight waies grew a great contention, 
which of them two ſhould be the meſſenger, The knight of 
the Sun ſayd, that in times paſt ( without knowing anie 
kindꝛed to be betwirt them) he did him a great ariefe æ ans 
ger,t that now he would make a recompence fo2 the ſame, 
in carping him this meſſage. And Roſicleer ſaid, that he was 
nouriſhed and bzought vp in the Monaſter ie of the riucr, x 
how that there remaineth his fained parents Leona do and 


his wife, whom he thought to haue bene his naturall father. 


E mother, and had great deſire to ſee them, and to recompence 
them the great benefit that he ought them, 1 moꝛe he ſapd, 
How that Lyriamandro was ſo much his friend, that he leff 
his Father fo2 his loue, feꝛ the which his pcrfec friendſhip 
will not conſent, but that he muſt beare the Pꝛince compa⸗ 
nie, foꝛ to glue him that great iop and contentment, which 
he ſhall receiue at the ſing of him, ſering that by his occaſis 
on hg. hath ben ſo long without his companie. The conten⸗ 
tion was ſo great betwirt theſe two bꝛethꝛen, which of them 
ſhould goe vpon this meſſage , that in the concluſſon they 
ſhould goe both of them together, it that the Empcroz Tre- 
batio had nok ſtaied them, in ſaying that it did not ſeeme wel 
that in the time of great ioy and paſtimes, accompanicd 


with ſo many ſtrange and woꝛthie knightes in this Court, 


ther Gould both be 2 at leaſt * one of them.

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In conclufton,feming bnfdHeyfhat Roſicleer had grea⸗ 


teſt reaſon foꝛ to goe and acknowledge the king his graun⸗ 


father, fo2 that he had neuer ſeene him, they were tontent 
that he ſhould goe on the meſlage, and that the knight of the 


Dunne ſhoulde remaine in the Court, foꝛ that he ſhonlde 


haue time enough to be knowen of the king, and that be 
was kfullie ſatiſfied of his great beautie. 

Theſe two knights wer ſuch and of ſo great obedience, 
that they hadde no other delight but fo giue contentment 
vnto their parents, ſo that Roſicleer pzeparcd himſelfe foz 
the voyage. But firſt he went vnto his verie friend Lira- 
mandro, and told vnto him all that the Emperour his Fa- 
ther had oꝛdained, who reteiued great pleaſure thereat, as 
he that had great deſire foꝛ fo ſe the king his Father, wher⸗ 
by he might acknowledge his nenewes, and vnderſtand of 
the god and happie foztune of the Empꝛeſſe his ſiſter, who 
aboue all the Ladies in the whole woꝛld ts moſt exalted,x 
therewith he embꝛaſed Roſicleer very much, and was ves 


rie glad of that which was determined, and ſtraight waies 


they both together went and dyd take their leaue of the 
Emperour and of the Cmpeeſſe, who dyd recomend them 
vnto Gad, and gaue them great charge, that their refourne 
with the king might be ſhozt , foz that till their retourne 
they ſhould not receiue any toy oz tontentment. So hauing 
taken their leauc fo2 to depart, ſuch as did lone him, as the 
king Sacridoro, and the valiant Tartaro, with Bargandel, 
were verie defirous fo2 to beare them compan ie, as his per⸗ 
fed and god friends, came vnto him and offered their ſer⸗ 
nice, But Roſicleer whole deſire was foꝛ to goe that tours 
ney alone, with tou feous wo2ds did gratiſie their god wil, 
and deſired them to pardon him, at that inſtant, fo: that by 
the helpe ol almightie God, his retourne ſhould be verie 


choꝛtiy. And there with theſe two wozthie pꝛintes with al⸗ 


onely two Squires, departed out of the mightie Citie of 
Conſtantinople, and hauing paſſed though all the whole 
Empire of Grecia, that came vnto Danubia, the which'deſs 
tendeth from Hungaria, (And when they ſhould paſle the 
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mightie bꝛidge whereag ti knight of the Sunne was fas 
ken pzifoncr by the parents and friendsof Horinaldus)they 
were ſtrangelie amazed to ſe the great and mightie cdifices 
of the Caſtle that icemed were burned and deſtroyed, and 
ſuch relikes as remained, as peeccs of towers and walles 
with their foundations, did put great admiration in al jhem 
that paſſed that.waie,and becing verie deſires to — 
what was the occaſion of (0 great dc ſtruction 5 they ſtaped 
and p2ocured to lc if they cenld finde ante perien therabouts 
that could giue them relation thercof, and by chaunce they 
found certaine men that did dwell in the ſame place, who 
declarrd vnto them the whole circumſtance of that which 
the knight of the Sunne bad there done, from the firſt con⸗ 
tention that he had with Florinaldos, till after he was cle re 
out of pꝛiſon whereas he was, and how the Caſtle with all 
the towers wer deſtroied, and left in that oꝛder as they law 
it, the which when they vnderſtode, without lacking anie 
part thereof, they were wonderfullic amazed, as well at the 
ſtrange buildings which ſcemed tc haue ba ne there, as als 
ſo. at the valiant and wozthie accs of the knight of the 
Sunne, and they who had-ſane by cxperience many of his 
wonderfull derdes, ſapde that with great reaſon they ought 
to put in obliuion the acts done by the ancient and famous 


knights, ot whoſe woꝛthie deedes the wozld doth reſound, 


foꝛ that the knight of the Sunne was luch a one, that not 
one of them might ber compared vnto bim. In this ſoꝛte, 
when they had heard the whole diſcourſe of their deſire, bir⸗ 
ing verie glad and iopfull thereof, they gaue great thankes 
vnto him who had made it manifeſt vnto them, and depar⸗ 
ted from thente, and baning onder ſtanding how that the 
king was ina Citie called Viana, which was vpon Danu- 
bia, thep toke their iourne p along the riner vpwardes, to⸗ 


wards the ſaid Citie, and hauing trauatled many dates the⸗ 


therwards, in the end they came within thze miles of the 


mightie Citie, about the heare of one of the clocke in the af - 


ter none, at which time the great heate of the Sunne vnto 
r as dor trauaile is moſt * and bering trou⸗

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with the great heate; theſe two knightes determined to put 
themſelues out of the high waie, and to enter into a verie

quarrctl 2 Theſe two knights when they heard theſe wozds 
were moꝛe dcfirous than befoze , fo vnderſtand the cffec 
thcreof,and put themſelues befo2e the damſell, and ſtaping 


her haſtie iaurney, one of them ſaid: Damlcll,we pꝛaie vou 
to let ceaſe; a white this your camplaint and weeping, and 


declare vnto vs the occaffon of this your great ſozrow , faz 
that we are knights that with a verie god will, will offer 
dur perſons to put remedie therein, if it bee a thing that 
with reaſon and with our honours wee mape perfozme. 
Then the Damſell when ſhe heard thoſe curteous wozdes 
did verie much beholde them, and ſawe that they were 
knightes verie ſtronglie and richlie armed, and of a gallant 


and ſtout p2opoztion, ſhee conſectured that they ſhoulde ber 


knights of great bountie, and ſtraungers in that Countrie, 
fo that at anie time ſhe had not ſeene in the Court of the 
king;kaightes of fo gallant and warltke diſpoſition, and has 
ui ig moꝛe bope than ſhe bzought with her, ha ant weren 
them and lapd. ; Fg gt 8 
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Dir knights, a beauie thing it is that you doe demaum 
of mer, to cauſe mee now foz to Cay, and declare vnto you 
the dolozous care that J haue within mer, the which onely 
fo2 to expꝛeſſe, will cauſe my griefe to renew and increaſe, 
and J doe bele&ue that there is no heart ſo hard, but of my 
ſozrow will take great compaſſion. But foz that you haue 
vſed vnto mee fo great courteſie in your woꝛds, and againe 


the god diſpoſition of your perſons, doe giue mee fo vnder⸗ 


ffand that my labour ſhall not be in vaine, fo2 to giue you 
to vnderſtande of the. greateſt treaſon that euer you haue 


heard ok, the which was done vnto a faire Damſell of high 


eſtate, and is the occaſion of all this my ſozrow , You ſhall 
vnderſtand ſir knights, that in the tourt of the king Tibe- 
rio of Hungaria, who is at this inſtant in the citie of Vi- 
ana, the Qucene Auguſta, wife vnto the king Tiberio, hath 
in her companie manie Ladies and gentle women of great 
beautie and high eſtate, of all the pꝛincipalleit of Germa- 
nia, amongſt whom, there was one, who as well in beautie 
as in riches and eſtate, did paſſe and ſurmount all the reſt, 
und is the Dutches of Auſtria, called the faire Poliſena, foz 
that her great beautie and faireneſſè (as they (ay) is cquall 
vnto that, that was of the daughter of Priamo.UWhen this 
'damſell came vnto the age of twelue preres, her father dy⸗ 
ed, and foz that ſhe was ſo young and tender of age, (al⸗ 
though heire vnto that high eſtate) the Qurene Auguſta 
did take her info her companie , and it is now full foure 


veerres ſince her firlk comming into the court. Jn which time 


as ſhe increaſed as well in beautie as in peeres, mante wozs 
thie knights of high eſtate and renowme that ſaw her, dyd 
p2ocure by all meanes poſſible, foꝛ to marrie with her, a⸗ 
mongeſt whome there was none that ſhe could fancie oz 
beare any god will, oꝛ perfect loue vnto, but the gallant Lu- 
ſiano, pꝛinte of Sucuia, who was the gallanteſt p2opozcioned 


- and ſkouteſt knight, that at this pꝛeſent is to be found in alt 
the pꝛouinces off Germania , It is now moze then thꝛer 
- peeres ſince this Pꝛinee did beg in fo loue and ſerue her, in 


which time, foz her lake, he did many valiant deedes wozs 
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chr to be put in memozie . Likewiſe the faire Poliſcna be⸗ 
ing no lefle ouertome vanquiſhed with his lone, did not 


tone him with any other entenllon but to marrie with him. 


inking that with no other knight the might better match 
Her lelfe then with him, ſo that theſe two, were verie con- 
'fozmablefogether in their wills and defires,as J who was 
a third perſon betwirt them, do know and am a witneſſe to 
the ſame,and al ſo doe iuſtifie, that betwixt a knight and a 


ladie, there was neuer ſo perfect loue, as was betwirt thele 


two, oꝛ that moze intirely dyd lone the one the other. And 
vet not being ſatil ſied noz well content with this, but the 
moze to be in ſecuritie the one of the other, J was as a 
meane betwirt them, that this Luſiano ſhould come on a 
night appointed vnto a window that had a grate of Iron, 
out of the chamber of the ſaide dutches, whereas he ſhould 
finde her,+ there the one vnto the other to aſſure the bands 
of Patrimonie by wozd and pꝛomiſe betwirt them, in ſuch 
Cozt, that from that day fozwards they might line in moze 
ſeturitie.

bodie, that he lacked but a little to be as bigge as a gpant, 
and of ſo great fozce 4 ſtrength, that there was not q knight 
to be found, that man foz man durſt enter with him in 
battaile, but alonely this gentle Luſiano, who feared not the 
bigneſſe of his bodie, neither his great fame. At ſuch time 
as this Duke Roberto came vnto the court, the king gaue 
him god entertainment, and dyd hint great honour, as well 
foz Þ he was ol high eſtate, as foz the great fame the which 
be had. This Duke ſo ſone as he had ſeens the faire Poli- 
ſena, was ſo farre in loue with her, that ſraight waies he 
thought to haue her vnto wife, which was the occaſi that 
fraight waies he laboured all that euer he could to bzing 
hig determination to effed. But the that nothing dyd moze 
. abhqzre and hate, (as well foz the laue which thee bare vn⸗ 
to Luſiano) as foz the boyſterous and. bꝛaueneſſe of his pers 
ſon, foz that he had a fearce fate, and terriblecountenance, 
by no meanes the could not abyde him, but dyd refuſe his 
offer, and many times ſhe ſayde vnto him in my pꝛeſence, 
that he ſhould not come any moze befoze her, foz that his 
pꝛeſence ſhould be greuous vnto per. pet foz all that would 
he not giue ouer his ſute, but ſtill dyd contende to impoz⸗ 
tune her, in ſuch {ozt , that ſhe was determined foz to giug 
the Bing to vnderſtande thercof, it that J had not perlua⸗ 

ded her fo the cankrar ie. 
Then the Duke Roberto, ſeing that nothing whatſoe⸗ 
Aer he dvd p2ofited anp whit foz the obtaining his purpoſe 
and deſire,determined to ſerke ſome other meanes, how and 
which way he might make the Dutches foz to doe by foꝛce 
that-whichnew ſhe would not of her god will. J pzomife 
vou F know,.nat, neither can I immagine how aud which 
Wpy.the-diuehl did helpe him, foz to-cauſc thzee knights of 
the court ofthe king, foꝛ to ſuffer themſelues and be pertvs 
red, ſuch as were in bountie of armes, as alſo of god credit 
+2 their perſons , haue pot theip ganalls to be found 1a 
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HFhe ons is called Ricardo , an Duke ol Batbaria, the 
Scher AnibardoLogd of the Albies, and the third, Cate 
ko;Lod of Marehomandia, all thzes ſubieds vnto the king 
Tiberio, and noziſhed and bꝛought vp in his court from the 
tine of their tender age. Then Duke Roberto haning theſe 
knights on his part, watched his time, and went befoze the 
lung at ſuch time as the QAuerne was pꝛeſent, and made a 
great complaint vnto them aying,that of long time he lo⸗ 
ned with true and perfect loue, the Dutches of Auſtria an 
how that by the god will and conſent of them both, they 
were made ſure together, ſo that he was her huſband and 
che his wife. But now ſince the concluſton of this matri⸗ 
monie: the Dutches doth denye it againe, and hath ſ woꝛne 
neuer to marrie with him, not knowing wherefoze he 
Hould be thus angrie with him, to denie that which ſhe be⸗ 
foze bath pꝛomiled, requeſting him as his king and ſoue⸗ 
raigne I oꝛd, to doe him Juſtice therein, and to commannd 
the Dutches to perfourme the matrimonie the which ſhe 
pꝛomiſed vnto him, and to deliner her into his power, foz 
that ſhe was his naturall wife. The king receined no con- 
tent, but was very ſozie at this embaſſage of the Duke, foz 
that the king hadde better god will fo marrie her vnto the 
gentle Luſiano, then vnto him, but becauſe he loued iuſtice, 
and was a verp god Chꝛiſtian, he ſtraight waies commaſis 
ded to come befoze him the faire Poliſena, and aſked of her 
if it were true which the Duke had (aid. Then ſhe who vn⸗ 
derſtod the diueliſh intent of the Duke, was ſo amazed, that 
fo2 a god ſpace ſhe could not ſpeak a woꝛd, ( wherat the king 
and the quene had great ſuſpicion) but when that ſhe came 
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vnto her ſelfe, with great anger ſhe ſayde vnto the Duke, 


that he lped in all that he hadde ſapde, and how that there 
neuer paſſed any ſuch thing by woꝛd noz in thought , AE 
Which and were the Duke was very angrie furious, which 


_ was e-occalion ; the king cmanted the faire Pollen fas 
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— faire Poliſena were made ſure together, in ſo ample ma⸗ 
ner, as man and wife qught to be, aud-haw that oner ann 
aboue all this, they had bens together: and that it was of 
a trueth, foꝛ that they were —— thereat, in g garden that 
is nert adioyning vnto the lodging of the Dutches, Ah la⸗ 
mentfable' caſe and a thing neuer the like befoze heard off; 
that fe great falſehed ſhovia be found in the mauthes of 
ſuch th2& knights, whoſe. credit is fo great with the king, 

that he doth belerue thom moꝛe and better then if ali the 
knights in his court had ſpoken and ſ woꝛne it. And as a 
thing verifted to be mot true, the King commaunded the 
Qutne that ſtraigbt wayes che ſhould deliuer vnto the 
Duke the faire Poliſcnaz foz that He had choſen him to be 
her hun hand. Now fir knights & pꝛap you iudge what the 
gentle Luſiano might feele in his heart, who faundchimſell 
pꝛeſent at all that paſſed; and had moze con@dence in the 
loue and lopaltie of the Dutches,then of the credit,of thoſe 
knights, t with great payne did ſuffer that repꝛoch foꝛ that 
be would not diſcouer the ſecret betweene them. But when 
that he vnderffode that which the king had commaunded, 
be as then could not ſuffer it any; longer, but put himſelfe 
beſoze the king and ſaid.Lozd and ſaueraine, here J doe ſaig 
that all which the Duke Roberto and theſe knights hath 
five againſt the. Dutches of Auſtria is the greateſt;freas 
ſon and falſehmd that ever was ſapde 'o2 invented : Foz 
that that ſhee is my legittimate ſpouſe, and ſhe neuer gaus 
her faith neither her loue duts an other knight (in all her 
life) but vnto mee, and this will J pꝛoue vpon the Duke, 
3; bpon any of theſe thꝛe knights. This ꝛince had (carcs 
cancluded theſe woꝛds, when that the Duke and theſe thzee 
kuights, layde hand vpon their \wozds againſt him, and he 
dyd the like againſt them, ſo that there had bene done great 
harme, it that the king had not put himſelfe betwirt them.

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made her ſelfe ſure and giuen her

of ſo great credit, o that now the;Paince ſeeing himitife al 
alone, is determined all alone fo goe fo2th vnto thebatcaile 
this daie againſt thoſe foure knights,fo2 that firſt he wil ſut̃⸗ 
fer himlelfe to be flainezrother than to ſee the faire-Poliſena 
deliuered into tþe:power of the Duke, ſo that this evening

,And againe, the moze to certeſie you herein, you haue 
nerd of no other thing, but to beholde the ill fauoured face 
and barbarous-countenauce of the Duke, and the gaeat beu⸗ 
tie of Poliſcaa, whereby vou may indge the great vnlikeli⸗ 
Wi W treate al loue with him in ſetret. 
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Nen the damſell had concluded the whole diſtourſe of

rour 'Trebatio and of the Empꝛeſſe Briana, daughter vnto 
my Lon the king Tiberio,and if it were not foz the greats 
warreszus is tolde vs, that doth detaine him, and alfo fo 
the greatemmitie that the king hath againſt hum, the Dut⸗ 
cheſſe mould.haue ſent unto him in commending her whole

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All chis time Roſicleer and Lytiamandto did greaflie 
reioyte to heare tolde the wonderfull acts and deedes of the 
knight of the Sun, foꝛ whereſoeuer they went, they found 
all the woꝛld full of his great fame . Thus in trauailing, 
they talked of theſe and many other things, till at thꝛer of 
the clocke in the after none they entered into the mightie 
Citie ol Viana, at ſuch time as the great place was full of 
people, tarrying foꝛ to ſe the battaile that hould bee made 
betwirt the Pꝛinte Luſiano and Duke Roberto. Then they 
put themſelues into ſuch a place whereas they were verie

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Come what h20ave abone;avd on fþe-infide towards the gar⸗ 
den, hard vnto the wall dvd groe n greaf-namber of thicks 
and high Cypꝛes trees, which chadolved all — 
ſuch loꝛt, that the thꝛer knightes might remaine vppon the 
wall, and heare and ſc all that ſhauld paſſe in the gardens 
and they not to be ſ@ne and diſcouered df anie. An that piace 
did the thꝛe knightes temaine , and the Due deſcended 
downe by thoſe trees into the garden, lohereas he remained 
till within a little while after he heard alittle poſterne to be 
opened, whereat came fozth that falſe damſell, bo by tra- 
ton that the Pone din ſhine @ baight,vea,nigh hand Hee did 
ſteme to ber the. DPutchelle , faz that ſer was faire, and of 
her owne ſtature, and was apparelied with a-gowpne of 
greene veluet, ſet full of bzouches of golde, wherein was (et 
many fine pꝛeſious tones, ſhe alſo had her haire hanging 
about her ſhoulders, which reached downe to the ground, 
and vpon her head a garlaud ſet full of Diamonds and rus 
bios of great pꝛite, with the which garment and garland the 
thze knightesdyd ſee the Datchelle the date befoze, in cer⸗ 
taine bankets and feaſts that were made and by reaſon that 
it was night, although the Mone did ſhine verie cleere, 
pet becauſe ſhee was ſomewhat a farre of, they coulde not 
diſcerne anie other but that ſhe was the Dutchelle , Likes 
wiſc ſhe had in her hand a bunch of feathers , wherewith 
this Damſoll did viſemble and hide her face,in ſuch ſozte, 
that ſh gould not bee knowen. Then ſo fone as the

All this that palked betwiyf chen was berp welt heard 
by the ther knightes that were in ſetret: and ſarely!they 
were out of all'doubf to the conerarie-, wut dat Gould be 
the Dutches of Auſtria; Foz if they hd newer eher wile, 
v2 had any other thing in their thoughts; they were luch 
knights,that they would not haue affirmed that which thop 
had ſayd fo; all the kingedome of Hungaria. 

When that this communieacion of matrimonie was 
concluded betwirt them two, the Duke went unh the 
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might be heard by the thze knights, although they could 


not fe any thing, by reaſon of the thicknele of the trees 
whereas they. were, there the Duke did accompliſh his wil 
with the Damſell. And when it was houre and time fo2 
to withdꝛaw themſelues, they went hand in hand together 
vnto the poſterne where che came foꝛth, and there the duke 
with many imbꝛacings and kiſſings, did take his lcaue of 
her, and the entred in, and went to ſlerpe, leauing the appa⸗ 
raile of the Dutches in the place whereas ſhe toke them, 
and was not ſcene by any: And the Duke retourned vnto 
the th: knights, and departed from thence; 
At fell out within a while after happened all that this 
Hiſtoꝛie hath declared vnto pou, the which fell out fo be vn⸗ 
to the Pꝛince Luſiano great ſozrow and griefe,foz that he 
dyd lone the Dutches ſo entirely, and was ſo fally certiff- 
ed of the god will t loue the bare vnto him, that it bꝛought 
him into a.great alferation of minde,and almoſt from him 
ſelfe, to ſee the -witnelle that was bꝛought againſt the Duts 
ches, by thoſe thꝛie knights, whome he had in eſtimation to 
be lopall, faithfull, and of great credit: and belæued verely 
that they would not but tell the trueth, in that behalfe, if 
that to either of them ſhould be giuen a whole kingdome. 
And to the contrarie, he had ſo great a conſidence in his la⸗ 
die and miſtreſle, that he was fully determined firſt to bes 
ſlaine, then to conſent, that any ſuch ſhame ſhould be offered 
vnto her. But his great bountie did little pzofit,foz to de⸗ 
liuer him from the death, foz that euerie one of the fonre, 
wert ſo ſtrong and valiant knights, that in all Hungaria 
was not to be found one that could match any of them. 
But pet foz that aboue al things Juſtice is of greater fo2ce; 
God dyd permit, foꝛ that Luſiano had Juſtice on his part, 

that he ſhoulo be ſuccoured in this his great ertre-

Fter that the Damſel of the Dutches Was 
N ed from Roſicleer and Liciamandro, 
So the went ffraight waies info the place aps 
pointed fo2 the battaile whereas ſhe kept 
ber ſelfe verie cloſe; till ſuch time as the 
Duke and his companions came fo:th all 
* together, and armed with rich and glittering armoz, 
mounted vpon a great and gallant hozſe, 4 had with them 
fo gallant ſemblantce, that they ſemed to be knights of great 
valour t woꝛthineſſe, as well in their armour, as in their 
gallant p2opozcion. In this ſoꝛt they ridde about the place, 
and when that the king Tiberio and the Quene' Auguſta 
with all the pꝛincipalleſt of the court were ſet in their plas 
ces at the windowes of the mightie pallate, then ſtraight 
waies came farther the gentle Luſiano, all armed in blew 
armour, garniſhed about with golde and rich tones, which 
was confo2mable vnto his eſtate, and was mounted vpon 
a mightie hoꝛſe trapped with blewe veluet and bozdered 
with gold, and was in all things of ſo gallant and gentle 
diſpoſition, that ther was not one in all the plate, but when 
they ſawhimn , didrecene great ſozrow and griefe, in ſuch 
ſozte, that there was amongſt them a great ſound in mas 
er of a lamentation, foz that they made rekoning that he 
pas & dead man, and there were fewe amongſt them bur 
id haue giuen a god part ot their gos, vpon condicis 
on that the gentle Luſiano night cleere himſelfe of that en⸗ 
terpꝛiſe, in eſpecial the king and ede Querne, who loued him 
almoſt as well as though he had bene their owne ſonne,and 
would haue bene verie glad if y the Deiner Ee wv 
gius puer that demaund, taz that they beleued Þ oo} Duke 
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Roberts had reaſon on his a, am again(as it was likely) 


they thought it unpoſſible that he hould eſcape from that 
attaile with his life. Then the king commaunded that the 
atcbes ſhould be bzonght fw2th foz to ſee and bebold the 
battaile that was oꝛdained fo2 her ſake, who very much a⸗ 
gainſt her will, was bought vnto a window of the pallas: 
but when ſhe ſaw her gentle ſpouſe , her heart was all co- 
uered with ſozrow and griefe,and as dead the fell down to 
the ground, whereas her life had bene in great perill,if that 
Within a ſhozt ſpace ſhe had not bene comfozted with the 
comming. of the two knights, 

Do ſane as the damſell ſaw that it was boure e time, 
with a trice ſhe went vnto the Jn whereas ſhe had left Ro- 
{icleerc and Liriamandro , and giuing them to vnderſtand 
of that which had paſſed, and how that they were readie fo 
goe to battaile , They ſtraight waies mounted vpon their 
hoꝛſes, and with all the ſperde poſſible,came;vnto the place, 
at ſuch time as the Judges did part the Dunne and the field 
ynto the knight, readie to leangthem to their battaile, And 
as they pꝛeſſed to enter into the place, all the people dyd 
make them large and bꝛoade wap, foz to paſſe, as well to 
cleerc themſelues from the furie of their great haſt, as alſo 
fo; that they ſawe them to be armed with ſo pꝛecious and 
rich armour, and of ſo gallant pꝛopoꝛtiõ, that ſtraight waies 
they thought they came vpon ſome let purpoſe and deter⸗ 
mination. 

When they came vnto the place whereas the knights 
were, without ſpeaking euer a wo2d,they plaſed theſelues 
the one on the one ſide, and the other on the other ſive of the 
Pꝛince, with their ſpeares in their hands, readie fo2 to goe 
vato the battaile. Then the Damſel who was well knowne 
went vnto the king and ſaide: You ſhall vnderſtand wozs 


thy and mightis king Tiberio, that I this daye going fozth 


of this citie, becauſe J would not ſ the death of the pzince 
Luſiano, by my god foztung à met with theſe two knights, 
who whe as they vnderſtod by mer, the dccafto of my ſazow 
and griefe,hauing no other occaſion, but as they are bound 
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by realon and Auſtice;are roms hether with imer and will 
defend the cauſe on the part and behalfe of my Ladie the 
Dutches. Therefoze on their parts Jam come vnto your 
highnelle, to requeſt you to graunt the licence fo2 the ſame, 
foꝛ ſo much as they be ſtrangers, and would not erre in a⸗ 
ny thing that is dewtifull vnto your ſeru ite. 
The king, who all this time dyd verie well behold the 
two knights, and lyked them meruailouſiy well, was ves 
ry glad and iopefull at the woꝛds of the Damſell, and has 
uing ſome hope (moꝛe then befoꝛe) of the deliuerie of the 
Pꝛince, by the apde of thoſe two knights, aunſwered and 
ſayde, that the Duke and his compantons were foure , ſa 
that Luſiano might likewiſe take vnto him other thz& com⸗ 
panions, and that there was no reaſon in him foꝛ to denie 
them, therefoze the knights might doe what their pleaſure 
was, and that he ſhould be well content therewith, - 
The Duke and his compantons when that they ſawe 
how that Luſiano had companions, made no rekoning ther⸗ 
off, foz that if they were tenne of them, they hoped befoze 
an houre were ended, they would bꝛing them vnto then 
endes. But the P2ince when that he ſawe himſelfe in the 
middeſt betwirt two ſuch knights, recetued no ſmall con⸗ 
tentment, fo2 that they ſemed to be of high eſtate t great 
renowme,as well in their rich armour, as of their gallant 
and ffoute p2opozcions, But in eſpeciall Roſicleer, fo2 that 
there was not a knight in all that place, but he had foure 
fingers vauntage of him in height, ſo that if ſeemed vnto 
him that in all his life he had not ſeene a knight of a gallan⸗ 
ter diſpoũtion. And hauing no time foꝛ fo ſpeak vnto them, 
he bowed downe' his head, in token of humilitie, gitring 


them thankes fo2 the great courteſie which they hewed vn⸗ 
to him. |

At this time the'houre was tome, and the trumpets be⸗ 
gan to ſownde,inaking a great noyſe, whereat the Duke g 
his companions; with their ſpeares in their hands,fetfpgrs 
vnto their hozfes,running with al furie-psfibie. The other 
chꝛer knights lacked no time, to runne and receine them, 
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fo great turie, that it lemed a whirle winde, and made their 


encoũters the one againſt the other in this ſozt. The Duke 
Roberto and the gentle Luſiano made their entounters to⸗ 
gether all alone, in ſuch ſoꝛt, that by reaſon they ® both 
Frong and valiant knights, they bꝛake and ſhenereMheir 
ſpoares all fo petes, but iuſtling together with their hoꝛſe 
and bodies they both fell downe vnto the ground, who with 
great lightneffe aroſe vpon their feete, and as moztall eni⸗ 
mies, made battaile together with their woꝛds. Liriaman- 


dro made his encounter with Ricardo, who was a gallant 


knight. And now whether it was foz that he was in pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of his parents, oz by his great bountie and woztht- 


neſſe, Liriamandro onerthzew the ſtout Ricardo, hozſe and 


man to the ground. And although by the foꝛce thereof he 


loſt his ſtirrups, yet lyke a god knight he paſſed fozwards . 


and kept his ſaddle * and foz that he ſcemed to haue the 


vauntage on bis adnerſarie,he dyd alight from his hoſe, & 


made his battaile on fote. Then againſt Roſicleer (foz that 
he ſeemed to be the biggeſt and moſt valianteſt of them all) 
he was encountred by the two moſt valianteſt and ſtout⸗ 
eſt knight of the foure, who was Carmelio, Loꝛd of the Al- 
bios, and Anibardo Loꝛd of Mardibmandia ,. And fo2 that 
neuer at any time befoꝛe they met with their equalls, they 
thought verely at that encounter, to leſſen the number of 
their aduerſaries, by one. Mut it fell out vnto them contra⸗ 
rie, foꝛ that both of them bꝛake their ſpeares vppon Roſ i- 
cleere, without mouing him any khing in his ſaddle, but he 
made his entounter vpon the ſtout Carmelio, in ſuch ſozt, 
that thzaſting him ont of his ſaddle , he bare him to the 
ground oner his hoꝛſe crouper, and he had enough fo doe 
afterwards to ariſe againe he was ſo tozmented with the 
fall * 
The king was wonderkully amazed, and all thoſe that 
dyd beholde them, to (ee thoſe gallant encounters betwixt 
them, and could not beleeue that the companions of Luſiano 


were of ſo great foꝛte and ſlrength, that ſo lightly had ouer⸗ 
thꝛowen their avucrſaries , and from that time fozwardes 
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had a better hope df the vicozie . Aber the tDutches who 
was as one halfe dead, being comfozted with thoſe newes, 
with a better god will then befoze,put her lelle at the win⸗ 
dow foꝛ to behold the battaile. 

When the woꝛthie Roſilceere-finithing the furie of his 
t wift courſe, with great lightneſle, he tourned his hoꝛſe a⸗ 
bout, ⁊ retourned vpon Ambardo, ho remained on hozſe- 
backe, and ſtroke at him ſuch a blow with his \wozd , that 
the ſhylde he lift vp fo; to ward the furie thereof (although 
it was of fine and hard tele) hee cloue it in two peeces,and 
from thence deſcended vpon his helme with ſo great furiez 
that it made him to ſtwpe with his head, declyning it to his 
hoꝛſe necke. And this tout Ambardo, when that he felt him 
ſelfe ouercharged with that mightie blow, being greatly as 
mazed, he ſaid within himleife, what is this, me thinketh J 
fœele all the furig of the woꝛld againſt mer, is this by foztune 
the ſonne of. T rebatio, that paſſed this way when he flewe 
Aridon, 02 elle is that ſtrong Achilles, ſonne-vnto Peleo, 
riſen againe from death to life,oz that firſt begotten of Pri- 
amus ;- foz accozding as J doe feele the great fozce of this 
knight, it is not poſſible , but be muſt nedes be one of the, 
And in ſaying thele woꝛdes, foz that he was a valiant any 
couragious knight, with all the furie of his armes he ſtroke 
ſuch a blow at Roſicleere vpon the head, that he gaue him 
well to vnderſtand that he was a berie valiant and choſen 
night. 

7 this time Lirianindro and Ricardo combatted tos 
25 , in. ſuch ſoꝛt, that the battaile was woꝛth the behol⸗ 
ding, they were both ſtout and valiant knights, and chars 
ged the one the ether with ſo great power ſtrength, that 
it made them all to meruaile, But he that was moſt oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed and had grrateſt trauaile in this battaile was the pꝛince 
Lut iano, ſoz that being in battaile with the Duke, came al⸗ 
ſa againſt him the ſtout Carmel, and although he was of 
great bountie, pet had he enough to doe foꝛ to clære himſelſę 
from either of them: and be had paſſed great euell betwixt 
them two , if that at is inſtant hed not chaunſed * 
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woche Roſicleer being in battaile with Anlbardo,ſeing 
hanlelfs bofoze his graundfather, his courage ſo increaſed 
in him, that with the furie-of all his foꝛce, he rohe ſo migh⸗ 
tie ſtrong and furious a blow vpon his helme, that he had 
clouen him downe vnto the walt, if that his helme had not 


bene the finer , and fo2ged by art magicke, which was the 
otcaſion that his fine cutting (wozde could not enter noꝛ 
cut it, but yet by the great fozce of the valiant Anibardo, 
cleane from himfelfe fell from his hoꝛſe to the ground, not 


without great wondering vnto all them that ſaw that ter⸗ 


rible and furious blow : and loking on the one ſide, he ſaw: 
the P2ince Luſiano, hobo he was in fight againſt both the 
other knights, who then with a trite leaped from his hoꝛſe, 


and went and put himſelfe befoze the Duke, and ſtroke his 
firſt blow at him in ſuch ſozte , that he made him fo ſtope 
with both his hands to the ground. Then the Duke, who 
was of a valiant and ſtout courage, let Luſiano in battaile 
with Carmtlio, and began to charge Roſicleer with ſuch 
mightis and ſtrong blowes, that he made him to vnder⸗ 


ſtand, that he was a valiant and woꝛthie knight. And it 


greeued Roſiclecr verie mach to thincke that in the Duke 
ſhould remaine ſo great treaſõ, he being a knight of ſo great 
bountie and valour in armes. And being verie deſirous that 
the truth thereof might be knowne, he fozced himlelfe all 


that euer he could, foꝛ to ouertome the Duke, who foz a 
while did defend himſelfe very valiantlp, being greatly as 


mazed at the ſtrange bonntie and fozce of his aduerſarie, 


and conild not immagine who it ſhould be, except he were

lent from heauen foꝛ to puniſh the great treaſon which hee. 


had done againſt the Dutches, as one wozthie thereof. All 
this time the pꝛince Liriamandro ſ&ing himlelfe in the pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of his father and mother, and deſirous to get honour 
befoze them, dyd ſo ouercharge his aduerſarie, that in a ſmal 
time he abated the courage of Ricardo, p the vauntage was 


on Liriamandros part. Like wiſe þ gentle Luſiano the ſtout᷑ 


Carmelio who were almoſt equall in baumtie, with great 


fozce charged ee 
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to be all on fire. with the great nnantitie of ſparkes that 
flew aut ol their armour , and althongh fz d god'while 
there was knowen no aduauntage betwirt them, vet in the 
end the couragious fozce of the Pzince endured longeſt, and 
he did ſo intreate his aduerſarie, that he would haue giuen 
a great part of his eſtate, ſo that he might haue bene cleered 
of that battaile with honour. The wbich grieued nothing 
at all the faire Poliſena, who ſceingher knight ſo ſtout and 
light in the battaile, reteiued great toye and pleaſure, and 
with ſhedding of many feares p2ated vnto God foz to deli⸗ 
ner him cleere from that battaile, as one that made norecks 
ning to line anie longer than ſhe ſawe him aliue,butyuicks! 
lie che was bꝛought out of that care, foꝛ that the inclite and 
woꝛthie Greeke that dyd combat with the Duke, charged 
him ſo faſt with his terrible and furious blowes, that hes 
made him all aſtonied and amazed, that he knew not whes 
tber he went. noꝛ where he ſtroke his blowes,and ſteing bim 
in that perplexitie, with his right hand her toke him falt by 
the goꝛiet and pulled him with lo greate ſtrongth, that hee 
ouerth2ew him at his fete, and befoze he could hriſe again, 
he put his knee vpon his bꝛeaſt, and pulled his healme from 
_— and put bis \ wozde vnta bis thzcate, and lapde 
aus. :

Then the Duke leing bimſcife in that ertremttie ,

Sir knights, let this pour confentious battaile ceaſe,foz 
there is no reaſon wherfo2e you ſhould receine anie harme, 
but J alone who is in the fault and wozthie to be blamed. 
At which wozds ſaping, Liriamandro had ouerth;bwert the 
ffout Ricardo, t Lusiano had bzought Carmelio info a great 
perpleritie,ſo that they had not much a doe to part them, the 
which being done, the Duke with an high voice, that the 
king and all that were there about him might heare, detla⸗ 

red all the whole treaſon, how and in what ſozt, in all points 
as he dyd it, and as you haue heard. But when the gentle 
Lusiano ſawe the honour of his ſpouſe ſo cleere,and the great 
foztune and vicoziethak he had in the battaile, whereas bes
